Among  the  deaths  recorded  are  those  of  Dr.  Caro,  of  Mann- 
heim, Mr.  J.  Saltmer,  of  Hull,  and  Mr.  N.  Sherwood,  of 
London  (pp.  69  and  70). 

Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox,  during  the  hearing  of  the  Crippen 
murder  charge  at  Bow  Street,  told  the  Court  how  he  detected 
hyoscine  in  the  human  remains  (p.  62).

Cream  of  tartar, 
cocaine,  menthol,  Japanese  peppermint  oil*,  farina,  turpen- 
tine, Persian  galls,  isinglass,  and  ammonia  sulphate  are 
higher.  Opium  is  5d.  lower  in  Smyrna.  Caustic  soda  and 
soda-crystals  for  1911  are  lower,  as  is  rubber  and  shellac. 
Santonin  is  very  firm  and  may  advance.  A  concise  report 
of  the  drug-auctions  appears  on  p.  89.

Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students. 

THE  series  of  monthly  exercises  in  qualitative  analysis 
for  junior  student*  will  now  be  resumed,  and  applica- 
tions are  invited  for  portions  of  a  mixture  of  not  more  than 
three  salts,  comprising  acids  and  inorganic  bases  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  Students'  applications  for  portions 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  marked 
"Corner  for  Students")  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
September  27,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  Septem- 
ber 28.  The  mixture  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough 
systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  de- 
tected, and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected 
are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture.  Students'  reports 
will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  October  8.  Each  should 
give  a  concise  account  of  the  work  done,  and  should  include 
a  list  of  the  constituents  detected,  any  substance  regarded 
as  an  accidental  impurity  being  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  prizes  for  the  analysis  will  be  awarded  only  to  appren- 
tices or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the  Qualifying 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested  on  their  reports. 
Others  may  obtain  specimens  of  the  mixture  of  salts,  and 
their  reports  will  be  separately  adjudicated,  but  they  will 
be  regarded  as  hors  concours.  Correspondents  who  do  not 
state  that  they  are  preparing  for  a  qualifying  examination 
will  be  included  in  the  latter  list.

Brevities. 

The  Warwick  Town  Council  have  renewed  the  licences 
granted  last  year  to  Mr.  Marsh  and  Messrs.  Hinton. 

Messrs.  Grimble  &  Kent,  chemists,  High  Street  and 
Bridge  Street,  Boston,  have  remodelled  the  interior  of 
their  pharmacy. 

Several  thousand  sets  of  artificial  teeth  have  been  stolen 
from  the  premises  of  the  Invicta  Teeth  Manufacturing  Co., 
Old  Charlton,  Kent. 

A  portrait  in  oils  of  Sir  Jesse  Boot,  a  generous  con- 
tributor towards  the  building  fund,  was  unveiled  at  the 
opening  ceremony  at  the  new  Wesleyan  Institute,  Notting- 
ham, on  September  15. 

Mr.  Wm.  H.  Simmons,  B.Sc.  (Lond.),  F.C.S.,  has  been 
appointed  Lecturer  on  Soap-making  at  the  Battersea  Poly- 
technic. The  classes  will  start  on  Friday,  October  7,  at 
7.15  p.m.    Fee  for  the  lectures  and  laboratory  course,  10s. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Shawyer,  chemist  and  druggist,  12  Wood 
Street,  Swindon,  was  among  the  local  passive  resisters 
proceeded  against  last  week.  Mr.  Shawyer  paid  the  edu- 
cational portion  of  the  poor  rate,  Is.,  under  protest. 

The  Berwick-on-Tweed  Guardians  have  decided  to  pro- 
vide the  medicines  and  dressings  for  the  outdoor  poor, 
instead  of  these  being  supplied  by  the  medical  officers  as 
hitherto.  The  supplies  are  to  be  obtained  from  local 
chemists. 

The  Education  Committee  of  the  London  County  Council 
have  not  yet  issued  the  "  Health  Notes  "  against  the  in- 
sulting terms  of  which  opticians  so  strenuously  protest. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  commendable  inactivity  means 
that  the  reflections  on  the  optical  industry  will  be  omitted 
when  the  pamphlet  is  published. 

A  Chiswick  correspondent,  writing  to  a  morning  paper, 
says  : 

"  There  is  a  man  travelling  the  suburbs  with  samples  to 
cure  colds.  The  joke  is  that  when  you  open  the  packet  you 
find  that  it  contains  99  per  cent,  of  bran  and  1  per  cent,  of 
eucalyptus.  The  man  appears  to  be  forty-five  to  fifty,  and 
has  a  beard.    He  wears  a  tall  hat  and  carries  a  bag." 

Complete  courses  (evening  classes)  for  the  Minor  and 
Major  examinations  begin  at  the  South-Western  Poly- 
technic Institute,  Manresa  Road,  Chelsea,  London,  S.W., 
on  September  26.  The  inclusive  fee  for  the  complete  session 
is  25s.,  while  sessional  fees  for  single  subjects  are  from 
5s.  to  10s.  Mr.  H.  B.  Stevens,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  gives  in- 
struction in  the  pharmaceutical  subjects. 

Mr.  George  J.  Knight,  chemist  and  druggist,  452  Edgware 
Road,  London,  W.,  carried  his  protest  against  the  neglected 
state  of  the  road  in  front  of  his  premises  to  the  extent  of 
allowing  himself  to  be  summoned  for  his  rates  {C.  &  D., 
September  10,  p.  398).  The  Magistrate  at  the  Marylebone 
Police  Court  hoped  the  protest  would  have  its  effect,  but 
made  an  order  for  the  payment  of  the  rates  due. 

At  Newport  on  September  15  a  deputation  of  pharmacists 
representing  twenty-two  chemists  in  the  town  urged  the 
Watch  Committee  not  to  grant  a  poison-licence  to  Messrs. 
Keene  &  Pitts,  seedsmen  and  florists,  15  High  Street, 
Newport,  as  the  requirements  were  already  amply  met. 
It  was  contended  that  the  expense  of  training  as  pharma- 
cists ought  not  to  be  overlooked.  The  committee  decided 
to  refuse  the  application. 

The  Management  Committee  of  the  Portsmouth  Royal 
Hospital  have  decided  against  appointing  a  lady  dispenser 
(C.  &  D.,  July  23,  p.  102),  and  have  given  the  post  to 
Mr.  Burridge,  pharmacist,  Portsmouth,  who  has  been  acting 
as  iocum-tenens  for  several  months.  Three  male  candidates 
had  been  previously  selected  from  the  large  number  of 
applications.  The  appointment  is  a  six  days'  one,  but  the 
question  of  attendance  on  Sunday  morning  is  left  over  for 
further  discussion  by  the  committee. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Grocers,  Provision 
Dealers,  and  Oilmen's  Association,  held  at  the  Agricultural 
Hall  Islington,  London,  N.,  on  September  20,  the  Shops 
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(No.  2)  Bill  came  under  discussion,   and  a  resolution 

was  adopted  assuring  the  Government  ot  tne  Association  s 
sincere  wish  to  arrange  the  hours  of  labour  so  as  to  make 
everything  equitable  to  their  assistants  and  themselves,  but 
pointing  out  that  the  proposals  in  the  Bill  would  set  up 
restrictions  which,  in  the  present  conditions  of  modern 
trading,  would  be  difficult  to  observe.  The  resolution, 
therefore,  urged  that  the  Bill  should  be  referred  to  a 
Select  Committee. 

Cocaine,  Opium,  and  Morphine. 
The  British  Government  has  accepted  in  principle  the 
United  States  invitation  to  participate  in  a  conference  at 
The  Hague  in  1911  to  consider  the  regulation  of  the  traffic 
in  opium,  cocaine,  and  morphine.  The  British  Govern- 
ment accepts  the  suggestion  that  the  findings  of  the 
Shanghai  Conference  should  be  embodied  in  a  convention, 
but  stipulates  that  at  the  proposed  conference  the  Anglo- 
Chinese  Convention  in  regard  to  opium  shall  not  be  dis- 
cussed. The  British  reply  agrees  that  the  question  of  the 
traffic  in  cocaine  and  morphine  should  be  considered,  but 
suggests  that  before  the  conference  meets  the  Governments 
interested  should  investigate  the  manufacture  and  trade  in 
those  things  so  as  to  be  in  a  position  to  deal  effectively 
with  the  matter.  Great  Britain  agrees  to  lend  every  assist- 
ance to  the  investigators. 

Wild  Plants  in  London. 

A  vacant  site  in  the  City  of  London  which  has  been 
cleared  for  about  two  years  has  been  affording  a  gay  dis- 
play of  flowers  during  the  summer.  Some  twenty-eight 
species  of  flowering  plants  and  ferns  have  established 
themselves  on  the  plot,  which  is  in  Farringdon  Street. 
Mr.  J.  C.  Shenstone,  F.L.S.,  pharmacist,  who  is  preparing 
a  list  of  the  plants,  states  in  his  preliminary  report  : 

"  We  find  in  this  garden  not  only  gay  flowers,  but  the 
commencement  of  a  fernery,  some  fine  plants  of  bracken 
having  established  themselves.  There  is  no  more  difficult 
fern  to  transplant  than  the  bracken,  yet  here  it  has  esta- 
blished itself  in  a  very  short  space  of  timw  in  the  very  heart 
of  a  great  city,  thus  providing  a  problem  for  nature-students 
to  solve." 

Among  other  plants  to  be  seen  on  the  site  are  young  fig- 
trees,  healthy  parsley-plants,  herbs,  Dutch  clover,  sweet 
melilot,  and  annual  meadow-grass.  Mr.  Shenstone's 
complete  report  is  to  appear  in  the  journal  of  the  Selborne 
Society. 

Sale  of  Food  arid  Drugs  Acts 

During  1909  twenty-seven  drug-6amples  were  taken  for 
analysis  in  Hull,  and  none  of  them  was  reported  against. 

All  of  the  seven  drug-samples  taken  for  analysis  in  South- 
ampton last  quarter  were  in  accordance  with  the  B.P. 
requirements,  except  one  sample  of  camphorated  oil  contain- 
ing ah  excess  of  camphor. 

The  East  Biding  of  Yorkshire  analyst  reported  upon 
twenty-seven  drug-samples  last  year.  Of  these  the  only 
paregoric  sample  taken  was  11.3  per  cent,  deficient  in 
alcohol,  while  three  out  of  thirteen  sanmlee  of  camphorated 
oil  showed  a  shortage  of  1.7  to  18.6  per  cent,  of  camphor. 

The  Portsmouth  analyst  (Mr.  F.  W.  F.  Arnaud,  F.I.C.) 
examined  113  samples  of  drugs  last  year.  Of  twenty-two 
samples  of  camphorated  oil  two  were  deficient  in  camphor 
and  two  out  of  ten  samples  of  cream  of  tartar  contained  6  to 
7  per  cent,  of  calcium  sulphate.  Of  four  mace  samples  two 
were  false  mace  and  the  vendor  was  cautioned.  A  sample  of 
cinchona  extract  proved  to  be  deficient  in  alkaloidal  content 
and  to  contain  "  heavy  traces  of  iron."  It  was  returned  as 
of  inferior  quality.  All  the  other  drug  samples  were 
genuine. 

Clapham  Chemist's  Charity. 
Mr.  Edward  Baker,  The  Cedars,  Clapham  Common,  manu- 
facturing chemist,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Hutton,  Essex, 
who  died  on  November  13,  1880,  left  inter  alia,  subject  to 
the  interest  of  his  wife  (now  deceased),  the  sum  of  10.000?. 
in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Association  of 
Clapham  (C.  &  D.,  March  19,  p.  426).  After  a  lapse  of 
three  years  the  trustees  have  (out  of  160  applicants,  who 
had  to  fill  up  elaborate  forms  and  supply  marriage  and 
medical  certificates)  selected  nine  pensioners  to  receive  20/. 
each,  and  six  to  receive  13Z.  each  per  annum,  in  each  case 
for  three  years.  They  have  decided  to  pay  26?.  a  year  for 
a  like  term  to  the  Hibbert  Almshouses,  Wandsworth  Road. 


The  testator,  who  was  a  staunch  Protestant,  left  the  parish 
church  and  struck  off  the  Rector's  name  as  trustee  under 
his  will  when  he  considered  that  the  Rector  had  developed 
ritualistic  tendencies. 

School-children's  Vision. 
The  Hertfordshire  medical  officer  (Dr.  F.  E.  Fremantle) 
states  in  his  annual  report  that  12.8  per  cent,  of  the  children 
inspected  in  selected  districts  were  found  suffering  from 
defective  vision,  and  that  the  County  Council  should  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  adding  to  the  parental  provision 
in  order  to  secure  a  true  correction  of  defective  vision. 
A  cursory  visual  test  at  the  school  inspection  is  not  suffi- 
cient, nor  should  the  matter  be  left  in  the  hands  of  an 
optician.  It  might  be  possible  to  find  medical  men  of  suit- 
able experience  in  the  larger  towns  in  the  county,  but  if 
this  was  impossible  an  arrangement  might  be  made  with  a 
London  oculist  to  attend  at  certain  schools  at  a  fee  of  about 
3?.  3s.  for  each  attendance.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Council 
pay  this  fee  and  that  the  child's  parents  provide  glasses.

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Sale  of  Chemists'  Stock. 
Last  week  the  stock  of  Messrs.  Floyd,  Ltd.,  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds,  and  other  estates,  was  offered  for  sale  in  a 
London  sale-room.  A  fair  company  attended,  composed 
principally  of  dealers,  although  some  chemists  were  in 
evidence,  one  of  whom  stated  that  he  had  come  purposely 
from  the  North  of  England  to  attend  the  sale,  and  at  the 
end  he  seemed  well  satisfied  with  his  purchases,  which 
amounted  to  over  751.  The  prices  obtained  were  well  up 
to  the  standard  for  chemists'  goods  when  sold  under  the 
hammer.  One  of  the  conditions  of  sale  was  that 
poisons  would  only  be  sold  to  qualified  buyers.  The 
following  are  specimens  of  the  prices  obtained  : 

Sis  Winchesters  of  castor  oil  fetched  10s.,  and  a  part  barrel 
of  hypo.,  two  bed-pans,  two  tins  of  drugs  with  contents,  two 
reams  of  paper,  and  six  packets  of  drugs  were  knocked  down 
at  the  same  figure  ;  a  part  cask  of  milk  of  sulphur  was  sold 
for  4s.,  while  twenty -five  Winchesters,  mostly  tinctures, 
fetched  10s.  A  box  containing  essential  oils  was  bought  by  a 
London  pharmacist  for  13s.,  among  which  he  found  a  1-lb. 
unopened  bottle  of  ol.  santal  flav.  ang.  A  10-gal.  drum  of 
carbolic  acid  fetched  6s.  The  shop  scales  and  dispensing- 
balance  hung  fire,  and  it  was  with  difficulty  the  auctioneer 
secured  a  purchaser.  A  lot  comprising  three  pill-machines 
shared  the  same  fate,  but  eventually  found  a  buyer  at  3s. 

Allusion  was  made  in  these  columns  a  few  weeks  ago  to  a 
prescription-desk,  an  article  rarely  seen  :'.n  the  pharmacy 
of  to-day.  A  well-known  London  pharmacist  discovered 
one  in  good  condition  amongst  Messrs.  Floyd's  effects,  and 
was  fortunate  in  securing  it  at  his  own  price. 

Midland  Notes. 

Dr.  Bernard  Henry  Spilsbury,  pathologist  at  St.  Mary's 
Hospital,  who  has  given  evidence  for  the  prosecution  in 
the  Crippen  case,  is  the  son  of  Mr.  James  Spilsbury,  Ph.C, 
F.I.C.,  of  Moseley,  who  was  for  some  years  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Blackwell,  Hayes  &  Co.,  wholesale 
chemists,  Moor  Street,  Birmingham.  The  latter  formerly 
had  a  high-class  dispensing  business  at  Leamington  Spa, 
and  was  for  some  time  with  Messrs.  James  Woolley,  Sons 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  Manchester. 

Colonel  W.  F.  Wyley  has  been  invited  to  accept  the 
Mayoralty  of  Coventry,  a  position  which  his  father,  Mr. 
Francis  Wyley,  held  in  1860.  Colonel  Wyley  served  on 
the  City  Council  from  1879  to  1888,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  County  Council  for  six  vears.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Warwickshire  Territorial  Force  Association  and  a 
former  commandant  of  the  ?nd  Battalion  B.nyil  Warwick- 
shire Regiment.  Colonel  Wyley  has  decided  to  accept, 
provided  the  invitation  is  unanimous. 

What  is  a  Noxious  Drug  ? 

At  Fareham  on  September  17,  Mr.  William  Octavius 
Smith,  chemist,  of  West  Street,  Fareham,  surrendered  to  his 
bail  further  to  answer  the  charge  of  selling  noxious  drugs  for 
an  improper  purpose  (see  C.  &  D.,  September  3.  p.  385). 
At  the  last  hearing  the  Court  were  equally  divided,  and  it 
had  been  decided  to  rehear  the  charge  before  a  fresh  set 
of  magistrates.  In  the  meantime  (C .  <fc  D. ,  September  17, 
p.  430),  the  Public  Prosecutor  has  intimated  that  he  did 
not  intend  to  proceed  with  the  case.  Mr.  James  Barnes, 
appearing  for  the  defence,  formally  applied  for  the  dis- 
charge of  his  client,  and  in  doing  so  said  that  as  Mr. 
Smith  would  not  now  have  the  opportunity  of  replying  to 
the  charge,  he  (Mr.  Barnes)  desired  to  state,  most  emphatic- 
ally, that  his  client  denied  most  strongly  any  criminal 
intent  in  supplying  the  drugs  referred  to,  and  had  intended 
to  bring  as  a  witness  Dr.  F.  J.  Smith,  editor  of  "  Taylor's 
Medical  Jurisprudence,"  to  prove  that  such  drugs  as  he 
had  supplied  are  perfectly  harmless.  The  defendant  was 
then  formally  discharged.  Mr.  Barnes  then  applied  for 
a  remission  of  the  costs  of  a  previous  adjournment  of  the 
case,  which  had  been  granted,  on  the  application  of  the 
defendant,  only  on  condition  that  defendant  should  pay 
the  costs  of  that  day,  but  the  Magistrates  declined  to 
accede  to  that  application. 

The  Crippen  Case. 

At  the  resumed  hearing  of  the  murder  charge  against 
H.  H.  Crippen  at  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on 
September  16,  Dr.  W.  H.  Willeox,  senior  analyst  to  the 
Home  Office,  gave  evidence-in  regard  to  his  discovery  of 


hyoscine  in  the  human  remains  that  were  found  buried  at 
prisoner's  house.  (See  C.  &  D.,  September  10,  p.  399, 
and  September  17,  p.  431.)  Dr.  Willeox  said  he  had 
carefully  examined  the  viscera,  two  specimens  of  sanitary 
fluid,  carbolic  powder,  and  the  different  specimens  of  soil 
and  lime.  He  submitted  the  viscera  to  tests  for  various 
mineral  poisons,  and  to  special  tests  for  hydrocyanic  acid, 
arsenic,  antimony,  and  other  poisons,  with  negative  results, 
except  that  he  found  traces  of  arsenic  and  cresol.  He 
found  an  alkaloid  present  in  the  stomach,  kidneys,  liver, 
and  intestines.  This  alkaloid  he  found  to  be  one  of  the 
mydriatic  group,  and  then  by  special  tests  he  identified 
it  as  hyoscine.  Dr.  Willeox  described  the  bromine-test  and 
the  differences  in  the  gold  salts  produced  on  adding  gold 
chloride.  Small  brown  crystals  are  given  in  the  case  of 
atropine  and  hyoscyamine,  but  with  hyoscine  small  brown 
spheres  are  produced.  He  found  approximately  ^  grain 
of  hyoscine  in  the  stomach,  ^  grain  in  the  kidney, 
\  grain  in  the  intestines,  T\  grain  in  the  liver,  and 
a  very  minute  amount  in  the  lungs.  He  found  traces  of 
cresol  in  the  stomach  and  kidney,  but  no  arsenic,  while 
in  the  liver  there  were  traces  of  cresol  and  arsenic,  and  in 
the  intestines  there  was  grain  of  arsenic.  Witness 
went  on  to  state  that  the  samples  of  sanitary  fluid  con- 
sisted of  cresol  or  carbolic  acid,  but  he  found  in  these  no 
trace  of  alkaloid.  The  carbolic  powder  contained  a  rela- 
tively large  amount  of  arsenic,  something  like  0.05  per 
cent.  The  suggestion  that  the  mortuary -keeper  had' 
sprinkled  the  remains  with  the  powder  and  fluid  would 
account  for  the  cresol  and  arsenic  that  he  detected.  Dr. 
Willeox  then  explained  that  hyoscine,  not  being  a  crystal- 
line body,  is  used  in  the  form  of  the  hydrobromide  ;  the 
total  amount  he  found  in  the  remains  would  be  equivalent 
to '  -J  grain  of  hyoscine  hydrobromide.  Then,  after 
giving  the  medicinal  effects  and  posology  of  the  alkaloid, 
witness  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  cause  of  death  was 
poisoning  by  hyoscine.  The  cross-examination  was 
directed  to  showing  that  the  tests  for  hyoscine  are  un- 
trustworthy unless  they  are  supported  by  other  evidence, 
such  as  the  presence  of  portions  of  the  leaves  and  seeds 
of  henbane,  which  yields  the  alkaloid.  It  was  also  sought 
to  show  that  the  alkaloidal  bodies  produced  during  the 
process  of  putrefaction  might  resemble  atropine  and 
hyoscine ;  but  Dr.  Willeox  said  he  did  not  know  of  any 
decomposition  products  with  the  same  characters,  nor  had 
he  ever  met  a  chemist  who  had  discovered  such  bodies, 
although  he  had  read  about  the  matter  in  an  American 
text-book.  He  did  not  take  the  melting-point  of  the  alka- 
loid he  found  on  account  of  the  smallness  of  the  quantity. 
Later  on  in  the  day  Mr.  Harold  Kirby,  assistant  to  Messrs. 
Lewis  &  Burrows,  Ltd.,  produced  a  list  of  drugs  which 
Crippen  had  purchased  at  the  company's  Oxford  Street 
shop  between  February  and  December  1909.  The  drugs 
included  a  considerable  quantity  of  cocaine,  which  is  em- 
ployed in  dentistry.  At  the  hearing  on  September  21,  Miss 
M.  L.  Curnow,  manageress  of  Munyon's  business  in  London, 
stated  that  Crippen  did  not  buy  poisons  for  the  purposes, 
of  that  business,  but  for  his  private  practice. 

The  Misuse  of  Diugs. 
A  Leeds  surgeon  (Mr.  H.  Waite),  in  writing  to  the  City 
Coroner  re  the  increases  in  suicides  locally  (fifty-two  cases 
having  occurred  already  this  year,  against  forty-two  last 
year) ,  desires  to  call  his  attention  to  the  facilities  for  doing 
away  with  oneself,  and  the  pictorial  suggestions  as  to  how 
to  do  so  by  illustrated  papers  of  a  certain  class.  The  letter 
continues  : 

"  In  regard  to  poisons  and  the  drug-habit,  it  is  my  firm  con- 
viction that  many  of  the  numerous  deaths  you  investigate 
from  heart-failure  and  syncope,  etc.,  are  due  to  the  reckless 
and  ignorant  use  of  neuralgia,  headache,  and  pain  cures, 
sleeping-powders  like  sulphonal,  and  the  unguided  use  of  the 
many  synthetical  remedies,  the  action  of  which  is,  even  by 
medical  men,  little  understood.  Chlorodyne,  containing  foor 
deadly  poisons,  is  sold  without  reserve,  and  to  my  knowledge 
given  on  sugar  to  children,  and  used  as  composition  essence, 
and  the  drug-habit  acquired.  The  convenience  and  cheapness 
of  the  tablets  of  all  kinds,  and  for  all  possible  and  impossib/e 
purposes,  has  naturally  bred  a  contempt  for  their  powers, 
and  people  are  daily  courting  collapse  and  sudden  death  by 
taking  doses  of  antipyrin,  antifebrin,  and  trional  that  were 
never  dreamt  of  by  the  makers,  and  never  prescribed  by  any 
sane  medical  man." 
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In  a  postscript  it  is  added  that  the  modern  newspaper 
with  its  full  and  elaborate  report  on  the  use  and  misuse  of 
poison  (e.g.,  hyoscine  in  the  Crippen  case)  is  responsible 
for  educating  a  section  of  the  public  in  matters  purely  pro- 
fessional and  potentially  criminal. 

Under  the  pseudonym  "Piper  Nigrum"  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  "who  has  had  fourteen  years'  experience 
in  compounding  and  selling  medicines,'"  writes  to  the 
"  Yorkshire  Post  "  of  September  17  stating  that  chloro- 
dyne,  as  generally  prepared,  does  not  contain  more  than 
two  poisons,  and  that  these  are  not  present  in  sufficient 
proportion  to  justify  the  use  of  the  word  "  deadly." 

Dr.  Waite,  in  his  reply  to  "Piper  Nigrum,"  reasserts 
that  chlorodyne  contains  four  deadly  poisons — morphia, 
chloroform,  Indian  hemp,  and  prussic  acid — not,  of  course, 
in  poisonous  doses  if  taken  as  ordered — and  that  he  has 
met  with  many  cases  of  the  chlorodyne-habit. 

A  representative  of  the  "  Birmingham  Daily  Pest,"  who 
interviewed  the  local  Coroner  on  the  subject,  was  assured 
that  there  is  not  an  epidemic  of  self-destruction  in  Birming- 
ham. The  average  number  of  suicides  in  that  city  is  about 
fifty  per  annum,  and  last  year  there  were  forty-one  suicides, 
and  in  the  first  half  of  the  present  year  twTenty-seven.  The 
Coroner  (Mr.  Bradley)  "  denied  also  that  there  was  any 
great  prevalence  of  the  '  drug-habit  '  in  Birmingham.  He 
pointed  out  that  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  for 
people  to  obtain  poisonous  drugs,  not  only  because  of  the 
stringency  of  the  law  regarding  the  sale  of  poisons,  but 
also  because  of  the  precautions  taken  by  the  chemists  and 
druggists  very  often  against  their  own  interests. " 

Fires. 

A  porter  employed  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Clayton,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Market  Street,  Ellesmere,  Salop,  lit  a  piece 
of  paper  while  filling  a  drum  of  turpentine  from  a  cask  in 
the  warehouse,  with  the  result  that  the  turpentine  became 
ignited.  The  flames  were  subdued  before  serious  damage 
had  been  done. 

An  alarming  fire  occurred  at  the  drug-mills  of  Messrs. 
Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd.,  in  Fairclough  Street,  Whitechapel, 
London,  E.,  on  September  17.  The  two-storey  building 
was  fully  involved  when  the  fire  was  discovered  about 
5  a.m.,  and  in  response  to  a  district  call  eleven  steamers 
and  about  a  hundred  firemen  were  soon  on  the  scene.  The 
jire-brigade  turned  their  attention  to  saving  the  lozenge 
department  and  adjoining  buildings,  and  the  fire,  which 
was  fierce  while  it  lasted,  was  extinguished  in  an  hour. 
The  whole  of  the  grinding  machinery  and  disintegrating 
mills  were  destroyed,  the  damage  being  estimated  at  2,000?. 
to  3,000/.  The  cause  of  the  outbreak  is  unknown.  Messrs. 
Potter  &  Clarke  inform  us  that  the  fire  will  make  little  or 
no  difference  to  their  business,  arrangements  having  been 
made  to  avoid  any  delay  in  executing  orders  for  powdered 
drugs.  The  packing-department  and  drug-warehouses  are 
in  other  establishments. 

Ia  the  Courts. 

At  Faringdon,  Berks,  on  September  6,  Messrs.  Robbins, 
Lane  &  Pinegar,  Ltd.,  of  Pewsey,  Wilts,  were  fined  3/., 
and  costs,  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act, 
for  invoicing  an  article  sold  as  containing  3  per  cent,  of 
nitrogen,  whereas  the  real  percentage  was  only  2.29  per 
cent. 

At  the  Thames  Police  Court,  Rachel  Soknovsky  (32)  was 
bound  over  to  come  up  for  judgment  if  called  on,  for  making 
an  exciseable  article  in  an  unentered  place.  Mr.  Fitzroy, 
for  the  prosecution,  said  that  accused  was  "  unmethy lat- 
in g  "  spirit  in  order  to  make  it  palatable  by  adding  fruit. 
Defendant's  excuse  that  she  was  using  the  preparation,  by 
advice,  for  an  ailment,  was  characterised  as  absurd. 

At  Margate  County  Court  on  September  15,  Reginald 
Charles  Bird,  errand-boy,  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  D.  T. 
Evans,  chemist  and  druggist.  High  Street,  Margate,  sued 
a  local  resident  for  5/.  5s.  damages  for  injuries  sustained 
through  being  bitten  by  defendant's  dog  while  delivering 
some  medicine  at  his  residence.  Judge  Shortt  considered 
that  21.  2  s.  would  be  ample  compensation,  and  accordingly 
gave  judgment  for  that  sum. 

At  the  monthly  sitting  of  the  Blaenau  Festiniog  County 
Court,  Judge  William  Evans  directed  that  sums  of  200/. 


and  100/.,  bequeathed  to  Mr.  Daniel  John  Jones,  chemist, 
Penygroes,  Carnarvon,  and  his  sister,  Margaret  Jones,  be 
paid  out  to  the  two  petitioners,  less  30/.  costs  of  the 
trustees,  and  plus  court  fees.  The  petition  of  Mr.  Jones 
and  his  sister  arose  out  of  some  doubt  as  to  the  construc- 
tion of  their  uncle's  will. 

At  Sleaford  Police  Court  on  September  13,  Thomas 
Muxlow  Thorpe  (27)  was  remanded  under  medical  super- 
vision on  a  charge  of  using  threatening  language  to  his 
parents  at  Ewerby  on  September  8.  Mr.  Piper,  for  the 
parents,  explained  that  some  years  ago,  after  studying 
hard  for  his  pharmaceutical  examinations,  accused's  brain 
gave  way  and  he  became  an  inmate  of  an  asylum.  He 
escaped  from  thence  more  than  once,  and  after  the  last 
occasion,  about  four  years  ago,  he  remained  with  his 
parents  at  Ewerby.  He  had  frequently  threatened  them 
with  violence,  and  on  the  Thursday  in  question  his  conduct 
was  so  bad  that  his  parents  had  to  leave  the  house.  Accused 
said  he  did  not  understand  anything  about  the  matter. 

Four  men — James  Griffith  (56),  commission  agent ;  Fredk. 
Matthews  (42),  bricklayer;  Thos.  Davidson  (39),  mat- 
maker;  and  Thos.  Mead  (38), ,  general  dealer — have  been 
arrested  for  the  theft  of  half  a  ton  of  saccharin  from  the 
bonded  warehouse  of  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd. 
[C.  <L<  D.,  September  17,  p.  431).  The  police  were 
informed  that  some  saccharin  had  been  offered  for  sale, 
and  watch  was  kept  in  the  vicinity  of  Dalston  Junction. 
In  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  of  September  19  they 
followed  a  covered  van  to  a  warehouse  in  Lenthall  Road, 
where  five  casks  (subsequently  found  to  contain  saccharin) 
were  unloaded.  The  men  were  arrested  after  a  struggle. 
After  further  inquiry  the  remaining  five  casks  were  dis- 
covered in  a  shed  at  Plaistow.  The  whole  of  the  stolen 
saccharin  has  thus  been  recovered.  The  saccharin  was 
subsequently  identified  by  Dr.  F.  W.  Passmore,  a  director 
of  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.  At  the  Tower  Bridge 
Police  Court,  on  September  20,  the  prisoners  were  brought 
before  Mr.  Rose,  who  remanded  them  in  custody.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

There  are  ten  candidates  for  the  seven  vacancies  in  the 
Council— viz.,  Messrs.  David  M.  Watson,  James  Tate, 
John  Smith,  Richard  Blair,  Henry  V.  Goldon,  Chas.  J.  B. 
Dunlop,  L.R.C.P.  &  S.I.,  Joseph  Henry  Bowden, 
Patrick  J.  Fielding,  Michael  John  Foley,  and  Arthur  John 
Cahill.  The  last  three  are  new'  candidates.  Voting-papers 
have  been  issued,  and  must  be  returned  to  the  Registrar  by 
October  3. 

"Warble-flies. 

The  investigations  into  the  warble-fly  pest,  conducted  by 
the  Irish  Department  of  Agriculture,  have  not  yet  led  to  a 
definite  result  as  to  the  means  by  which  the  eggs  are  de- 
posited in  the  hides  of  cattle.  The  only  thing  that  is  clear 
is  that  the  backs  of  cattle  are  the  hatching  ground,  and  that 
if  the  access  of  the  fly  could  be  prevented  or  the  maggots 
destroyed  before  they  escape  from  the  hatcheries  m  the 
spring  the  plague  would  soon  be  eradicated.  The  Irish 
authorities  have  proved  that  one  effective  remedy  is  to 
destroy  the  insects  at  the  proper  time.  From  February  till 
May  maggots  mature  on  the  backs  of  cattle,  and  it  is  then 
that  they  should  be  attacked.  The  plan  of  squeezing  out 
and  crushing  them  as  they  ripen  is  most  effective,  but  they 
can  also  be  destroyed  by  the  use  of  smears  in  closing  up  the 
passages  through  which  the  necessary  ventilation  is  obtained. 
For  the  latter  purpose  theDepartment  recommend  a  mixture 
of  Archangel  tar  and  paraffin  oil  in  equal  proportions.

The  opening  meeting  of  the  winter  session  of  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  will  take 
place  on  October  12  at  the  Society's  rooms,  Waring  Street, 
Belfast. 

At  West  Belfast  Revision  Court  the  names  of  Johnston 
Montgomery  and  John  Montgomery,  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  147  Royal  Avenue,  were  objected  to.  The  Re- 
vising Barrister  allowed  the  cases  to  stand  over  until  the 
attendance  of  the  two  gentlemen. 

William  Clifford,  an  employe  of  Messrs.  Cambridge  & 
Co.,  druggists,  Carrickfergus,  was  shot  in  the  arm  while 
at  work  in  the  stores.  Two  gunners  in  the  Antrim  Royal 
Garrison  Artillery  were  subsequently  arrested  on  a  charge 
of  wounding  Clifford  and  remanded  for  eight  days.  The 
men  state  that  the  occurrence  was  accidental. 

After  sentencing  a  man  at  Enniskillen  last  week  for 
drunkenness,  Mr.  P.  Crumley,  J.P.,  said  that  the  drink- 
ing of  methylated  spirit  has  become  fairly  common. 
Sergeant  Conway  said  he  had  made  inquiries  with  refer- 
ence to  the  matter,  and  the  chemists  and  druggists  in  the 
town  assured  him  that  th*>v  never  sold  methylated  spirit 
to  persons  likely  to  drink  it. 

In  July  last  Mr.  J.  Mockler,  an  apothecary's  assistant, 
made  an  application  to  the  High  Court  of  Justice  in 
Ireland  for  a  mandamus  to  compel  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  to  accept  his  certificates  of  apprentice- 
shin  to  an  apothecary  as  sufficient  for  the  Licence  exami- 
nation of  the  defendant  Society,  which  the  Council  had  un 
to  then  refused  to  recognise.  The  application  was  granted, 
and  as  the  result  of  the  action  taken  the  mandamus  was 
made  absolute,  the  Society  agreeing  to  pay  all  costs  on 
condition  that  the  plaintiff  undertook  not  to  proceed  for 
the  delay  on  his  being  admitted  to  the  examination.

Aberdeen  and  tbo  North. 

The  firm  of  Messrs.  Henry  &  McMurtrie,  chemists  and 
druggists,  Macduff  and  Gardenstown.  has  been  dissolved  as 
from  February  1  of  mutual  consent  by  the  retiral  of  Mrs. 
Isabella  Hay  Henry.  The  business  will  be  continued  under 
the  same  style  by  Mr.  John  McMurtrie,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, who  will  discharge  the  liabilities. 

Elgin  chemists  have  agreed  to  close  their  pharmacies  on 
and  after  October  1  at  8  p.m.  every  evening  except  Saturday, 
when  the  closing  hour  will  be  10  p.m.  Their  premises  will 
be  closed  on  Wednesday  afternoon  from  2  till  6  o'clock, 
and  on  Sundays  the  opening  hours  will  be  only  from  the 
close  of  the  morning  Church  service  until  1.30  p.m.,  and  from 
7  to  S  p.m. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Aberdeen  Branch  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  on  September  16,  it  was  unanimously 
decided  to  hold  to  their  former  decision  re  their  recom- 
mendation that  no  medical  practitioner  should  apply  for 
the  appointment  of  a  visiting  medical  officer  at  the  Oldmill 
poorhouse  at  a  salary  less  than  1501.  per  annum  (C.  <t  D., 
September  17,  p.  432). 

Edinburgh  and  District. 

Photographic  materials  have  sold  much  better  in  Edin- 
burgh and  district  during  this  year  than  last,  although  it 
is  apparent  that  the  hobby,  judging  from  the  compara- 
tively small  number  of  cameras  purchased,  is  not  attract- 
ing many  new  recruits. 

Dispensing  business  has  been  slow  in  some  districts  for 
a  long  time  now.  "  '  My  precipitous  city,'  Stevenson — the 
novelist,  not  the  pharmacist — used  to  call  this  place," 
grumbled  a  local  chemist  the  other  day ;  "  but  at  this  rate 
some  of  us  may  soon  be  compelled  to  refer  to  Edinburgh 
as  '  our  prescriptionless  city. '  ' ' 

The  late  Mr.  W.  Thompson  Brown,  of  California,  has 
bequeathed  five-twelfths  of  his  estate  to  establish  a  free 
dental  parlour  in  his  native  town,  Musselburgh,  "  where 
the  poor  inhabitants  shall  receive  free  of  charge  skilful 
dental  services  and  treatment."  Some  10,OOOZ.  will  thus 
come  to  the  town  to  be  administered  in  perpetuity  when  a 
life  rent  ceases. 

Glasgow. 

Mr.  Peebles,  pharmacist,  who  was  chief  dispenser  in  the 
Union  Street  branch  of  Messrs.  Cockburn  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
chemists,  Glasgow,  has  been  promoted  to  the  managership 
of  their  Bridgeton  Branch. 

In  Glasgow  County  Buildings,  on  September  21,  Robert 
Wilson,  chemist,  353  Garscube  Road,  was  fined  41.  for 
having,  on  July  27,  fabricated  a  certificate  in  the  form 
prescribed  for  cases  of  successful  vaccination  to  the  effect 
that  a  person  named  Peter  Allan,  M.D.,  had  vaccinated 
a  six-months'-old  child,  and  uttered  the  certificate  to  the 
Registrar  of  Births  for  the  Blythswood  District  of 
Glasgow.  Sheriff  Gloag  described  the  offence  as  a  serious 
one. 

There  is  at  present  being  held  in  the  St.  Andrew's  Halls, 
Glasgow,  an  Ideal  Home  Exhibition.  Eucryl,  Ltd.,  have 
a  stand  which  is  very  nicely  arranged.  Nestle's  Food  is 
also  well  advertised,  and  one  of  the  prettiest  stands  is 
that  with  McLinton's  Soap.  This  latter  is  a  model  of  art, 
and  arrests  the  attention  of  all  passers-by.  There  is  a 
section  dealing  with  disease-germs  which  should  prove  of 
great  interest  to  pharmacists.  The  Countess  of  Aberdeen 
has  a  special  exhibit  dealing  with  the  prevention  of  tuber- 
culosis. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


M.  Henri  Flour,  of  Rouen,  has  been  presented  with  a 
bronze  statuette  by  his  fellow-pharmacists  as  a  token  of 
services  rendered  to  the  trade  during  the  last  ten  years  in 
connection  with  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Train  Accident. — The  brakes  failed  to  act  as  the  boat- 
train  from  Dieppe  ran  into  the  Gare  St.  Lazare  at  Paris 
on  September  18,  and  the  train  dashed  into  the  buffers 
at  the  end  of  the  platform,  twenty-eight  passengers  being 
severely  injured  or  shaken.  Among  those  who  had  a 
lucky  escape  was  Mr.  G.  B.  Grant,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Troon,  Ayrshire,  and  his  wife.  Mr.  Grant  sustained  a  cut 
over  the  eye,  and  Mrs.  Grant  was  much  bruised. 

Feeding-bottle  Legislation. — With  further  reference 
to  the  legislation  respecting  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  in 
and  importation  into  France  of  tube  feeding-bottles  (see 
C.  &  D.,  January  22,  p.  101),  a  recent  French  Customs 
circular  points  out  that  the  prohibition  applies  not  only 
to  the  complete  apparatus,  but  also  to  the  separate  parts 
(bottles,  stoppers,  rubber  or  glass  tubes,  teats  and  rings) 
of  which  they  are  constituted,  and  which  are  not  suitable 
for  any  other  purpose. 

Sale  of  Mineral  Waters. — The  Minister  of  Agriculture 
has  issued  a  circular  to  the  various  Prefects  regarding  the 
mineral- water  trade.    He  defines  "table-waters"  as  those 
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not  possessing  therapeutic  qualities,  those  having  medicinal 
qualities  being  classed  as  mineral  waters.  'He  points  out 
that  when  a  water  is  sold  as  "mineral"  water,  whether 
natural  or  artificial,  the  inspectors  should  assure  themselves 
that  ministerial  or  prefectoral  authorisation  for  its  sale 
has  been  granted.  The  inspection-tax  is  imposed  on 
mineral  waters  only  (not  on  table  waters)  by  all  makers  or 
agents  except  pharmacists,  no  matter  how  small  the 
quantity  made,  stocked,  or  sold. 

Apprenticeship. — The  Minister  of  Public  Instruction 
has  addressed  a  circular  to  the  Rectors  of  the  various 
Academies,  pointing  out  that  the  new  law  on  pharma- 
ceutical education  provides  that  apprenticeship  in  view  of 
obtaining  the  diploma  of  pharmacien  shall  only  be  per- 
mitted in  certain  pharmacies.  He  encloses  a  list  of  the 
districts  allotted  to  each  school ;  for  instance,  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  Seine,  Seine  and  Oise,  Seine  and  Maine,  and 
Eure  and  Loir  come  within  the  limit  of  the  Paris  Superior 
School,  while  Nancy  is  granted  the  Meurthe  and  Moselle, 
Meuse,  Vosges,  and  Haute-Marne.  The  Rector  is  re- 
quested to  confer  with  the  director  or  dean  of  the  school 
of  his  district  with  a  view  to  drawing  up  a  list  of  the 
pharmacies  which  may  receive  apprentices. 

The  Benefit  of  the  Doubt. — M.  Emile  Roux  has  found 
it  necessary  to  issue  a  circular  to  the  directors  of  schools 
of  pharmacy,  etc.,  pointing  out  the  spirit  in  which 
the  provisions  of  the  1905  (Food  and  Drugs  Adulteration) 
Act  should  be  applied.  He  points  out  that  the  simplest 
and  clearest  language  should  be  used  in  defining  the 
nature  of  a  product  submitted  for  analysis.  The  Prefect, 
to  whom  such  reports  are  transmitted,  is  an  official,  not  a 
scientist,  and  if  it  is  not  clearly  pointed  out  that  any 
defects  referred  to  are  possibly  due  to  other  causes  than 
to  deliberate  adulteration,  he  is  practically  obliged  to  hand 
the  matter  over  to  the  Courts  of  Justice.  Illustrations  are 
given  of  the  way  such  reports  should  be  drawn  up. 
"  Adulterated  :  the  composition  of  the  product  has  been 
modified  with  a  view  to  fraud,  although  its  external 
appearance  remains  unchanged."  "  Not  according  to  the 
Codex  of  1908."  Finally,  he  points  out  the  necessity  of 
giving  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  especially  in  cases  of 
products  which  spoil  rapidly  "if  the  defect  is  such  as 
might  accidentally  escape  the  attention  of  a  careful 
pharmacist." 


Australasian  News. 

Queensland. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Queensland  was  held  at  Brisbane  on  August  10.  The 
Business  Committee  reported  good  service  in  many 
directions.  In  Ipswich,  one  of  the  neighbouring 
towns,  the  local  pharmacists  were  on  the  eve  of  a  price- 
cutting  war  when  members  of  the  Business  Committee 
visited  them  and  brought  them  into  line.  At  Toowoomba, 
a  rather  more  distant  town,  similar  good  work  has  been 
done.  The  financial  statement  showed  that  the  Society 
its  in  a  better  position  than  it  has  ever  been.  The 
constitution  of  the  Society  is  now  such  that,  wherever 
three  members  reside  in  any  town  in  the  State,  they  are 
entitled  to  elect  a  local  secretary,  who  has  by  virtue  of  his 
office  a  seat  at  the  Council-table.— It  was  decided  that  a 
memorial  should  be  raised  to  the  late  Mr.  E.  C.  Blake,  the 
fruit  of  whose  work  is  now  being  realised  in  the  attitude 
adopted  by  the  new  University  towards  the  College  'of 
Pharmacy. — At  the  Council-meeting  following  the  annual 
meeting  the  officers  were  re-e  leeted— Mr.  J.  G.  Mackay 
as  President,  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  as  Secretary.  Mr.  Cowley 
indicated  that  the  work  of  the  College  was  sufficient  to 
take  up  the  whole  of  his  attention,  and  two  entirely 
different  trends  of  thought  were  required  for  the  double 
office.  He  thought  a  Secretary  should  be  appointed  to 
give  his  whole  time  to  the  work  of  the  Society  and  the 
Pharmacy  Board. 

South  Australia. 

Fraudulent  Pills. — On  August  4  two  men.  James 
Cook  and  Leslie  Abbott,  were  arrested  at  Adelaide  on  a 
charge  of  fraud  committed  in  Melbourne  on  July  15  and  at 
other  times  during  July.  The  warrant  was  for  obtaining 
a  cheque  for  131Z.  8s.  from  the  "Wholesale  and  Agency  Co., 


Ltd.,  by  false  pretences  in  regard  to  a  stock  of  pills  pur- 
porting to  be  Beecham's.  When  arrested  the  men  were 
selling  spurious  Beecham's  pills  at  lid.  a  box,  10s.  9c?.  per 
dozen  boxes.  In  their  kit-bag  at  the  South  Australian 
Hotel  were  found  seven  hundred  pill-boxes  marked 
"Beecham's  Pills,"  and  a  hundred  gross  of  labels  pur- 
porting to  be  those  of  Beecham's  pills.  Among  the 
grocers  defrauded  was  one  at  Collingwood,  who  bought 
over  200^.  worth. 

Tasmania. 

A  Food  and  Drugs  Bill,  introduced  into  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  by  Dr.  Butler,  is  based  on  the  New  South 
Wales  Pure  Food  Act — the  majority  of  the  clauses  are 
word  for  word.  This  i6  the  first  step  towards  bringing 
into  operation  the  standards  agreed  upon  by  the  Sydney 
Interstate  Conference.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is 
protesting  against  the  autocratic  power  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  chief  health  officer, 
no  check,  such  as  an  advisory  committee,  being  provided,  as 
in  the  New  South  Wales  Act.  The  definition  of  "drug," 
which  was  inclusive  enough  in  the  New  South  Wales  Act, 
is  made  still  more  inclusive.  "  Any  substance  or  mixture 
or  composition  of  substances  used  as  a  medicine  by  man" 
is  the  first  part  of  the  definition,  instead  of  simply 
"medicines  used  by  man."  Further,  this  is  made  to 
include  vaccines,  serums,  antitoxins,  narcotics,  anaes- 
thetics, deodorants,  cosmetics,  hair-dyes,  in  addition  to 
the  New  South  Wales  inclusion  of  soaps,  dusting-powders, 
essences,  and  unguents  U6ed  by  man,  and  disinfectants, 
germicides,  antiseptics,  and  preservatives.  The  Pharmacy 
Board  of  Tasmania  suggest*  the  addition  of  dentifrices, 
but  it  is  not  clear  why  the  Board  make  this  suggestion, 
as  it  will  mean  the  fixing  of  standards. 

Victoria. 

The  Industrial  Associations  Bill  has  been  intro- 
duced by  the  Attorney-General  into  the  Legislative  Council 
of  Victoria.  The  object  of  the  Bill  is  to  provide 
machinery  for  societies  which  do  not  wish  to  go  to  the 
expense  of  registering  under  the  Companies  Act,  but  still 
want  to  undertake  extensive  trading  operations — co-opera- 
tive societies,  in  fact,  as  ordinarily  understood.  As  the 
work  goes  beyond  the  general  scope  of  the  co-operative 
distributing  society,  it  is  thought  desirable  to  alter  the 
name. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia. — A  special 
meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on  August  17  to  consider 
correspondence  from  some  of  the  other  States  protesting 
against  the  misleading  title  of  the  Society.  The  attend- 
ance was  not  large.  The  reasons  why  "Australasia"  was 
assumed  as  part  of  the  title  in  1884  were  given  :  that  the 
Society  then  had  members  in  all  the  other  Colonies,  no 
other  'Pharmaceutical  Society  then  had  legal  status,  the 
College  of  Pharmacy  was  essentially  intercolonial,  and  the 
Society  desired  increased  power  to  promote  the  interests 
of  Australasian  pharmacists.  It  was  urged  that  for 
twenty  years  after  the  Society  had  been  registered  no 
protest  was  raised  against  the  use  of  the  name,  and  that 
now  the  only  official  protests  received  were  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Western  Australia.  As  reasons  for  a 
change  a  member  of  the  Council  mentioned  that  when 
Colonel  Wyley  visited  Australia  a  few  years  ago  he  was 
surprised  to  find  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Australasia  was  merely  a  Victorian  Society ;  that  the 
Society  had  on  its  roll  no  members  outside  Victoria  except 
a  few  honorary  retired  members,  Victorians  who  had  gone 
to  live  elsewhere ;  that  even  if  the  assumption  of  the 
name  were  justified  in  1884  it  is  not  justified  now,  when 
Societies  exist  in  all  the  States ;  that  the  Societies  are 
drawing  together,  and  an  obstacle  to  this  is  the  retention 
of  the  misleading  name.  A  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Western  Australia  said  that  an  ex-President  had 
been  refused  admission  to  the  Commonwealth  Defence 
Force  Medical  Reserve  because  he  was  not  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia  ;  but  the  Secretary 
explained  that  this  was  a  mistake — that  the  regulation 
provided  that  a  member  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Australasia  would  be  admitted. — The  vote  of  those  present 
was  decidedly  in  favour  of  retaining  the  name,  but  a  poll 
was  demanded  by  the  mover  of  the  resolution  to  that  effect. 
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South  African  News.

Cape  Colony. 

Pharmacy  Board  Meeting. — A  general  meeting  of  the 
Colonial  Pharmacy  Board  was  held  in  the  Board  Room, 
Cape  Town,  on  August  11.  There  were  present  Mr.  A. 
Walsh  (Chairman),  Messrs.  J.  A.  Mathew,  G.  Darroll, 
W.  K.  Mager,  J.  Parry,  G.  R.  Cleghorn,  and  Dr.  C.  F.  K. 
Murray.  The  report  of  the  delegates  to  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Conference  held  at  Johannesburg  on  June  6 
and  following  days  was  read  and  recorded.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Mager,  seconded  by  Mr.  Parry,  the  report 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  Secretary  was  adopted. 
Three  cases  of  alleged  contravention  of  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Act  were  dealt  with. — A  letter  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Cape  Colony  covering  the  following 
resolution  of  the  Society  was  read  : 

"  That  a  letter  be  drafted  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  calling 
their  attention  to  others  than  pharmacists  selling  poisons, 
and  asking  them  to  give  the  same  due  consideration  and  bring 
it  prominently  before  the  next  conference." 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  to  the  effect  that 
the  delegates  to  the  recent  conference  report  that  the 
matter  was  considered  at  the  conference,  and  that  they 
think  the  result  will  be  found  satisfactory. — An  applica- 
tion from  Mr.  F.  Henman  for  examination  was  accepted. 
The  balance-sheet  for  the  financial  year  1909-10  was  con- 
sidered, and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Mathew,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Cleghorn,  was  adopted. — The  delegates  to  the  Medical 
and  Pharmacy  Conference  then  explained  in  detail  the 
proceedings  of  the  adjourned  meeting  held  in  Johannes- 
burg and  the  terms  of  the  proposed  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Transvaal. 

Eucalyptus  Oil  Thefts. — Extensive  thefts  of  euca- 
lyptus oil  have  taken  place  from  Mr.  A.  Rennie's  dis- 
tillery at  Johannesburg.  The  culprits,  who  are  alleged 
to  have  obtained  the  oil  under  false  pretences,  have  been 
hawking  it  about  the  country. 

Smoking-concert. — The  Transvaal  Chemists'  Athletic 
Club  held  a  smoking-concert  at  the  Johannesburg  Club  on 
August  25.  Mr.  W.  B.  Marshall  presided  over  a  gather- 
ing of  about  fifty,  among  whom  were  Mr.  A.  Macdonald 
(President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  Messrs.  Chas. 
Keir,  J.  Mitchell,  A.  Rennie,  H.  M.  Hetherington,  P.  W. 
Drummond,  W.  T.  Keating,  I.  P.  Jones,  W.  J.  Smith, 
A.  Purnell,  and  H.  Wheildon.  During  the  evening  office- 
bearers were  elected  to  superintend  the  tennis  and  cricket- 
ing sections  of  the  club.  Splendid  talent  was  provided 
by  the  Irvine  Quartette  Party,  and  among  the  chemists 
who  rendered  vocal  assistance  were  Messrs.  F.  Baker, 
H.  Burrowes,  H.  Hetherington,  H.  Pearson,  and  J.  E. 
Levin. 

A  Chemist's  Appeal. — The  appeal  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Hannah,  chemist  and  druggist,  late  of  Natal,  and  now 
of  Amerspoort,  Transvaal,  who  was  fined  100?.,  or  five 
months'  imprisonment,  for  "practising"  as  a  doctor,  has 
been  dismissed.  Counsel  for  the  appellant  said  that  the 
accused  was  registered  as  a  qualified  chemist  in  Natal, 
but  not  in  the  Transvaal;  he  held  a  general  dealer's 
licence,  and  was  also  licensed  to  sell  poisons.  He  made 
up  medicines  known  as  "  Hannah's  remedies."  and  sold 
them  as  specifics  for  certain  diseases.  Counsel  contended 
that  his  position  was  on  all  fours  with  that  of  a  store- 
keeper who  sold  Dutch  medicines.  Further,  the  charge 
was  wrongly  framed,  inasmuch  as  the  accused  did  not 
hold  himself  out,  or  purport  to  act,  as  a  medical  prac- 
titioner, but  as  a  chemist.  Only  one  penalty  should  have 
been  inflicted;  the  offence  was  "practising,"  and  the 
five  counts  only  supplied  the  details  of  such  practising. 
The  statute  did  not  contemplate  that  an  accused  might 
be  fined  100/.,  or  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment, 
upon  each  of  any  number  of  counts.  In  giving  judgment, 
the  Judge  President  said  it  had  been  clearly  laid  down  in 
Green  v.  Rex  that  Section  39  dealt  with  two  offences,  one 
being  practising  as  a  medical  practitioner  and  the  other 
fche  doing  of  such  things  or  performing  such  acts  as 


specially  belonged  to  the  calling  of  a  medical  practi-, 
tioner.  Here  the  charge  alleged  that  the  accused  "did 
wrongfully  and  unlawfully  practise  and  perform  acts 
specially  belonged  to  the  calling  of  a  medical  practi- 
tioner." It  was  not  artistically  framed,  but,  in  his  Lord-1 
ship's  opinion,  "  practise,"  as  used  in  the  charge,  must  be 
read  as  meaning  "  do."  The  acts  set  out  in  the  charge  were 
clearly  such  as  specially  belonged  to  the  calling  of  a 
medical  practitioner — the  examination  of  patients, 
diagnosis,  and  prescribing  of  remedies.  Whether  or  not 
the  accused  might  also  have  been  charged  with  holding 
himself  out  as  a  chemist  was,  therefore,  immaterial. 
Having  regard  to  the  prices  charged  by  the  appellant,  it 
was  clear  that  they  included  a  charge  for  advice,  as  well 
as  the  price  of  the  medicine  supplied.  With  regard  to 
the  contention  that  the  acts  set  out  in  Count  4  were  also 
included  in  Count  3,  and  that  the  accused  should  there- 
fore not  have  been  convicted  in  regard  to  both  of  those 
counts,  that  appeared  to  be  so,  and  the  conviction  on 
Count  4  must  therefore  be  set  aside.  Having  regard  to 
the  fact  that  the  appellant  had  been  previously  convicted, 
the  Court  could  not  say  that  the  penalty  was  excessive. 
The  appeal  must  be  dismissed,  and  the  conviction  and 
sentence  confirmed,  except  in  regard  to  Count  4.  The 
Court  refused  an  application  for  suspension  of  the  sen- 
tence pending  an  application  to  the  Appellate  Division 
for  leave  to  appeal. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 

Field-pest  Destroyers. — The  Russian  Department  of 
Agriculture  will  during  1911  continue,  as  hitherto,  to 
assist  farmers  in  their  efforts  to  eradicate  field-pests  by  the 
importation,  free  of  duty,  from  abroad,  of  (1)  Schweinfurth 
green,  (2)  blue  copperas,  (3)  bird-lime,  and  (4)  bisulphide 
of  carbon  (used  in  the  trapping  of  marmots). 

Saccharin  in  Turkey. — The  prohibition  against  the 
import  of  saccharin  into  Turkey  which  was  removed  some 
time  ago  has  now  been  renewed  by  the  General  Customs 
Administration  in  Constantinople.  The  import  of  saccharin 
may  only  be  carried  on  in  the  names  of  certificated 
pharmacists  holding  a  permit  from  the  sanitary  authorities. 
No  quantity  exceeding  50  grams  may  be  imported  at  one 
time. 

German  Colonial  Congress. — At  the  third  German 
Colonial  Congress,  which  will  take  place  in  Berlin  early 
in  October,  Professor  Thorns,  of  Berlin,  will  read  a  paper 
on  "  The  Importance  of  the  Chemical  Analysis  of  Colonial 
Products  in  Order  to  Ascertain  their  Practical  Uses." 
Professor  Schiller  will  contribute  a  paper  on  tropical 
hygiene  and  Frau  Dr.  Lehr  one  on  the  work  of  the 
Red  Cross  in  the  German  colonies. 

A  Bismuth  Battery. — Mr.  Thomas  A.  Edison  believes 
he  has  solved  the  problem  of  a  practically  and  relatively 
cheap  storage  battery ;  and  to  make  it  a  complete  success 
he  is  dependent  upon  bismuth.  No  bismuth  of  consequence 
is  produced,  in  the  United  States.  In  the  Deep  Creek 
region  of  Utah  are  large  bodies  of  ore  which  carry  a  rela- 
tively large  percentage  of  bismuth,  and  Edison  is  negotiating 
for  a  supply  of  the  crude  ore.  It  is  stated  that  he  will 
require  at  the  start  about  12,000  lb.  of  bismuth  ore  a  month. 

Responsibility  of  the  Employer. — A  somewhat  peculiar 
step  by  the  authorities  is  exciting  some  comment  in  German 
pharmaceutical  circles.  An  inspection  of  a  pharmacy  was 
followed  by  the  assistant  receiving  a  punishment  order 
issued  by  the  Royal  Public  Prosecutor  to  the  effect  that 
"he,  while  on  duty  professionally,  did,  contrary  to  the 
regulations,  keep  made  up  an  infusion  of  ipecac.  1  : 10,  a- 
considerable  quantity  of  decoction  of  cinchona-bark,  as 
well  as  a  trituration  of  calomel  and  sugar  1+9.  For  this 
offence  a  fine  of  30m.  (30s.)  has  been  fixed,  or,  failing 
the  payment  of  this  sum,  imprisonment  for  six  days, 
besides  the  costs  of  the  proceedings."  The  point  is  that 
part  of  the  above  foxbidden  preparations  was  made  up  by 
the  proprietor  himself  in  this  case.  But  what  causes  great, 
surprise  is  the  fact  that  the  authorities  should  inflict  the 
punishment  upon  the  assistant,  as  it  has  always  been  held 
that  the  owner  of  the  business  is  responsible  for  the  con- 
duct of  the  pharmacy. 
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Our  American  Letter. 

From  an  Ethical  Pharmacist. 


Alcoholic  Proprietaries.-  The  Internal  Revenue  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  has  published  another  list  of  several 
hundred  proprietary  medicines  which  are  deemed  to  be 
beverages  in  the  eyes  of  the  law.  These  may  not  be  sold 
except  by  chemists  or  other  merchants  who  have  liquor- 
licences.  In  prohibition  and  local-option  districts  these  medi- 
cines cannot  therefore  be  sold  at  all.  Most  of  the  preparations 
on  the  Revenue  list  are  not  known  in  the  general  market. 

Wholesalers  Combine.— These  combinations  in  the  retail 
field  find  their  analogue  in  the  increasing  number  of  amal- 
gamations in  the  wholesale  trade.  Two  mergers  have  been 
effected  within  the  last  few  weeks.  The  Olney  &  Jerman  Co., 
of  Chicago,  a  successful  firm  of  wholesalers,  has  been  taken 
over  by  Peter  Van  Schaack  &  Sons,  one  of  the  oldest  and  best 
jobbing  houses  in  the  country.  The  reason  given  for  the 
step  by  the  parties  involved  is  that  of  economy.  The  claim 
is  made  that  much  duplication  of  expense  will  be  avoided 
and  much  money  saved  in  one  way  and  another.  In  Boston 
the  wholesale  drug  business  of  the  Hoagland-Curtis  Drug 
Co.  has  likewise  been  absorbed  by  the  Eastern  Drug  Co.,  and 
a  considerable  number  of  the  travellers  and  employes  of  the 
former  firm  have  been  employed  by  the  latter. 

1T.A.R.D.  Convention.— The  recent  economic  changes  in 
the  drug-trade,  and  the  period  of  evolution  through  which  we 
seem  to  be  passing,  make  of  more  than  usual  importance  the 
forthcoming  Convention  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail 
Druggists  in  Pittsburg.  The  meeting  will  be  one  pregnant  of 
possibilities.  During  the  past  year  the  N.A.R.D.  has  been 
accused  of  being  dominated  by  the  American  Druggists' 
Syndicate,  and  largely  for  this  reason  it  has  fallen  foul  of  the 
American  Medical  Association — the  very  Association  with 
which  it  had  previously  been  endeavouring  to  get  into  closer 
accord  through  the  "propaganda"  work  of  popularising 
N.F.  and  U.S. P.  preparations  among  the  physicians  of  the 
country.  Whether  the  N.A.R.D.  at  the  Pittsburg  Convention 
will  find  it  necessary  to  change  its  policies,  and  to  shape  its 
position  in  harmony  with  new  developments  in  the  trade, 
remain  to  be  seen. 

Company  Pharmacy — Readers  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  have  been  kept  apprised  during  the  last  year  or 
two  of  the  growth  of  the  company  pharmacy  movement  in 
this  country.  A  leap  forward  has  recently  been  taken  in 
the  merging  of  the  Hegeman  Corporation  and  the  William 
B.  Riker  &  Son  Co.  (C.  <£••  D.,  August  20,  p.  300).  The 
new  concern  is  to  be  known  as  the  Riker  &  Hegeman  Co., 
and  the  capitalisation  is  $15,000,000.00  (3,000,000/.).  The  new 
combination  starts  with  fifty  stores  located  in  New  York, 
Brooklyn,  Boston,  and  Jersey  City.  It  is  proposed  to  extend 
the  chain  throughout  the  Eastern  States,  and  to  secure  or 
establish  other  stores  in  Philadelphia  and  near-by  towns. 
More  than  that,  it  is  rumoured  that  the  thirty  shops  of  the 
Louis  K.  Liggett  Co.  will  be  brought  into  the  combination, 
in  which  event  the  company  will  control  a  hundred  shops. 
The  company  stores  over  here  are  nearlv  all  of  them  big 
ones,  having  a  business  ranging  anywhere  from  $200  to  $1,000 
a  day.  The  president  of  the  newly  formed  Riker  &  Hegeman 
Co.  is  John  H.  Flagler,  who  happens  also  to  be  an  officer  in 
the  Standard  Oil  Trust.  Another  one  of  the  big  stockholders 
is  Mr.  Cobb,  who  is  one  of  the  leading  spirits  in  the  Tobacco 
Trust. 

Importers'  Complaint. —Quite  a  controversy  has  arisen 
between  certain  members  of  the  drug  trade  and  officials  of  the 
Federal  Government  in  Washington.  The  former  have  com- 
plained that  the  latter,  in  enforcing  the  Federal  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  have  adopted  arbitrary  standards  of  considerable 
severity,  particularly  with  reference  to  imported  drugs  enter- 
ing New  York  Harbour.  It  has  even  been  claimed  that 
standards  in  excess  of  those  prescribed  in  the  Pharmacopoeia 
have  been  used,  that  many  parcels  of  good  drugs  have  been 
rejected,  and  that  market  prices  have  consequently  risen. 
Dr.  Lyman  F.  Kebler,  Chief  of  the  Drug  Laboratory  in 
Washington,  denies  these  charges,  and  in  a  paper  read  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
went  into  the  subject  at  considerable  length.  Dr.  Kebler 
declared  that  the  Government  has  always  tried  to  be  tair, 
and  even  liberal,  realising  that  "  a  rigid  adherence  to  the 
standard  is  manifestly  impossible."  In  many  instances  as 
much  as  10  per  cent,  of  foreign  material  has  been  permitted 
when  no  such  permission  was  implied  in  the  Pharmacopoeia 
at  all.  In  cases,  however,  where  the  Government  officials 
have  felt  that  adulteration  or  an  accidental  admixture  of 
foreign  material  is  inexcusable,  it  has  refused  the  admission 
of  the  drug.  Dr.  Kebler  declared  that  there  have  not  been 
many  such  cases,  but  that  where  the  Government  had  so 
acted  it  has  been  compelled  to  do  so. 


Legal  Reports. 


Trade  Law. 

Dispute  about  Teats.-In  the  City  of  London  Court, 
before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  on  September  20,  Pirelli,  Ltd., 
45  Basinghall  Street,  sued  Brager  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesalo 
druggists,  356  City  Road,  to  recover  21.  7s.  6d.  for  teats 
supplied.  Mr.  H.  Strouts  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs.  Mr. 
Valentine  Holt,  plaintiffs'  traveller,  said  that  he  called  on  the 
defendants  and  took  an  order  for  ten  gross  of  teats  as  per 
sample.  Five  gross  were  to  be  delivered  at  once  and  the 
others  as  required.  The  defendants'  managing  director  told 
the  Court  that  the  teats  as  supplied  were  not  according  to 
sample.  Plaintiffs  had  supplied  them  with  a  moulded  teat, 
and  that  was  no  use  on  the  English  market  at  all.  It  was 
quite  impossible  to  sell  them.  The  material  split  sooner 
than  those  without  a  seam.  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  having- 
inspected  the  sample,  found  for  the  defendants,  with  costs. 


Pharmacy  Act,'  1 868. 

Cooper's  Dip. 

At  Dumfries  Sheriff  Court,  before  Sheriff  Campion, 
on  September  14,  James  Payne,  grocer,  22  Brewery 
Street,  Dumfries,  was  charged,  under  Section  15,  at  the 
instance  of  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge,  Registrar  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  of  1852  and  1868,  with  having  on  March  8 
and  April  27  kept  open  shop  for  retailing,  dispensing,  or 
compounding  poisons,  and  with  selling,  by  the  hands 
of  Peter  Gallagher,  to  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  and  to  Mr.  Edward 
Newman  a  quantity  of  arsenic  contained  in  Cooper's 
sheep-dipping  powder.  A  plea  of  guilty  was  tendered  on 
behalf  of  accused. 

Mr.  Bertram  McGowan,  solicitor,  Dumfries,  who  ap- 
peared for  the  prosecution,  said  it  was  the  first  prosecu- 
tion of  the  kind  in  Scotland  since  the  passing  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  He  expected  the  ex- 
planation of  the  accused  would  be  that  he  held  a  licence 
from  the  local  authority,  and  that  accordingly  he  only 
committed  a  technical  offence.  Mr.  McGowan  explained 
the  effect  of  Section  2  of  the  1908  Act,  and  stated  that  the 
place  where  the  sheep-dip  was  sold  was  22  Brewery 
Street,  for  which  place  accused  applied  for  the  licence, 
but  the  local  authority,  after  inspecting  the  premises, 
decided  that  No.  22  was  a  most  unsuitable  place  for  a 
licence,  and  they  accordingly  refused  the  licence  for  that 
number,  and  gave  one  for  No.  18  Brewery  Street,  which 
was  simply  a  store.  When  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Scotland,  was  in 
Dumfries  taking  a  sample  of  sheep-dip,  he  inquired  of 
Gallagher  if  the  poisons  were  sold  at  22  Brewery  Street, 
and  Gallagher  replied  that  they  were.  On  further  inquiry 
he  found  that  No.  18  was  a  closed  and  locked  cellar  or 
store,  quite  distinct  and  some  distance  from  the  grocer's 
shop  at  which  the  poisons  were  actually  sold.  There  was 
only  one  counter  at  the  shop,  and  articles  of  food  were 
continually  sold  at  the  counter.  That  was  contrary  to 
Regulation  13  of  the  Order  of  Council,  which  stated  that 
all  poisonous  substances  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  drawer 
or  apart  from  other  goods.  On  the  second  occasion,  com- 
plainer's  representative  also  purchased  a  packet  of  Brown 
&  Poison's  corn-flour  and  a  pound  of  cheese,  which  articles 
were  handed  to  him  along  with  the  packet  of  sheep- 
dipping  powder.  The  packet  of  sheep-dipping  powder 
was  leaking.  That  was  a  contravention  of  Regulation 
No.  16. 

Mr.  G.  T.  Hendrie,  solicitor,  appeared  for  the  accused, 
and  said  the  charge  was  under  the  1868  Act.  He  was  not 
charged  under  the  1908  Act.  and  the  prosecution  were  not 
entitled  to  go  into  details  which  were  covered  by  the  1908 
Act.  The  prosecution  should  stick  to  the  complaint  of 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons. 

Mr.  McGowan  :  The  poisons  were  sold  to  persons  entirely 
unknown,  which  is  a  contravention. 

The  Sheriff  :  The  complaint  does  not  show  anything  of 
that. 

Mr.  McGowan  :  It  is  referred  to  in  the  section  and  on 
the  licence. 

Mr.  Hendrie  :  I  have  never  gone  into  this.  If  the  com- 
plaint had  borne  that  in  addition  to  the  contravention 
under  the  1868  Act  there  had  been  a  contravention  of  the 
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regulations  made  by  Council  under  the  1908  Act,  I  would 
have  known  how  to  meet  it. 

The  Sheriff  :  I  rather  agree  with  that  view. 

Mr.  McGowan  :  I  am  anticipating  what  Mr.  Hendrie 
will  say. 

The  Sheriff  :  That  probably  explains  the  nature  of  the 
complaint,  and  the  result  is  that  we  are  trying  a  different 
case  from  that  set  before  us  by  the  complaint.  As  the 
complaint  is  presented  to  Court,  it  seems  to  me  to  be 
merely  a  contravention  so  far  that  he  ought  not  to  have 
moved  this  sheep-dipping  powder  from  No.  18  to  No.  22. 
He  should  have  kept  it  at  No.  18,  and  walked  the  customer 
down  there  and  handed  him  the  packet.  That  is  really 
the  whole  offence. 

Mr.  McGowan  :  Another  point  is  that  the  accused  him- 
self did  not  sell  it. 

Mr.  Hendrie  :  That  is  another  complaint  altogether. 
Continuing,  Mr.  Hendrie  said  the  shop  at  22  Brewery 
Street  had  been  in  existence  as  a  grocer's  shop  for  nearly 
a  century,  and  Mr.  Payne  and  his  predecessors  had  sold 
sheep-dip  in  these  premises  all  that  time.  Up  till  now 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  had  every  right  to  inter- 
fere and  prosecute  Mr.  Payne  for  selling  sheep-dip,  had 
never  taken  steps  to  do  so.  Up  till  1908  he  had  no  right 
to  sell  it.  In  1908,  when  the  Act  was  passed,  persons 
other  than  registered  chemists  could  apply  for  a  licence 
to  sell  sheep-dip.  He  applied  for  a  licence  for  No.  18, 
which  was  a  store  where  he  kept  the  dip  and  oils,  etc. 
When  a  customer  came  to  the  shop  at  No.  22  and  asked 
for  sheep-dip,  Mr.  Payne  or  his  assistant  had  to  go  to  the 
store  for  it.  He  did  not  keep  a  pennyworth  in  the  shop. 
The  dip  accordingly  was  not  handed  over  the  counter. 
Mr.  Payne  was  under  the  impression  that  having  a  licence 
for  No.  18  he  was  not  contravening  by  taking  a  packet 
from  there  and  handing  it  to  the  customer  at  No.  22.  No 
injustice  and  no  harm  was  done  to  anyone.  It  might  be 
said  that  the  Act  was  passed  with  the  intention  of  securing 
to  the  chemist  alone  the  traffic  in  these  poisons.  That 
was,  perhaps,  a  remarkable  thing  to  do,  but  the  effect  of 
it  had!  been  to  harass  men  like  Mr.  Payne  with  a  prosecu- 
tion of  that  nature.  He  thought  it  was  a  case  for  an 
admonition. 

The  Sheriff  :  It  seems  to  me  a  very  simple  question. 
We  have  a  complaint  charging  the  accused  with  a  certain 
offence,  and  he  pleads  guilty,  and  to  that  we  must  confine 
ourselves.  We  cannot  bring  fresh  charges  against  him 
which  are  not  on  the  face  of  this  complaint.  I  have  not 
much  trouble  with  this  complaint.  Eeally,  the  offence 
seems  to  consist  in  having  handed  this  sheep-dip  to  a  cus- 
tomer in  the  shop  instead  of  in  the  store  at  No.  18,  which 
were  the  licensed  premises.  That  is  a  very  technical  and 
small  offence,  and  the  only  thing  to  be  said  is  that  Mr. 
Payne  must  be  more  careful  in  future,  and  conform 
exactlyto  the  regulations  that  are  issued  by  the  Licensing 
Authority.    The  accused  will  be  dismissed. 

Mr.  McGowan  asked  for  costs,  which  were  refused. 

Nicotine  and  Arsenic. 

Thomas  Kennedy  &  Co.,  nurserymen  and  seedsmen, 
126  and  128  High  Street,  Dumfries,  were  next  charged 
with  having  on  April  27  kept  open  shop  for  retailing,  dis- 
pensing, or  compounding  poisons,  and  with  having  sold 
to  Edward  Newman,  by  the  hands  of  David  Begg,  a 
quantity  of  nicotine,  in  a  bottle  of  "XL-All  vaporising 
fumigator,"  and  also  a  quantity  of  arsenic,  which  formed 
an  ingredient  in  a  tin  of  Hayward's  "Eureka"  weed- 
killer. 

Mr.  McGowan  represented  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  Mr.  James  Henderson,  solicitor,  Dumfries,  appeared 
for  the  accused. 

Mr.  McGowan  explained  that  in  this  case  the  licence 
was  held_  by  James  G.  Jolly,  manager  of  the  firm.  Jolly 
was  not  in  the  shop  when  the  poisons  were  sold,  and  the 
poisons  were  sold  by  a  person  not  licensed.  That  the 
licence  was  a  personal  one  was  proved  by  Section  1,  and 
the  licensee  was  placed  in  the  same  position  as  a  regis- 
tered chemist.  The  weed-killer  sold  contained  about 
50  per  cent,  of  arsenic — sufficient  to  poison  more  than 
two  thousand  people.  The  other  article  contained  suffi- 
cient to  poison  five  or  six  people.  The  tin  of  weed-killer 
did  not  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 


Mr.  Henderson  :  I  am  pleading  guilty  to  selling  the 
weed-killer. 

The  Sheriff  :  Why  should  we  hear  other  charges  against 
them  ? 

Mr.  Henderson  :  The  offence  is  that  Jolly  did  not  sell 
the  stuff  himself,  but  that  one  of  the  employes  who  was 
not  licensed  sold  it. 

Mr.  McGowan  :  Even  though  Jolly  had  sold  it  there 
would  have  been  an  offence,  as  the  regulations  were  not 
conformed  to. 

The  Sheriff  :  He  is  not  charged  with  that. 

Mr.  McGowan  :  In  this  complaint  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1908  is  mentioned. 

The  Sheriff  :  Only  to  say  that  the  poisons  sold  by 
accused  were  poisons  enumerated  in  the  Act. 

Mr.  Henderson  :  I  am  admitting  that  I  did  sell  by  this 
man.  Up  till  now  Mr.  Jolly  did  not  understand  that  he 
would  require  to  sell  the  poisons  himself.  The  licence  is 
rather  misleading  in  that  respect. 

The  Sheriff  :  The  local  authority  ought  to  make  it  a 
condition  that  he  keeps  this  under  his  sole  charge. 

Mr.  Henderson  :  While  this  is  the  technical  reading  of 
the  Act  as  we  now  understand  it,  we  are  also  told  that  it 
was  simply  a  mistake  that  there  was  not  provision  made 
for  assistants  to  sell.  The  Act  was  passed  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  nurserymen  and  others  to  sell  poisons  in  this 
form  that  they  could  not  sell  before.  It  has  turned  out 
a  dead  letter,  because  in  limited  companies  they  could  not 
get  licences  except  through  a  special  assistant. 

Mr.  McGowan  :  The  main  object  is  to  show  that  even 
though  they  have  licences  they  must  conform  to  certain 
regulations. 

The  Sheriff  :  It  has  been  said  that  this  is  the  first  case 
of  the  kind  in  Scotland,  but  whether  that  be  so  or  not 
we  are  more  concerned  with  our  own  Sheriffdom ;  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  now  the  attention  of  those  who  hold 
licences  from  the  local  authorities  has  been  drawn  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  they  will  see  that  all  dangerous 
poisons  are  kept  under  their  sole  control  and  dispensed  by 
them  personally.    The  accused  will  be  dismissed. 


Bankruptcy  Reports. 


Re  William  Edward  Hailstone,  Hadlow,  Kent, 
Chemist. — The  receiving  order  was  made  on  a  creditor's 
petition,  the  act  of  bankruptcy  being  the  failure  of 
the  debtor  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  a  bank- 
ruptcy notice  duly  served  upon  him.  According  to  the 
accounts  filed,  the  ranking  liabilities  total  320L,  with 
assets  Al.  10s.,  the  deficiency  being  315Z.  10s.  Debtor,  who 
was  in  business  as  a  chemist  in  London,  executed  a  deed  of 
assignment  in  1897.  He  entered  into  a  partnership  at  Hadlow 
in  1901,  putting  in  no  capital,  but  his  partner  introducing 
about  600£.  Debtor  carried  on  the  business,  receiving  a  salary. 
There  were  no  profits  made,  and  consequently  the  pai'tner- 
ship  was  dissolved  in  1907,  the  business  being  sold.  Debtor 
acted  as  sub-postmaster  from  1901  to  1909,  when  his  wife  was 
appointed.  Debtor  attributed  his  present  position  to  the 
failure  of  libel  actions  against  certain  newspapers.  The 
debtor's  wife  claims  the  household  furniture. 

Re  C.  C.  C.  Wightman,  32  Dorset  Square,  N.W.,  re- 
tired Merchant,  lately  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  W.  Caudery  & 
Co.,  Merchants,  1  Fenchurch  Avenue,  London,  E.C. — This 
case  came  before  Mr.  Registrar  Brougham  at  the  London 
Bankruptcy  Court  on  September  13,  in  relation  to  the  public 
examination  of  the  debtor,  who  retired  from  the  firm  in 
September  1909.  The  business  was  that  of  merchants  and 
agents  in  the  home  export  and  import  trade  and  of  merchant 
bankers.  As  exporters  they  shipped  tea,  coffee,  rice,  pepper, 
metals,  gunnies,  colours,  and  chemicals,  and  as  importers  they 
received  timber,  hides,  and  chemicals,  mainly  as  agents  for 
sale  or  commission.  After  the  dissolution,  Mr.  R.  B.  Jane, 
the  remaining  partner,  continued  the  business  until  Novem- 
ber 1909  ;  a  receiving  order  was  made  against  the  firm  shortly 
afterwards,  and  Mr.  Jane  was  adjudicated  bankrupt.  He 
returned  liabilities  to  the  amount  of  about  234,000L,  against 
assets  valued  at  43,214?.,  and  was  examined  in  due  course  upon 
the  affairs  of  the  firm.  Subsequently,  in  pursuance  of  a 
general  desire  expressed  by  creditors,  a  receiving  order  was 
made  against  Mr.  Wightman,  most  of  the  liabilities  of  the 
firm  having  been  incurred  prior  to  the  dissolution.— Upon  the 
case  being  called,  Mr.  W.  P.  Bowyer,  Assistant  Receiver, 
reported  that  the  debtor  had  not  yet  filed  the  statement  of  his 
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affairs,  and  an  adjournment  of  the  public  examination  until 
after  the  Long  Vacation  was  desirable.  The  case  was  a  par- 
ticularly heavy  one,  and  would  occupy  the  attention  of  the 
Court  for  some  time.  His  Honour  made  an  order  accord- 
ingly.

Deleterious  Drugs  Bill. — The  Select  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Legislative  Council  on  May  27  to  amend 
the  law  with  regard  to  the  Deleterious  Drugs  Ordinance 
have  now  reported  that  they  have  considered  the  Bill  in 
detail,  and  recommend  that,  in  place  of  the  Bill  referred 
to  them,  a  Bill  be  substituted  embodying  such  alterations 
as  the  Committee  consider  advisable,  of  which  the  follow- 
ing are  the  principal  : 

(1)  The  restriction  of  the  exclusive  right  proposed  to  be 
vested  in  the  P.C.M.O.  to  importation  and  exportation, 
without  including  therein  sale  by  wholesale. 

(2)  The  removal  of  the  provisions  for  the  establishment  of 
Government  depots  for  the  sale  of  deleterious  drugs  and 
syringes. 

(3)  The  addition  of  provisions  for  the  transmission  through 
the  P.C.M.O.  of  orders  from  licensed  persons  for  consign- 
ments of  deleterious  drugs  and  syringes  to  be  sent  to  them 
through  the  P.C.M.O. 

(4)  The  recognition  of  the  right  of  qualified  medical  prac- 
titioners and  veterinary  surgeons  to  possess  and  prescribe 
deleterious  drugs  without  licence. 

(5)  The  imposition  of  a  penalty  on  the  master  and  owner 
of  a  vessel  used  for  the  unlawful  importation  and  exporta- 
tion of  deleterious  drugs. 

(6)  The  exemption  of  bond-fide  travellers  from  the  penal- 
ties for  importation  of  a  reasonable  quantity  of  deleterious 
drugs  intended  for  their  exclusive  personal  use. 

(7)  The  removal  of  the  provisions  relating  to  fees  for 
licences.

Bands  of  paper  are  tied  or  stuck  on  the  trees  and  them 
covered  with  grease,  the  last-named  acting  as  the  trapping 
material.

The  feature  of  these  cigarettes  is  that  they  are- 
compounded  of  tobaccos  selected  on  account  of  their  low 
nicotine-content  and  of  their  purity,  and  on  this  account 
the  cigarettes  when  smoked  do  not  irritate  the  throat  ira 
the  slightest.  They  are  not  medicated  in  any  way,  but. 
the  fact  that  people  with  sensitive  throats  can  smoke  th ess- 
cigarettes  with  impunity  has  induced  physicians  to  recom- 
mend them  for  use  by  persons  who  would  otherwise  have- 
to  give  up  smoking  altogether.

— These  radiators,  made  by- 
Messrs.  J.  Wright  &  Co.,  Essex  Works,  Birmingham,  and 
much  in  favour  for  shop-warming,  have  been  referred  to- 
on previous  occasions  in  these  columns.  They  are  steam 
radiators  heated  by  gas,  and  on  this  account  form  an 
ideal  method  of  warming  business  premises  and  public- 
buildings.  We  have  this  week  inspected  the  new  models-- 
for  the  coming  season  and  find  that  several  improve- 
ments have  been  made  on  the  patterns  we  saw  a  year  ago.. 
The  wind-guard  is  now  hinged  instead  of  being  loose, 
but  it  is  hinged  in  such  a  way  that  it  can  be  readily- 
detached  if  needed  for  cleaning  purposes.  Another  im- 
provement which  minimises  any  risk  of  leakage  from  the- 
water-gauge  is  that  the  bottom  screw  has  been  fitted  with 
a  washer  that  cannot  readily  be  lost;  in  fact  the  lower 
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and  upper  screws  on  the  gauge  are  now  interchangeable. 

Finally  the  waterway  between  the  radiator  and  the  water- 
;gauge  has  been  reduced  in  the  new  model,  so  that  should 

any  sand  remain  within  the  radiator  from  the  casting, 
'the  tendency  which  formerly  existed  for  debris  to  block 

up  this  waterway  has  been  done  away  with.    These  points 

are  evidence  that  the  manufacturers  are  striving  to  pro- 
•duce  a  heating  apparatus  free  from  any  possible  objection. 

A  point  that  may  be  also  noted  is  that  the  radiators  can 
"be,  fitted  with  flues ;  this  is  not  necessary,  but  in  the  case 

of  schools  certain  regulations  made  in  the  days  when 
-these  heating  apparatus  had  not  reached  the  present  state 
of   perfection    have    to    be    respected.     Chemists  may 

possibly  meet  with  an  objection  from  medical  men  who 
"may  be  imbued  with  the  older  ideas  on  gas  fires  which 
■can  be  met  by  the  provision  of  flues.

It 
will  be  remembered  that  at  the  time  of  the  Jamaica  earth- 
quake the  ready  help  given  in  clearing  up  Messrs.  Cross- 
well's  drug-store  by  a  party  of  marines  from  an  American 
warship  almcst  caused  international  complications  owing 
to  a  message  sent  by  the  Governor  of  Jamaica  to  the 
"Rear- Admiral  of  the  United  States  warship. 

Mb.  A.  H.  Evans,  chemist  and  druggist,  Stamford  Hill, 
London,  has  adapted  Thomas  Hardy's  "Under  the  Green- 
wood Tree"  for  the  stage.  When  in  Dorchester  Mr. 
Evans  dramatised  "  The  Trumpet  Major  "  and  "  Far  from 
the  Madding  Crowd,"  which  were  performed  by  Dor- 
chester amateurs  with  considerable  success  there  as  well 
sis  in  London.  Mr.  Thomas  Hardy  has  lent  his  assistance 
to  these  dramatic  efforts.  The  play  will  shortly  be  pro- 
duced under  the  title  of  "  The  Mellstock  Quire,"  and  will 
be  played  by  the  Dorchester  Debating  and  Dramatic 
Society.

Poisoning  Cases. 

Fifteen  fatalities,  including  five  misadventures,  have  been 
reported  from  poisoning  during  the  week. 

Ammonia. — Ellen  Graves  (31),  who  was  admitted  to  the 
Hull  Infirmary  suffeiing  from  ammonia-poisoning,  died  there. 
A  pennyworth  of  the  poison  was  supplied  by  Mr.  Charles 
Kellington,  the  Drug-stores,  43  Brook  Street,  Hull,  who  put  a 
poison-label  on  the  bottle. — The  two-year-old  son  of  Jas. 
Fletcher,  Burton-in-Lonsdale,  wandered  into  the  washhouse 
of  a  neighbouring  farm  and  drank  from  a  bottle  containing 
liquid  ammonia,  used  for  washing-purposes,  with  fatal  results. 

Belladonna. — At  Dovercourt,  near  Harwich,  Hettie  Edith 
Osborne  (12)  was  poisoned  through  eating  deadly  nightshade 
berries  in  mistake  for  blackberries. 

Carbolic  Acid,  taken  in  a  fit  of  temper,  was  responsible- for 
the  death  of  Catherine  Mohan  (15),  domestic  servant,  at 
Crosby,  near  Liverpool. — Sarah  Olle,  of  Regent's  Park, 
London,  N.W.,  used  the  same  poison  for  suicidal  purposes. — 
Hannah  Bowdler  also  ended  her  life  at  Calow,  near  Chester- 
field, by  taking  carbolic  acid. — The  self-inflicted  death  of  Lucy 
Lee  (59)  at  Twickenham  was  due  to  the  same  corrosive  fluid. 

Morphine. — At  the  inquiry  held  at  Southend  into  the  death 
of  Charles  Alfred  Parker  Green  (62),  analytical  chemist, 
96a  Hamlet  Court  Road,  Westcliff,  Southend,  the  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  that  deceased  died  from  the  effects  of  morphia 
poison,  the  same  being  self-administered  by  misadventure. 

Oxalic  Acid. — Alfred  R.  Rumblow  (66),  tailor,  Hurlingham, 
killed  himself  by  taking  this  acid. — At  Perth,  Margaret  Bruce, 
or  Miller,  widow,  died  in  the  Infirmary  through  taking  salts 
of  sorrel. — Mary  Cook  committed  suicide  at  Cardiff  by  taking 
this  poison.  She  obtained  a  supply  from  Mr.  G.  T.  Williams, 
126  Cowbridge  Road,  Cardiff,  in  order  to  "  clean  a  straw 
hat." 

Prussic  Acid  caused  the  suicidal  death  of  Joe  Collins  (47), 
labourer,  Mold  Green. 

Strychnine . — "  Wilful  murder  "  was  the  verdict  of  a  Hull 
jury  on  September  14  against  Frances  C.  Bryan,  who  had 
administered  rat-poison  to  her  child,  aged  seven  months.  Mr. 
John  Tebb,  chemist,  46  Beaumont  Street,  Hull,  deposed  to 
supplying  the  woman  with  a  rat-poison  of  his  own  formula 
after  she  had  refused  to  take  some  phosphor-paste.  She  signed 
the  poisons-register.  Mr.  J.  A.  Foster,  East  Riding  analyst, 
stated  that  strychnine  was  present  in  the  dead  child's  stomach 
in  considerable  quantities. — Strychnine,  taken  in  mistake  for 
some  medicine,  caused  the  death  of  Mr.  M.  B.  Mackenzie, 
J. P.,  dispensary  officer  to  the  Lisburn  Union. 

Weed-killer. — At  the  inquest  on  George  A.  R.  Keeys, 
gardener,  Kevv,  who  died  from  misadventure  through  taking 
weed-killer  {€'.  cfc  D.,  September  17,  p.  57),  some  interesting 
facts  were  disclosed  regarding  the  storage  and  distribution 
of  weed-killer.  The  similar  bottles  containing  the  tea  and 
weed-killer  were  evidently  quart  port-wine  bottles.  The 
police  constable  in  charge  of  Kew  Green  stated  that  the 
borough  gardener  gave  him  permission  to  supply  deceased 
with  some  weed-killer  about  the  end  of  August,  on  condition 
that  the  container  was  tightly  corked,  labelled,  and  locked  1 
up.  The  bottle  was  kept  in  the  corner  of  the  lock-up  shelter. 
The  Coroner  asked,  seeing  that  the  weed-killer  contained 
22  per  cent,  of  arsenic,  if  witness  considered  it  safe  to  leave 
such  a  deadly  draught  in  the  shelter.  Witness  :  I  took  the 
utmost  precautions  which  lay  in  my  power.  Coroner  :  The 
stuff  might  have  been  specially  locked  up.  Mr.  Edward 
Skelton,  the  borough  gardener,  stated  that  he  allowed  Keeys, 
to  use  the  weed-killer.  He  kept  the  supply  in  a  large  chesc  : 
in  a  lock-up  place  in  the  gardens.  Mr.  Sager,  a  Corporation 
official,  said  that  he  had  made  two  notes  of  suggestions  which 
had  been  brought  forward— one,  that  a  cupboard  should  be 
provided,  and  another  that  the  cork  should  be  rammed  so 
tight  that  a  corkscrew  would  be  required  to  get  it  out.  The  . 
Corporation,  however,  would  have  to  consider,  he  thought, 
whether  the  weed-killer  should  not  be  kept  in  one  place  and 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  borough  gardener  only,  and 
also  that  it  should  be  issued  only  in  such  quantities  as  were 
required  for  use  at  the  time. 

Kind  not  Stated. — George  Meegan.  of  Leeds,  died  in  the 
Charing  Cross  Hospital  from  the  effects  of  taking  poison. 
In  a  letter  to  his  brother  deceased  wrote  :  "  Being  a  chemist, 
I  have  one  of  the  most  powerful  drugs."  At  the  inquest 
Dr.  Cox  said  that  the  stomach-contents  had  not  been  analysed, 
but  that  appearances  suggested  a  powerful  alkaloid  of  the 
mydriatic  group — atropine,  hyoscine,  or  hyoscyamine.  The 
Coroner  :  All  the  fashionable'  poisons.— The  two-and-a-half- 
year-old  daughter  of  a  Musselburgh  millworker  named 
Blacklaw  has  died  as  the  result  of  taking  an  overdose  of  a 
drug  from  a  phial  of  which  she  got  hold  in  her  home.  

Rubber  Solvent. — Fischer  proposes  to  employ  ethylene  bi- 
chloride, which  is  a  better  solvent  than  chloroform  or  ethyl 

I  tetrachloride.  The  solution  is  not  inflammable,  nor  does 
it  give  off  explosive  vapours. 
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Brussels  Exhibition. 


The  Nest  of  the  Phoenix. 

VISITORS  to  the  Brussels  Exhibition  at  the  present 
moment  will  find,  on  entering  the  main  entrance,  an 
artistic  facade,  which  is  apparently  the  front  of  a  large 
building.  On  nearer  examination,  however,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  facade  is  but  a  make-believe,  and  that  no  building 
exists.  Instead,  one  finds  acres  of  ground  covered  with  what 
looks  at  a  distance  like  one  of  those  spiders'  webs  that  cover 
our  heaths  in  the  autumn.  But  the  web  is  a  tangled  mass 
of  red-rusted  steel  girders,  and  those  who  spun  it  were 
the  ironmasters  of  Charleroi  and  Liege.  Here  and  there 
among  the  girders  men  are  at  work,  and  you  hear  a  sound 
like  the  hissing  of  an  enraged  snake.  Soon  you  detect  the 
snake  itself  in  the  form  of  a  double  india-rubber  tube 
supplying  oxygen  and  hydrogen  to  the  flame  aloft.  On 
the  ground  below  a  gang  of  men  are  carrying  carefully, 
very  carefully,  an  object  which,  at  a  distance,  bears  some 
resemblance  to  a  human  body.  It  is  a  large  cylinder  full 
of  gas  under  enormous  pressure,  and  the  care  of  the 
bearers  is  not  superfluous,  for  a  violent  shock  to  it  might 
produce  real 
corpses.  On  the 
contents  of  these 
cylinders  the  ser- 
pent feeds,  mean- 
while its  fiery 
tongue  is  licking 
its  way  through 
the  steel  above, 
acknowledging  no 
obstacle  and  sup- 
plying a  constant 
rain  of  brightly 
scintillating  glo- 
bules. The  work 
looks  simple,  but 
woe  betide  the 
human  limb  that 
might  come  into 
that  fiery  breath 
for  any  length  of 
time.  Clothes, 
skin,  and  flesh 
would  be  quickly 
dissipated  into  the 
elements  that 
built  them  up, 
and  even  the  bone 
would  fuse  into  a 
beautiful  white 
enamel.  Gradu- 
ally the  mass  of 
steel  is  being  disintegrated  and  removed,  leaving  the 
ground  strewn  with  molten  and  broken  glass.  Where 
the  British  Section  o?  the  Exhibition  stood  there  is  a 
depression  in  the  ground.  The  sides  of  this  depression 
are  lined  with  a  mass  of  twisted  steel,  lying  as  it  fell  when 
struck  down  by  the  fierce  element  that  gave  it  birth  and 
resembling  a  gigantic  nest.  A  nest  indeed  it  is  of  the 
British  phoenix  that  has  risen  from  this  scene  of  desola- 
tion and  found  a  new  and  charming  home  close  by.  When, 
at  short  notice,  the  British  Commission  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  decided  to  reconstruct  the  British  Section  the  Ex- 
hibition authorities  handed  over  the  magnificent  Salle 
des  Fetes  as  a  site  for  the  new  section.  The  offices  in  the 
building  were  removed,  and  on  the  site  thus  provided  a 
new  exhibition  has  arisen  in  an  incredibly  short  space 
of  time,  and  this  exhibition  was  opened  by  King  Albert  of 
Belgium  on  September  19. 

The  inaugural  ceremony  took  place  at  10.30  a.m.  Before 
the  main  entrance  a  red  tent  had  been  erected  and  fur- 
nished with  flowers  and  plants.  The  arrival  of  the  King 
was  the  signal  for  a  loud  outburst  of  applause,  the  two 
hundred  British  workmen  who  have  been  working  night 
and  day  to  prepare  the  pavilion  for  the  opening  giving 


the  characteristic  English  "hurrahs,"  the  vigorousness  of 
which  always  delighted  the  Belgians  who  had  assembled 
to  honour  their  young  King.  The  band  of  the 
Grenadiers  regiment  at  the  same  time  struck  up  the 
National  Anthem,  "La  Brabanconne. "    The  King  was  re- 

;  ceived  by  Sir  Arthur  Hardinge  (British  Minister),  Lord 
Lytton  (President  of  the  British  Commission),  Mr. 
Wintour,  and  Mr.  Reyntiens  (Commissioner-General  and 
Assistant  Commissioner),  Mr.  Askwith  (of  the  Board  of 

\  Trade),  and  among  those  also  present  were  Sir  Isidore  Spiel- 

i  mann,  Sir  Albert  Rollit,  Sir  Cecil  Hertslet,  Sir  Boverton 
Redwood,  Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid  (President  of  the  Society 
of  Chemical  Industry),  Dr^  F.  M.  Perkin,  Mr.  Godfrey 

1  Hall,  Mr.  Gosnell  and  his  son,  Mr.  E.  Cleaver,  and  Mr. 
Harry  Law  son  (Master  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company). 

'  A  large  number  of  officials  connected  with  the  Exhibition 
were  present,  but  the  number  had  to  be  limited  owing  to 
the  lack  of  space  afforded  by  the  new  section  compared 
with  the  destroyed  building.  The  utmost  enthusiasm  was 
displayed  on  all  sides. 

Sir  Arthur  Har- 
dinge was  the  first 
to  speak.  His 
speech  in  French- 
was  characteris- 
tically British, 
and  its  spirit  was 
much  appreciated. 
The  following  isr 
a  typical  passage 
in  the  speech  : 

"  A   great  poet 
of    classical  an- 
tiquity once  com- 
pared the  Roman, 
people,  faeaten, 
but     never  con- 
quered, to  an  oak 
which    finds  new 
strength  and  a  new 
life  under  the  blows- 
of  the  axe  which 
lop  its  branches.  Ia- 
it  not  henceforth 
permissible  to  us, 
before    this  spec- 
tacle of  our  two  re- 
born   sections,  to 
exclaim    not  less, 
proudly     in  our 
turn:  '  Per  damna 
per  csedes  ab  ipso 
Ducit    opes  ani- 
mumque     f  erro  '  ? 
j  Thus  it  was  that,  with  a  coolness  truly  worthy  of  those 
,  old  Romans,  buying  at  auction  after   Cannae  the  ground 
of  the  field  of  battle  occupied  by  the  victorious  invader, 
the   Belgian   and   British   Commissioners-General  refused- 
to  allow  themselves  to  be  intimidated  for   a  single  instant 
by   the   immensity   of   the   appalling   catastrophe.  Their 
first  care   amid  the  still   smoking   ruins,    where   lay  the 
|  melancholy  remains  of  so  much  wealth,  was  the  immediate 
taking  of  measures  designed  to  reconstitute  the  great  under- 
taking which  the  disaster  had,  it  is  true,  compromised,  but 
I  which  it   was  impotent  to  destroy.     Opinion,  equally  in 
j  England  and  in  Belgium,  applauded  their  attitude ;  public 
■  authorities,  commerce,  the  exhibitors  of  the  two  countries- 
replied,  as  was  meet  they  should  do,  to  the  appeal." 

The  King's  reply  was  equally  interesting  and  extremely 
complimentary  to  this  country.  After  referring  to  the- 
loss  of  the  many  art  treasures  and  valuable  exhibits,  the 
King  said  : 

"  Your  firmness  and  your  energy  have  risen  to  the  height, 
of  the  circumstances.  In  setting  to- work  again  immediately, 
you  and  your  devoted  helpers  have  achieved  an  incomparable 
tour  de  force.  Thanks  to  you  and  to  the  British  authorities, 
to  whom  I  am  happy  to  offer  the  expression  of  my  gratitude, 
the  British  Section  is  reconstituted.  Your  high  courage  has- 
added  a  new  element  of  attraction  to  our  vast  enterprise,.

and  you  have  given  to  us  Belgians  a  new  testimony  of  friend- 
ship which  we  shall  never  forget.  Your  Excellency  has 
associated  the  British  and  the  Belgian  people  in  the  eulogy 
which  you  have  made  in  such  happy  terms  of  the  work  of 
repairing  the  disaster  caused  by  the  fire.  Certainly  the 
Belgians  have  displayed  in  that  work  their  fine  qualities  of 
courage  and  perseverance  which  no  misfortune  can  daunt,  and 
I  congratulate  them  upon  it  highly.  But  what  shall  I  say  of 
the  English — of  the  Government  as  of  the  exhibitors — who,  in 
reconstructing  in  the  space  of  a  few  weeks  a  section  as  beauti- 
ful and  interesting  as  anyone  could  possibly  wish  for,  have

once  more  shown  of  what  that  unconquerable  tenacity,  the 
characteristic  of  the  British  nation,  is  capable.    I  find  no 
words  to  express  to  your  Excellency  my  admiration  and  my  • 
gratitude." 

The  King  then  formally  declared  the  Section  open,  and 
made  an  inspection  of  the  exhibits.  As  the  King  left  the 
grounds  he  was  warmly  cheered. 

Following  the  inaugural  ceremony  a  luncheon  was  given 
by  Lord  Lytton  and  Mr.  Wintour  in  honour  of  the 
British  Press,  at  which  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  repre- 
sented the  British  trade  journals.  The  luncheon,  which 
took  place  in  the  Salon  d'Honneur  of  the  Imperial  Ger- 
man Pavilion,  was  a  brilliant  function,  the  feature  of 


which  was  the  international  toasts.  Sir  Arthur  Hardinge 
proposed  the  toast  of  King  Albert  and  the  Due  d'Ursel 
that  of  King  George.  Lord  Lytton'6  toast,  "  Our  Belgian 
Friends,"  was  replied  to  by  Baron  Jenssen,  President  of 
the  Belgian  Executive  Committee.  Mr.  Askwith,  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  read  a  telegram  from  Mr.  Buxton, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  In  the  evening  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Wintour  gave  a  reception  at  the  Villa  Fontaine. 

The  New  Section 

In  the  centre  of  the  hall  an  octagonal  pavilion  has  been 
erected,  surmounted  with  a  trelliswork,  tastefully  decorated 
with  vines  and  grapes.  From  each  side  of  the  octagon  a 
number  of  courts  radiate,  each  decorated  in  a  different 
scheme  of  colour,  and  devoted  to  one  of  the  sections  into 
which  the  exhibits  are  classified.  The  central  hall  is 
occupied  by  a  magnificent  ceramic  collection,  which  elicits 
many  exclamations  of  approval  from  the  crowds  frequent- 
ing the  building.  The  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  exhibits 
occupy  a  prominent  position,  and  have  shown  themselves 
fully  worthy  of  it.  Alongside  each  wall  are  painted  show- 
cases, while  the  centre  of  the  room  is  occupied  by  octagonal 
mahogany  cases  similar  to  those  destroyed  in  the  fire,  of 
which  only  the  locks,  screws,  and  hinges  remain,  in  most 
cases  fused  to  a  shapeless  mass. 

One  of  these  cases  is  occupied  by  Price's  Patent  Candle 
Co.,  Ltd.,  who  have  completely  replaced  their  former 
exhibit  of  soap  and  candles.  The  tasteful  decoration  of 
some  of  the  latter  evidently  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
Belgian  public,  who  are  not  easy  to  please  in  artistic 
matters. 

The  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co.  occupy  another  central 
case  with  a  full  collection  of  by-products  from  the  manufac- 
ture of  gas. 

The  South  Metropolitan  Gas  Co.  have  reconstructed 
their  model  of  the  Matterhorn,  the  mountain  itself  being 
moulded  in  pitch,  while  the  surrounding  snow  fields  con- 
sist of  snow-white  sulphate  of  ammonia. 

On  entering  the  section  the  first  exhibit  in  the  wall-cases 
to  the  left  is  that  of  the  British  Drug  Houses,  containing  a 
full  assortment  of  their  well-known  products.  Adjoining 
them  is  the  case  of  Messrs.  E.  Cook  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  with 
Cofectant  and  soap  of  various  kinds. 

Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  show  a  large  number 
of  elegant  vessels  containing  essential  oils  and  drugs  of 
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various  kinds,  a  striking  contrast  to  the  mass  of  fused 
glass  lying  on  the  site  of  their  previous  e~xhlbit"a  few 
hundred  yards  away. 

Messrs.  F.  S.  Cleaver  &  Co.,  Ltd.  exhibit  an  interesting 
relic- in  the  shape  of  a  mass  of  metal,  which  is  all  that  is  left 
of  jseven  medals  exhibited  on  the  old  site.  It  is  not  easy  to 
approach  this  stand  on  account  of  the  large  numbers  of 
people  crowding  round  to  buy  English  soap  or  some  other 
article  as  a  memento  of  the  English  Section. 

Messrs.  John  Gosnell  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  attract  a  similar 
crowd  to  their  tastefully  decorated  stall,  and 

Aerators,  Ltd.,  do  their  best  to  satisfy  the  thirsty 
cravings  of  the  visitors. 

Among  disinfectant  manufacturers  Sanitas,  Ltd.,  and 
.Teyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  well  repre- 
sented; and  the  well-known  word  "  Wincarnis  "  strikes 
the  eye  of  the  visitor  who  approaches  one  of  the  octagon 
cases  in  the  main  hall. 

Sapon,  Ltd.,  show  a  quantity  of  their  product,  and 

The  International  Salt  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  somewhat 
smaller  exhibit  than  before,  but  sufficient  to  illustrate  the 
interesting  process  by  which  they  refine  rock-salt  by  fusion. 

Another  ingenious  invention  is  shown  by  the  Ribbon 
Metals  Syndicate,  Ltd.,  whose  case  full  of  glittering 
metal  ribbons  attracts  the  eye  at  once. 

Undismayed  by  the  loss  of  a  valuable  collection  of 
articles  of  interest  that  could  not  be  replaced,  Mr.  W. 
Martindale  has  again  filled  a  large  case  with  similar 
articles,  which  prove  a  source  of  attraction  to  foreign 
pharmacists. 

The  British  Aluminium  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  replaced  the 
masses  of  brilliant  metal  which  were  consumed  in  the 
fierce  heat  of  the  fire,  covering  the  adjoining  steel  girders 
with  a  hoar  frost  of  alumina.  ' 

Two  exhibitors  show  articles  that  have  suffered  but  little 
from  the  heat. 

The  Thermal  Syndicate,  Ltd.,  have  a  large  assortment 
of  silica  goods  that  have  passed  through  the  fire  un- 
scathed, with  the  exception  of  slight  discolouration  and 
patches  of  glass  that  have  fallen  upon  them  in  a  molten 
state. 

The  Glenboig  Union  Fire-clay  Co.,  Ltd.,  appear  to 
have  merely  rearranged  their  former  exhibit,  which,  as 
might  have  been  expected,  has  only  suffered  mechanical 
damage  from  the  falling  girders. 

The  happy  idea,  which  originated  with  Sir  Boverton 
Redwood,  of  reserving  wall-space  for  those  exhibitors  to 
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whom  floor-space  could  not  be  allotted  has  been  taken 
advantage  of  by  many.  The  central  idea  was  to  show 
the  public  what  the  exhibits  were  like  that  were  destroyed 
in  the  fire  of  August  14.    The  space  is  divided  into 


panels,  each  4  ft.  by  3  ft.,  and  the  way  Messrs.  T.  Tyrer 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  utilised  their  space  is  shown  in  the 
accompanying  illustration. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  things  to  be  seen  is. 
the  new  catalogue  of  the  reconstructed  British  Section, 
complete  and  ready  like  the  whole  Exhibition,  to  which  ifc 
forms  a  most  useful  guide.  All  those  who  took  part  in  the- 
opening  ceremony  will  long  remember  with  pleasure  the- 
gratifying  reception  accorded  to  them  by  their  Belgian' 
colleagues,  and  may  perhaps  think  that  there  is  more  in: 
the  phoenix  myth  of  the  ancient  Greeks  than  they  hadi 
previously  imagined.

The  Italian  Section.

Overlooking  the  Machinery 
Hall  is  a  small  portion  devoted  to  the  chemical  and  phar- 
maceutical class,  in  which  the  chief  exhibits  are  the- 
following  : 

Lepetit,  Dollfus  &  Gansser,  Milan,  show  fine  chemicals, 
these  including  gallic  acid,  bismuth  subgallate,  hexa- 
methylene-tetramine,  hematein,  almatein  (a  condensation 
of  heematoxylin  and  formic  acid),  and  nervalteine,  the 
chemical  formula  for  which  is  given  as  p-ethoxyphenyl- 
amido-methane-sulphonate  of  soda. 

Vettor  Pisani,  Naples,  shows  Iodosalina  (an  aperient 
salt),  Creotale  (an  influenza  remedy),  and  Teoboldina  (a 
tonic). 

Russi  &  Co.,  Ancona,  exhibits  neurocol  (a  nerve  nutri- 
ment), Sciroppo  di  Ipofosfiti  Composta  (put  up  like- 
Fellows'  syrup),  Olio  Arabo  Zooiatrico  (a  veterinary 
vesicant),  and  Antignite  (a  fireproofing  preparation). 

Dupre  &  Co.,  Bologna,  have  an  artificial  Carlsbad  salt 
and  an  epilepsy  remedy  called  Bromidrina. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Zampironi,  Mestre,  exhibits  pastilles  for  burn- 
ing to  keep  mosquitoes  out  of  the  house. 

Colli  Fioriti,  Milan,  shows  Tricofilina,  a  hair-wash. 

Malt  extract  and  Malteina  (a  powdered  extract)  e,re 
shown  by  the  Estratti  Tannici  Darfo  Co.,  Milan.  Soaps 
are  displayed  by  B.  Torti,  Rome,  and  Felice  Genevois  & 
Figli,  Naples.  Phosphates  and  phosphate  acids  are  ex- 
hibited by  Schlopis  &  Co.,  Turin,  and  the  Fabbrica  Lom- 
barda  di  Acido  Tartarico  show  tartaric  acid  in  various; 
forms. 

Sulphur,  one  of  the  chief  chemicals  produced  in  Italy,  is 
represented  by  the  Societa  Generate  des  Soufres  Mines  de 
Sicile,  Palermo ;  Trewhella  &  Son,  Catania  (Phoenix 
sulphur)  ;  Alonzo  &  Consoli,  Catania ;  and  the  Societa 
Miniere  e  Industrie  Asfalto  Siciliano.  The  crude  mineral 
shown  in  some  cases  looks,  in  colour,  like  potassium 
chromate,  but  other  samples  are  much  dirtier.  Alonzo  & 
Consoli  state  that  they  produce  350,000  kilos,  of  sulphur 
each  day. 


Market  for  New  Zealand  Honey. — The  following  is  an 
extract  from  a  recent  letter  received  bv  a  Wellington  firm 
from  their  London  correspondent :  "  Honey  is  a  line  that 
would  sell  very  well.  New  Zealand  honey  is  at  present 
wanted,  and  would  realise  up  to  40s.  per  cwt.  if  at  all  suitable 
quality.  The  quality  most  in  favour  should  be  a  bright  lemon 
or  orange  colour,  smooth,  not  grainy  or  rough.  We  should 
have  no  difficulty  in  selling  any  consignments  at  the  present 
time  at  from  35s".  to  40s.  per  cwt.  according  to  quality." 
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The  Groceries. 


TT  is  always  well  to  keep  an  eye  on  "our  friend  the 
J.  grocer,"  as,  although  his  trading  instincts  are  occa- 
sionally inimical  to  those  of  chemists,  he  is  sometimes  able 
to  give  "  points  "  which  may  profitably  be  taken  advantage 
•of.  At  the  present  time  there  is  a  movement  on  foot  to 
professionalise  his  calling  by  qualification,  and  very  fair 
progress  appears  to  have  been  made  by  the  newly  formed 
Institute  of  Certificated  Grocers  (referred  to  elsewhere  in 
this  issue).  This  much  we  learn  at  the  Agricultural  Hall, 
where  the  eighteenth  annual  Exhibition  of  the  Grocery, 
Provision,  Oil  and  Italian  Warehouse  Trades  is  being  held 
"this  week.  The  exhibition  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
from  a  trading  point  of  view,  and  the  present  is  said  to  be 
quite  up  to  the  standard  of  its  predecessors.  Many  of  the 
stalls  of  private  firms  are  extremely  tasteful  and  artistic, 
but  the  distinctive  features  seem  fewer  than  usual.  On 
this  occasion  three  Governments  are  exhibiting.  South 
Australia  is  represented  by  an  artistic  stall  covered  with 
pyramids  of  wines,  bottled  fruits,  and  honey,  the  latter 
Toeing  in  the  usual  screw-capped  1-lb.  glass  jars.  South 
Australia  claimed  in  1909  to  have  produced  1,500,000  lb. 
of  honey,  the  bulk  of  which  was  consumed  locally.  The 
Netherlands  Government  have  a  large  display  of  Dutch 
farm  and  dairy  produce;  and  the  San  Paulo  Government 
have  a  smart  yellow-and-white  pavilion,  where  cups  of 
Fazenda  coffee  are  dispensed  by  daintily  dressed  young 
ladies.  Fazenda  coffee  is  roasted  by  a  special  process  under 
the  supervision  of  a  Government  delegate  resident  in  Eng- 
land, and  packed  in  hermetically  sealed  tins.  Demonstra- 
tions in  coffee-making  are  being  given  daily.  Boot-polishes 
are  legion  this  year,  which  is  evidence  that  the  general 
demand  must  be  stronger  than  ever.  Among  the  Machinery 
Section  Davis  Bros,  exhibit  the  "  Apportioner  "  for  mixing 
and  blending  powders  of  all  kinds.  A  concise  description 
of  the  working  of  this  machine  was  given  in  our  issue  of 
April  23  (p.  597),  and  we  need  only  now  add  that  the  ex- 
hibit attracts  a  good  deal  of  attention  from  business-men. 

J.  Harrison  Carter,  Ltd.,  show  a  complete  sugar 
grinding  and  grading  plant  (Carter's  system)  for  the  auto- 
matic production  of  icing,  pulverised,  and  two  or  more 
grades  of  castor  sugar  at  one  operation.  This  firm 
specialise  in  complete  sifters,  mixers,  and  disintegrators. 
Size  O,  which  is  priced  at  161.,  is  a  compact  machine  where 
the  power  at  disposal  is  small,  and  is  eminently  suitable 
for  grinding  roots,  barks,  drugs,  spices,  sugar,  etc. 
Southall  &  Smith  show  electric  automatic-weighing 
machines  for  weighing  tea,  flour,  sugar,  coffee,  etc.,  into 
packets.  Absolute  accuracy  and  a  great  saving  in  labour 
are  claimed  for  these  machines,  the  material  not  being- 
touched  by  hand.  The  machines  have  been  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Trade,  and  are  in  use  among  very  large  firms. 
W.  T.  Elmore  &  Son,  Ltd.,  who  are  known  to  chemists 
as  makers  of  invalid  furniture  in  wicker  and  cane,  make 
a  prominent  feature  of  grocers'  delivery-trucks,  bottle- 
baskets,  counter  and  window  baskets,  etc.  The  "  Derby," 
priced  at  52s.,  is  a  very  handy  truck,  constructed 
throughout  of  hardwood,  ash  shafts,  and  strong  springs, 
and  quite  suitable  for  general  traders'  use.  Rudduck  & 
Co.,  on  the  ground  floor,  have  a  fine  collection  of 
utensils  and  fittings  for  grocers,  comprising  the  latest  im- 
provements in  the  way  of  counters,  desks,  canisters,  store- 
bins,  and  so  on.  W.  T.  Owbridge,  Ltd.,  have  a  neat 
stand,  at  which  all  the  Owbridge  specialities  are  shown, 
these  including  the  Lung  Tonic,  embrocation,  brown  salve, 
pills,  and  dog-powder.  Advertising  novelties  and  show- 
cards  are  much  in  evidence,  the  very  latest  being  the 
"Fairy  Castle"  showcard  for  counter  display.  These 
novelties  have  done  much  to  popularise  the  Lung  Tonic, 
which,  as  everybody  knows,  is  a  well-advertised  and  good- 
paying  line.  In  the  Food  Section,  exhibits  of  Lemco  and 
Oxo  occupy  artistic  pavilions  in  the  Great  Hall,  where 
a  numerous  bevy  of  attendants  wait  on  the  visitors. 
"Lemco"  and  "Oxo"  have  a  white-and-gold  pavilion, 
with  tempting  displays  of  beef  and  tongue.  The  penny 
beef  tablets  of  "  Bifti  "  which  were  introduced  last  season 
have  been  well  supported  by  the  public.  Bovril  have  a 
fumed-oak  stand,  where  the  product  is  shown  in  jelly, 


juice,  wine,  chocolate,  and  lozenge  form.  The  window- 
dressing  competition  and  the  cash-bonus  schemes  are  the 
dominant  features  of  the  Bovril  propaganda  at  the  moment. 
Immediately  on  entering  the  Great  Hall  the  "  Wincarnis  " 
pavilion  meets  the  eye,  the  feature  of  which  is  the  serried 
ranks  of  the  wine  wrapped  in  the  familiar  pale-pink  paper. 
Stephen  Smith  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  central  position,  show- 
ing an  up-to-date  grocer's  shop-front.  The  size  of  Hall's 
Wine  has  recently  been  increased  to  26  oz.  and  the  price 
to  3s.  6d.  per  bottle.  The  National  Cash  Register  Co. 
occupy  the  centre  of  the  Great  Hall,  where  they  have  the 
latest  models  of  cash-registers  and  autographic  tills. 
G.  H.  Gledhill  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  and  Thos.  O'Brien  show 
similar  appliances,  also  on  the  ground  floor.  "  John 
Bull  "  Foods,  Ltd.,  a  subsidiary  company  of  Paine  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  show  their  new  infants'  foods.  No.  1  is  a 
milk-and-malt  food  for  infants  and  adults,  and  No.  2  is 
a  malted  cereal  food  for  children  and  general  use.  The 
No.  1  is  manufactured  from  pasteurised  milk  and  needs 
only  the  addition  of  water,  and  No.  2  is  a  partially  malted 
cereal  food  of  a  starchy  character  specially  adapted  for  the 
use  of  infants  from  seven  to  eight  months  and  upwards. 
Another  preparation  is  "  Maltcon,"  or  malt-soup,  which 
has  a  pleasant  meaty  flavour,  although  there  is  no  meat- 
extract  in  it.  Horlick's  Malted  Milk  Co.  have  a 
bay  devoted  to  their  well-known  foods,  which  is 
dispensed  freely  to  visitors.  The  Southern  Cotton 
Oil  Co.  show  "  Snowdrift,"  a  perfectly  white, 
odourless,  and  colourless  vegetable  fat,  for  use  in 
the  manufacture  of  cakes  and  pastry  and  cooking 
generally.  Spring  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  unique  show 
of  English  honey  and  "  Spring's  delights,"  such  as 
lemon-curd,  calves'-feet  jelly,  horseradish-cream,  and  other 
dainties.  The  bulk  of  the  exhibit  is  made  up  of  the 
various  descriptions  of  honey — clover,  heather,  etc. — in 
1-lb.  and  J,--lb.  bottles.  The  company  own  extensive 
apiaries  in  Lincolnshire,  and  are  careful  as  to  the 
packing  and  grading  of  honeys  for  manufacturing  as 
well  as  for  table  purposes.  In  the  Galleries  there  are 
some  good  trophy  displays  of  comb  and  extracted  honey 
and  honey-products  in  suitably  attractive  form  for  a  shop- 
window  display.  These  exhibits  are  particularly  inte- 
resting at  the  present  time  in  view  of  the  reported  shortage 
of  English  honey.  It  is  stated  that  the  wet  and  sunless 
summer  has  shortened  the  working-hours  of  bees  and 
hence  lessened  the  supply  of  English  honey  to  a  consider- 
able degree  ;  but  there  is  not  much  evidence  of  this  at  the 
exhibition,  as  the  displays  for  competition  are  as  large  as 
usual.  The  Midland  and  Eastern  Counties  of  England 
are  the  chief  producers.  The  competitions  of  grocers' 
assistants  are  extremely  numerous,  these  contests  including 
bacon-slicing,  sugar-packing,  tea-blending,  invoice-writing, 
salesmanship,  and  canvassing  for  orders.  In  the  last  com- 
petition marks  will  be  given  for  "What  is  best  to  say, 
how  to  say  it,  and  when  to  finish" — remarks  which  apply 
to  many  walks  of  life.

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Association  Affairs. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  committee  met  in  the  Rooms,  11  Waring  Street, 
Belfast,  on  September  14,  Mr.  Wm.  Haslett  (President) 
in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members. 
The  committee  appointed  as  trustees  of  the  Society's  in- 
vested funds  consists  of  Messrs.  Wm.  Jamison,  Samuel 
Gibson,  J.P.,  and  W.  J.  Rankin  (Hon.  Secretary),  and  it 
was  agreed  that  a  trust-deed  of  appointment  should  be 
prepared  by  the  solicitor  (Mr.  R.  Diamond).  It  was 
arranged  to  open  the  Winter  Session  on  Wednesday 
evening,  October  12,  with  a  social  meeting  and  whist-drive, 
the  President,  Messrs.  W.  J.  Busby  and  R.  A.  Jamison 
to  have  charge  of  the  arrangements.  The  Shops  (No.  2) 
Bill  was  submitted  for  consideration,  and  referred  to  the 
Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee  to  report  on. 

Institute  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians. 

A  Meeting  of  the  Institute  was  held  in  the  Crown  Room, 
Holborn  Restaurant,  London,  W.C.,  on  September  21.  Mr. 
A.  W.  Boatman  was  in  the  chair,  and  briefly  introduced 
Mr.  Lionel  Laurance,  who  delivered  a  lecture  on 

Unusual  Methods  of  Sight-testing. 

There  was  a  good  attendance,  and  among  the  chemists 
present  were  Mr.  J.  Harcombe  Cuff,  Mr.  H.  M.  Black 
(Brighton),  Mr.  Geo.  Bennett  (Stockport),  and  Mr.  J.  C. 
Kidd  (Manchester).  Mr.  Laurance,  who  undertook  to 
deliver  his  lecture  at  short  notice  owing  to  the  illness 
of  Dr.  Ettles,  who  was  to  have  given  a  lantern  lecture, 
dealt  with  methods  of  sight-testing  other  than  those  in- 
volving the  use  of  the  test-case,  test-types,  the  ophthalmo- 
scope, and  retinoscope.  The  various  instruments  were 
exhibited,  and  their  uses  explained  by  means  of  diagrams 
on  the  blackboard.  A  number  of  optometers  were  shown. 
The  first  were  of  a  kind  which  allows  of  the  various 
lenses  being  placed  successively  before  the  eye,  one  of 
these  being  a  most  elaborate  combination  made  to  the 
order  of  a  foreign  Government,  who  desired  a  simple 
method  of  sight-testing.  Bull's,  Oldham's,  Hersberg's, 
Barrett's,  Young's,  and  Thompson's  were  among  other 
optometers,  and  the  lecturer  showed  the  defect  in  such 
instruments  in  general. to  be  that  the  apparent  refraction  is 
too  great  owing  to  want  of  control  of  the  accommodation. 
Some  of  the  forms  contain  features  designed  to  overcome 
this  defect.  From  optometers  Mr.  Laurance  proceeded 
to  ophthalmometers,  and  had  the  advantage  of  being  able 
to  show  some  of  the  earliest  models,  in  this  way  making 
steps  clear  in  the  evolution  of  the  instrument.  The 
chromatic  test  and  Placido's  disc  were  also  explained. 

A  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  lecturer  at 
the  close  of  the  meeting. 

Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  association  to  which  non-members 
were  invited,  was  held  at  the  Royal  Institution,  Colquitt 
Street,  on  September  15,  to  consider  the  provisions  of  the 
Shops  (No.  2)  Bill  and  its  application  to  pharmacists.  In  the 
absence  of  the  president,  Mr.  Harold  Wyatt  took  the 
chair.    There  were  twenty-three  present. 

Shop  Hours  Bill. 
Mr.  Herman,  who  opened  the  discussion,  said  that 
chemists  had  suffered  in  the  past  from  too  much  legisla- 
lation  and  through  waiting  till  the  shoe  pinched  before 
they  cried  out.  He  congratulated  the  association  on  having 
adopted  better  tactics  in  holding  a  meeting  on  the  Shop 
Hours  bill  at  a  time  when  it  would  be  possible  for  their  de- 
liberations to  have  a  useful  effect,  and  he  hoped  the  example 
of  the  Liverpool  chemists  would  be  followed  throughout  the 
country.  The  situation  locally  in  regard  to  the  Bill  is 
this  :  The  Town  Clerk  is  preparing  a  report  on  the  Bill 
for  the  consideration  of  next  meeting  of  the  City  Council, 
and  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  chemists  and  other 
shopkeepers  should  put  their  views  forward  in  order  to 
influence  the  Town  Clerk  in  drawing  up  hi6  report.  It 
has  been  6hown  in  the  past — notably  in  the  poison  licences 
question — that  most  of  the  City  Councillors  do  not  trouble 
to  think  out  matters  themselves,  but  vote  blindly  according 
to  the  recommendations  of  the  Town  Clerk.  The  Shop 
Hours  bill  as  at  present  constituted  is,  said  Mr.  Herman, 


an  insult  to  chemists,  because  chemists  are  not  among  the 
tradesmen  exempted  from  compulsory  half-day  closing. 
Many  of  the  restrictions  with  which  the  bill  i6  loaded  will 
be  irksome  if  not  altered.  The  bill  empowers  the  local 
municipal  authority  to  fix  by  order  the  particular  day 
weekly  upon  which  shops  must  be  closed,  and,  in  default 
of  the  local  authority  doing  so,  it  will  be  necessary  for  each 
shopkeeper  to  post  up  a  notice  in  his  shop  saying  upon  which 
day  the  weekly  half-holiday  is  being  taken,  which  day 
cannot  be  changed  oftener  than  once  in  four  months.  This 
would  give  work  to  another  large  body  of  officials  whose 
duty  it  would  be  to  see  that  the  regulations  are  being 
adhered  to.  There  are  several  alternatives  put  before  the 
local  authority  : 

(1)  It  may  close  all  shops  on  the  same  day,  in  which  case 
exempted  trades  like  sweet-dealers  would  be  selling  mineral 
waters  and  cough  lozenges,  railway  bookstalls  spectacles  and 
perfumes,  motor  depots  oils  and  petrol,  on  the  days  when 
chemists  are  closed  and  so  unable  to  deal  in  these  lines.  Ancf 
thus  the  trade  in  these  lines  would  drift  out  of  the  chemists' 
hands. 

(2)  It  may  fix  different  days  for  different  classes  of  shops, 
when  the  same  objections  would  apply.  In  addition,  this 
idea  is  quite  impracticable  on  account  of  the  many  large 
stores  which  conduct  all  kinds  of  trade  in  one  establishment. 

(3)  It  may  fix  different  days  for  different  divisions  of  the 
town  or  city,  in  which  case  one's  rival  just  outside  the 
boundary  line  might  capture  all  his  neighbour's  customers. 
In  addition  to  all  these  objections,  it  is  obvious  that  to 
most  chemists  a  half-day's  closing  means  the  loss  of  a 
day's  trade.  The  man  with  a  dispensing  business,  who  is. 
to  be  admired  but  not  envied,  finds  that  the  doctors'  con- 
sulting hours  are  such  that  it  is  impossible  to  get  many 
prescriptions  in  for  dispensing  before  2  p.m.  Mr.  Herman 
appealed  to  all  local  chemists  to  join  the  large  body  of  local 
shopkeepers  who  are  signing  a  memorial  to  the  City  Council, 
protesting  against  the  compulsory  closing,  whilst  agreeing 
with  the  spirit  cf  the  bill  insomuch  that  they  believed  it 
right  that  all  assistants  should  be  granted  a  weekly  half- 
holiday.  Another  matter,  not  touched  upon  in  the 
memorial  but  of  especial  interest  to  the  retail  chemist,  is 
the  compulsory  Sunday  closing  proposed  in  the  bill.  This 
is  a  mistake,  inasmuch  as  it  would  necessitate  attendance 
behind  closed  doors  for  the  whole  day  instead  of  in  open 
shop  for  certain  fixed  hours.  Another  anomaly  in  the 
bill  is  that  chemists  with  post-offices  may  keep  open  when- 
ever they  like. 

Mr.  Peet  and  Mr.  Wyatt  also  spoke  strongly  against 
compulsory  closing,  whilst  accepting  the  principle  of  a 
weekly  half-holiday  for  assistants.  Mr.  Wyatt  pointed 
out  that  the  compulsory  closing  would  cause  unemployment, 
because  many  chemists  who  keep  an  assistant  in  order  that 
they  may  occasionally  take  an  afternoon  off  would  keep 
no  assistant  at  all  if  there  is  a.  general  compulsory  half- 
holiday  every  week. 

Mr.  Robinson  regretted  the  poor  attendance  at  the  meet- 
ing. It  was,  he  said,  the  old  story  that  members  would 
not  come  in  to  discuss  business  matters.  He  also  pointed 
out  what  an  injurious  effect  the  compulsory  closing  would 
have  upon  the  already  too  small  local  trade  with  American 
visitors. 

Mr.  Marsden  said  that,  although  a  namesake  of  his  had 
originated  the  half-holiday  movement  in  Manchester,  he 
himself  was  not  in  favour  of  the  fixed  half -holiday  closing. 

In  further  discussion,  Mr.  Herman  said  that  the  local 
authority  is  given  power  by  the  bill  to  enforce  early  closing 
upon  any  trade  for  other  nights  during  the  week  if  peti- 
tioned to  do  so  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  shopkeepers 
in  that  trade.  It  is  also  provided  that  a  holiday  resort 
might  secure  exemption  from  the  regulations  for  four 
months  in  the  vear,  and  he  was  prepared  to  maintain  in 
the  City  Council  that  Liverpool  is  a  holiday  resort. 
I  Mr.  Parry  declared  himself  in  favour  of  the  compulsory 
closing  where  desired  by  a  two-thirds  majority,  and  he 
elicited  from  Mr.  Herman  that  the  opposition  to  the  bill 
is  not  in  any  sense  a  political  or  partisan  move. 

It  was  then  proposed  by  Mr.  Wyatt  that: 

This  meeting  of  the  chemists  of  the  city  of  Liverpool  agrees 
to  subscribe  to  the  memorial  in  so  far  as  it  protests  against 
the  compulsory  closing  of  shops  for  one  half-day  weekly,  and 
calls  upon  all  chemists  of  the  city  to  do  the  same. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Peet  and  carried  unanimously. 
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Early  Closing  in  Australia. 


THE  movement  in  Australia  in  favour  of  earlier  closing 
has  been  engaging  attention  repeatedly  during  the  past 
sixty  years.  But  it  was  not  until  legislation  in  New 
Zealand  gave  the  majority  of  traders  of  a  particular 
district  the  right  by  petition  to  fix  the  hours  of  closing 
that  anything  very  tangible  was  accomplished.  In  New 
Zealand,  according  to  the  latest  returns,  out  of  eighty-eight 
districts  the  chemists  in  nineteen  have  agreed  as  to  the 
hour  for  closing.  In  some  cases  this  is  nine,  in  others 
eight,  and  in  some  half-past  seven.  The  introduction  of 
similar  legislation  in  Victoria  led  the  pharmacists  in 
certain  districts  to  close  at  nine  o'clock,  a  petition  of  a 
majority  of  those  actually  in  business  being  sufficient  to 
give  this  the  force  of  law.  A  year  or  so  ago  the  whole 
of  Melbourne  and  suburbs  was  brought  under  a  single 
petition,  nine  o'clock  being  the  closing-hour.  In  Mel- 
bourne the  movement  has  culminated  very  rapidly  in  the 
last  two  years,  and  it  seems  quite  likely  that  it  will  not 
end  when  closing  at  8  p.m.  is  obtained.  Seven  is  already 
mentioned. 

Several  years  ago  an  Act  in  New  South  Wales  fixed  the 
closing-hour  for  pharmacies  at  nine  o'clock,  but  owing  to 
a  defect  in  drafting  one  city  pharmacist  contested  the 
point  and  showed  in  the  courts  that  the  prohibition  to 
keep  open  after  nine  o'clock  related  only  to  the  sale  of 
toilet-articles  and  similar  matters,  and  that  the  pharma- 
cist could  remain  open  so  long  as  he  liked  for  the  sale  of 
articles  "urgently  required"  as  medicines.  This  natur- 
ally broke  down  the  whole  effect  of  the  measure.  Within 
the  last  two  years  the  Northern  Sydney  Pharmacists'  As- 
sociation— a  group  of  suburbs  that  are  principally  resi- 
dential— has  been  able  to  effect  a  voluntary  agreement 
to  close  at  8  p.m.,  and  this  has  been  maintained  with 
satisfaction  to  the  public  and  the  pharmacists. 

Industrial  legislation,  giving  the  opportunity  for  the 
formation  of  unions  among  the  employes  in  different 
trades,  led  to  the  establishment  of  the  Shop  Assistants' 
and  Warehouse  Employes'  Association  in  New  South 
Wales.  Commonwealth  legislation  followed  for  the  whole 
of  Australia,  allowing  the  formation  of  Commonwealth 
Associations.  The  Shop  Assistants'  Union  speedily 
brought  about  the  establishment  of  similar  unions  in  the 
capitals  of  other  States — Melbourne,  Brisbane,  Adelaide, 
and  Perth — and  the  Shop  Assistants'  and  Warehouse  Em- 
ployes Federation  of  Australia  was  established.  In 
Sydney  operations  were  carried  furthest,  and  the  Shop 
Assistants'  Union  established  branches  for  retail  assistants 
generally,  then  for  grocers  and  for  chemists.  A  Wages 
Board  settled  wages  and  conditions  for  the  majority,  and 
the  Union  then  approached  the  Industrial  Court  with  a  view 
of  getting  a  log  fixing  the  wages  and  hours  of  employment 
for  pharmacists'  assistants.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
assistants  disagreed  with  the  methods  of  the  Shop  Assis- 
tants' Union,  and  formed  another  organisation — the  Phar- 
macists' Assistants'  Association.  Finally  a  Wages  Board 
was  established  containing  representatives  of  the  master 
pharmacists,  the  Pharmacists'  Assistants'  Association,  and 
the  Shop  Assistants'  Union,  and  the  hours  of  employment 
for  pharmacists'  assistants  were  fixed  at  116  a  fortnight, 
this  allowing  some  adjustment  for  alternate  Sunday  duty. 

This  did  not  touch  the  question  of  earlier  closing  of  the 
pharmacy,  for  the  employer  was  allowed  to  remain  as 
before,  and  even  to  adjust  the  hours  of  his  assistants  that 
one  or  other  of  them  might  be  present  till  late  hours.  The 
pharmacists  in  the  Northern  suburbs  and  assistants  who  are 
members  of  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union  have  been  agi- 
tating independently  for  earlier  closing.  Deputations 
from  the  Union  and  also  from  the  master  pharmacists 
have  waited  upon  the  Minister  of  Labour,  the  assistants 
urging  six  o'clock  as  the  hour  for  closing,  and  the  masters 
nine  o'clock.  A  meeting  of  the  master  pharmacists  of 
Sydney  was  called  for  August  11  at  the  instance  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  New  South 
Wales.  The  advocate  of  closing  at  8  p.m.  unfortunately 
antagonised  the  meeting  at  the  start,  and  after  that  nothing 
that  he  could  propose  was  accepted.  The  meeting  decided 
upon  nine  o'clock  as  the  hour  of  closing,  against  the  pro- 
posal to  close  on  Saturday  afternoons,  with  the  right  to 


reopen  in  the  evening,  and  in  favour  of  four  hours'  open- 
ing on  Sundays  and  holidays,  divided  between  the  morn- 
ing and  the  afternoon.  A  further  proposal,  which  would 
have  given  the  northern  suburbs  or  any  other  district  the 
right  to  fix  an  earlier  hour  o"f  closing  if  the  majority 
desired,  was  lost. 

On  the  previous  day  a  meeting  was  held  in  Brisbane 
(Queensland).  Here  legislation  allowing  for  the  forma- 
tion of  wages  boards  had  been  applied  to  the  employers 
and  employes  in  several  retail  trades.  Considerable 
agitation  went  on  from  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Institute 
to  secure  the  establishment  of  a  Wages  Board  for  phar- 
maceutical assistants,  but  the  idea  seems  to  have  been 
dropped.  The  question  of  earlier  closing  was,  how- 
ever, brought  up  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 
The  most  important  information  submitted  was  the 
report  of  a  private  interview  with  the  President  of  the 
Queensland  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association. 
An  assistant  had  a  conversation  with  the  doctor.  The 
latter  declared  emphatically  in  favour  of  earlier  closing, 
8  p.m.  being  mentioned.  He  saw  practically  no  difficulties 
in  the  way.  The  point  that  had  been  repeatedly  raised 
before  that  urgent  prescriptions  should  always  be  obtain- 
able he  met  with  the  suggestion  that  a  central  pharmacy 
should  be  kept  open  at  all  hours  for  the  supply  of 
medicines,  or  that  different  pharmacies  in  rotation  should 
do  this  work.  To  the  objection  that  it  would  not  be 
possible  to  obtain  repeat  prescriptions  under  such  an 
arrangement,  he  replied  that  repeat  prescriptions  are 
never  urgent ;  they  could  be  obtained  earlier  in  the  day. 
The  only  possible  difficulty  was  that  the  poorer  classes 
might  be  unable  to  interview  the  doctor  early  enough  to 
allow  of  the  prescriptions  to  be  given  and  dispensed 
before  8  p.m.

Essential  Oil  of  Jasmin.— Hesse  ("  Berichte,"  32,  565, 
etc.)  has  made  an  exhaustive  study  of  oil  of  jasmin,  an  oil  now 
largely  used  by  perfumers  in  place  of  the  pomade.  Elze  has 
recently  taken  the  matter  up,  and  now  ("  Chemiker  Zeitung," 
1910,  p.  912)  announces  the  discovery  of  two  new  bodies  in 
the  oil.  These  are  geraniol  and  para-cvesol.  By  shaking 
the  oil  with  a  2-per-cent.  solution  of  caustic  soda  in  the  cold, 
and  saturating  the  alkaline  liquid  with  carbonic-acid  gas, 
a  phenol  separates  which  has  the  odour  of  cresol  and  yields 
its  reactions.  It  was  positively  identified  by  treating  it  with 
dimethyl-sulphate,  by  means  of  which  its  derivative,  p-cresyl- 
methyl  ether,  is  formed,  which  is  easily  recognised  by  its 
characteristic  odour.  The  oil,  freed  from  cresol,  is  washed 
with  tartaric  acid  and  then  with  water,  and  fractionated 
in  vacuo.  The  portion  boiling  at  75°  to  120°  at  3  mm.  pressure 
is  heated  with  phthalic  anhydride  on  a  water-bath  for  two 
hours,  with  benzene  as  a  diluent.  The  primary  alcohols  are 
separated  in  the  usual  manner  from  the  reaction  product, 
and  rectified  in  vacuo.  The  distillate  is  treated  with  calcium 
chloride,  and  the  resulting  solid  compound  extracted  with 
hot  petroleum  ether.  The  calcium  chloride-geraniol  com- 
pound is  decomposed  with  water,  and  steam  distilled.  The 
diphenylurethane  melted  at  82°,  and  the  alcohol  had  a  specific 
gravity  0.883,  was  optically  inactive,  and  boiled  at  130°  at 
25  mm.  The  odour  was  typically  that  of  geraniol.  These 
figures  establish  the  presence  of  free  geraniol  in  oil  of  jasmin. 

Sesquiterpene  Alcohols.  —  Kimura-Osaka  ("  Ber. 
Deutseh.  Pharm.  Gesellsch.,"  1910.  293)  has  made  a  further 
■contribution  to  the  study  of  the  sesquiterpene  alcohols  which 
he  separated  from  the  essential  oil  of  Cryptomeria.  He 
isolated  two  isomeric  alcohols  from  this  oil,  cryptomeriol  and 
iso-cryptomeriol — the  former  liquid,  the  latter  solid.  He  has 
now  worked  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  whether  the  liquid 
is  transformable  into  the  crystalline  variety,  and  has  extended 
Tiis  work  to  the  sesquiterpene  alcohols  cedrol  and  santalol.  It 
is  shown  that  cryptomeriol  can,  by  conversion  with  its  xantho- 
genic  ester,  which  is  then  decomposed,  being  partially  con- 
verted by  a  molecular  rearrangement,  into  iso-cryptomeriol. 
Experiments  were  undertaken  to  see  whether  the  change  from 
liquid  to  crystalline  isomer  could  be  effected  in  other  ways, 
and  also  with  cedrol  and  santalol.  It  was  found  that  a  pure 
liquid  cedar-wood  alcohol  gradually — after  some  months — 
became  transformed  into  crystalline  cedrol,  melting  at  86°. 
Conversion  is  also  easily  effected  by  distilling  the  potassium 
alcoholate  with  steam — when,  after  three  weeks,  the  conversion 
is  complete.  Conversion  is  also  largely  effected  by  the  xantho- 
genie  esterification.  On  the  other  hand,  no  crystallisation 
could  be  effected  with  santal-wood  oil,  although  some  mole- 
cular alteration  took  place  by  esterification,  since  the  optical 
actinity  of  the  alcohol  was  reduced  from  -17°  to  -5°.  The 
•only  method  which  effected  the  conversion  in  the  case  of 
■cryptomeriol  was  the  xanthogenic  ester  method. 

New  Delphinium  Alkaloids.  — Keller  ("  Archiv.  der 
Pharm.,"  1910,  p.  468)  has  isolated  some  new  alkaloids  from 
Delphinium  consolida.  The  seeds  were  extracted  for  two  days 
with  alcohol  acidified  with  hydrochloric  acid,  and  after  sepa- 
ration of  the  solvent  the  extraction  was  repeated  four  times. 
The  alcohol  was  distilled  off  and  the  extract  treated  with 
water  until  everything  soluble  was  dissolved.  The  fat,  etc., 
was  filtered  off,  and  the  filtrate  evaporated  on  a  water-bath. 
The  acid  solution  was,  when  cool,  extracted  with  ether-chloro- 
form to  remove  traces  of  resin,  etc.,  and  then  the  extract  was 
rendered  alkaline  with  potash  and  again  extracted  with  the 
same  solvent.  The  alkaloids  were  now  extracted  from  the  sol- 
vent by  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  the  water  driven  off  at  a  low 
heat,  and  the  residue  dried  in  a  desiccator.  A  yield  of  1  per 
cent,  of  crude  hydrochlorides  of  the  alkaloids  was  thus  ob- 
tained. These  were  dissolved  in  three  times  their  weight  of 
water,  and  ammonia  added  to  a  portion  of  this  solution,  which 
was  then  extracted  with  ether,  and  on  standing  all  night 
evaporating  it  left  a  base  (a)  in  six-sided  tables.  By  further 
extracting  the  ammoniacal  solution  with  chloroform,  an 
amorphous  base  was  obtained.  Another  amorphous  base  was 
also  obtained.  The  crystalline  alkaloid  has  been  carefully 
■examined,  and  Heller  finds  it  to  melt  at  195°-197°.  The  auri- 
•chloride  is  a  yellow  amorphous  powder,  which  contains 
26.77  per  cent,  of  metallic  gold.  It  yields  all  the  usual  alka- 
loidal  reactions,  and  from  a  series  of  comparisons  of  its 
colorimetric  reactions,  it  differs  from  all  previously  known 
delphinium  alkaloids.  As  a  mean  of  fifteen  combustion  it 
contains  C  =  62.67  per  cent:  H=8.69  per  cent.:  N  =  3.68  per- 
cent. It  also  contains  19.49  per  cent,  of  methoxyl.  These  figures 
'clearly  differentiate  it  from  the  alkaloid  delphinine,  whether 
the  formula  of  Erdmann,  Marquis,  or  Stojanow  be  accepted. 
Professor  Giirber  finds  the  alkaloid  to  be  very  poisonous,  and 
very  similar  to  that  of  curara  when  injected  subcutaneously.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

The  Paris  Assistants 

who  have  been  agitating  for  a  nine- 
o'clock  closing-hour  deserve  the  moral  support  of  their 
British  confreres.  Not  that  all  of  us  have  clean  hands  on 
this  side  of  the  Channel,  for  very  long  hours  are  frequently 
the  rule  in  many  of  the  poorer  districts  and  even  in  some 
of  the  better-class  shops.  But  in  this  country  the  tendency 
has  undoubtedly  been  in  the  direction  of  shorter  hours. 
This  is  all  for  the  best,  for  evidence  has  been  accumulating 
that  the  reduction  of  the  daily  hours  of  toil  improves  the 
vitality  of  the  workers  and  leads  to  an  increased  output  of 
work.  In  some  businesses  the  shorter  day  may  not  be  so 
profitable  to  the  employer ;  but  it  is  certainly  profitable  to 
the  nation  and  to  the  race,  for  it  tends  to  conserve  the 
vital  resources  on  which  national  efficiency  depends. 

The  Dental  Chemists 

have  done  the  right  thing  in  combining 
their  forces,  for  when  the  members  of  the  British  Dental 
Association  know  that  they  will  be  faced  with  a  compact 
opposition  such  as  the  new  Society  can  command,  they  will 
think  twice  before  they  approach  Parliament  with  a  Bill 
having  as  one  of  its  objects  the  prevention  of  these  men 
from  carrying  on  a  perfectly  lawful  business.  From  the 
statement  made  at  the  meeting  reported  last  week  it 
almost  seems  as  if  they  had  already  retreated  from  the 
position  taken  up  some  time  ago  with  such  a  flourish  of 
trumpets.  There  must  be  some  hundreds  of  chemist- 
extractors  in  the  country,  and  such  men  have  just  as  much 
right  to  protect  their  vested  interests  as  the  L.D.S.  him- 
self. The  British  Parliament  never  acts  unjustly  with 
open  eyes,  and,  as  the  new  Society  may  be  trusted  to  put 
the  chemists'  case  forward  with  lucidity  and  emphasis, 
I  take  it  that  the  rights  of  the  chemists  who  have  for  years 
practised  dentistry  will  not  be  interfered  with,  and  if 
there  is  to  be  a  new  register  of  unexamined  dentists  I 
shall  be  very  much  surprised  if  a  goodly  number  of  dental 
chemists  are  not  found  upon  it. 
The  Madras  Chemists 

are  to  be  congratulated  on  having 
initiated  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association  of 
Madras,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  India.  It  is  surprising  that 
in  these  days  of  combinations  and  societies  the  chemists  of 
our  great  Eastern  Dependency  have  not  as  yet  had  any 
corporate  existence ;  but  I  suppose  this  may  be  explained 
by  the  fact  that  the  strictly  British  firms  are  comparatively 
few  in  number,  and  hitherto  they  have  refrained  from 
joining  hands  with  the  native  chemists.  If  any  feeling  of 
this  kind  ever  existed  it  is  indeed  a  sign  of  the  times  that 
it  no  longer  exists,  and  every  lover  of  India  must  rejoice 
that  both  Europeans  and  Indians  are  ready  to  meet  in  a 
friendly  spirit  to  devise  means  for  improving  their  mutual 
interests  and  prospects.  In  a  densely  populated  country  like 
India  there  must  be  many  thousands  of  highly  educated 
native  chemists,  who  only  require  a  lead,  and  I  hope  that 
the  example  so  happily  set  by  our  confreres  in  Madras  may 
be  the  means  of  inducing  many  other  districts  to  embark 
on  a  similar  enterprise. 
To  Err  is  Human. 

Homer  nods,  and  even  "Xrayser  II."  is 
occasionally  caught  napping  !  Fortunately,  he  usually  has 
the  much-enduring  printer  to  fall  back  upon.  A  wrong 
accent,  or  the  misspelling  of  an  unfamiliar  name,  can 
always  be  laid  (and  sometimes  justly)  on  those  broad 
shoulders ;  but  a  split  infinitive  is — God  bless  us  ! — a  dif- 


ferent matter,  and  one  that  cannot  easily  be  explained 
away.  Personally,  I  abhor  the  split  infinitive.  Mr. 
Chesterton,  on  the  contrary,  glories  in  this  construction, 
the  dread  of  which  he  considers- the  first  infirmity  of 
ignoble  minds.  It  is  certain  that  great  writers  have  used 
it  almost  from  the  beginnings  of  English  literature ;  and 
the  late  FitzEdward  Hall,  who  knew  as  much  about  our 
language  and  the  usage  of  our  best  (and  worst)  writers  as 
any  man  of  his  time,  justifies  it  on  this  ground.  His 
little  pamphlet  on  the  subject,  reprinted  from  the  New 
York  "  Nation,"  completely  vindicates  the  construction 
from  this  point  of  view ;  suffice  it  here  to  cite  one  or  two 
modern  instances  of  its  use  by  acknowledged  masters  of 
style.  Johnson,  in  his  "Life  of  Milton,"  says,  "Milton 
was  too  busy  to  much  miss  his  wife";  Macaulay,  in  the 
Essay  on  Lord  Holland,  "To  fully  appreciate  the  cha- 
racter of  Lord  Holland,"  and  poets  are  said  to  be  the 
makers  of  English,  and  Byron,  a  careless  writer,  it  is  true, 
but  a  great  poet,  has  "to  slowly  trace"  in  "  Childe 
Harold,"  and  Keats  "to  nightly  call"  in  "Endymion." 
There  is,  of  course,  such  a  thing  as  "  drawing  foul  ex- 
amples from  fair  names,"  but  a  construction  so  common  as 
this,  and  sanctioned  by  such  writers,  cannot  without 
pedantry  be  condemned  as  bad  English.  Yet  may  the 
shade  of  Lindley  Murray  preserve  us  all  from  falling  into 
the  habit  of  using  it ! 

The  Figure  of  the  "Mandrake" 

given  in  last  week's  C.  da  Z>_ 
is  almost  too  human  in  shape  to  be  accepted  as  anything 
but  a  freak.  Canon  Ellacombe  refers  to  similar  figures 
in  the  "Flora  Grseca,"  "beautifully  accurate"  and; 
"painfully  human,"  but  these  are,  I  believe,  drawn  frorrv 
the  true  mandrake,  which  does  sometimes  ape  the  human 
form  so  closely  that  it  was  once  actually  reckoned  among; 
living  beasts.  The  widespread  belief  in  its  semi-human 
character — one  of  its  names  was  "semi-homo" — was. 
doubtless  largely  fostered  by  the  fact  that,  as  Gerard 
puts  it,  "Idle  drones  that  haue  little  or  nothing  to  do 
but  eate  and  drinke  haue  bestowed  some  of  their  time  iru 
caruing  the  rootes  of  Brionie,  forming  them  to  the  shape 
of  men  and  women";  for  Coles  adds  that  such  carved 
roots  were  re-set  and  pulled  up  again  as  genuine  man- 
drakes. The  true  mandrake  itself  was  treated  in  the- 
same  way,  and  the  superstitious  awe  with  which  it  was 
regarded  was  further  stimulated  by  little  images  carved 
from  the  root  and  sold  as  charms.  These  were  known  in 
Germany  as  Alrunen,  or  witches,  the  German  name  for- 
mandrake  (Alraun)  being  also  the  name  for  a  sorceress- 
(Alraune).  They  are  said  to  have  been  imported  into 
England  from  Germany  in  large  numbers  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII.,  and  to  this  fact,  probably,  is  due  the  prac- 
tice of  which  Gerard  complains  with  regard  to  bryony- 
root.  The  story  of  the  mandrake  in  Roscoe's  "German 
Novels"  may  be  recommended  to  anyone  who  desires  in 
these  coming  winter  nights  to  experience  "the  creeps" 
in  the  superlative  degree.  Robert  Louis  Stevenson' 
imitated  it  in  "The  Bottle  Imp,"  but.  though  he 
moralised  the  legend  admirably,  he  missed  (perhaps  de- 
signedly) most  of  its  horror.  Bacon,  in  his  "Natural' 
History,"  refers  to  these  "ugly  images,"  the  belief  in 
which  was  a  survival  of  the  old  notion  that  whosoever- 
pulled  up  a  mandrake  it  became  his  good  genius,  and 
would  cure  his  maladies,  increase  his  wealth,  keep  off  evil' 
spirits,  discover  hidden  treasures,  act  as  a  love-charm, 
and,  in  short,  play  the  part  of  Mephistopheles  to  Faust. 
The  absurd  and  horrible  superstitions  attaching  to  this 
plant,  some  of  which  persist  to  the  present  day,  would' 
fill  a  volume,  but  it  had  its  uses  as  a  soporific  or  anaes- 
thetic and  as  an  emetic.  Philips,  the  author  of  "  Flora 
Historica,"  thought  that  possibly  the  seeds  may  really 
have  the  property  attributed  to  them  by  Jacob's  wives,. 
They  are  still  used  in  Palestine  for  the  same  purpose  as  by 
them.

Our  Corner  for  Students. 

The  eve  of  another  winter  session  is  a  suitable  occasion  on 
which  to  refer  to  the  opportunities  for  self-improvement 
and  for  the  testing  of  progress  afforded  to  students  by  the 
monthly  competitive  exercises  in  qualitative  analysis  and 
closely  allied  chemical  subjects,  which  are  regularly  an- 
nounced and  commented  upon  in  our  Corner  for  Students. 
This  section  has  been  a  special  feature  of  the  C.  &  D.  for 
forty-two  years,  and  during  this  prolonged  period  the  com- 
petitions have  been  taken  part  in,  and  have  been  highly 
appreciated  by  successive  generations  of  pharmaceutical 
students,  among  the  numbers  of  whom  there  have  been 
included  many  men  who  have  made  their  mark  high  in 
the  world  of  pharmacy,  as  well  as  in  other  departments 
of  the  world's  activities.  So  long  as  students  of  pharmacy 
have  not  an  enforced  curriculum  of  study  imposed  upon 
them,  they  avail  themselves  of  the  liberty  allowed  them  to 
obtain  as  they  please  the  needful  instruction  in  their  several 
subjects  of  study  and  examination;  and  hence,  while  some 
adopt  a  voluntary  school  curriculum,  others  elect,  or  are 
xmstrained  by  circumstances,  to  carry  on  their  studies  by 
the  aid  of  books  alone,  without  a  teacher  to  guide  them, 
whatever  their  plan  of  study,  however,  our  exercises  come 
to  the  aid  of  all  students  alike,  so  far  as  the  subject  of 
chemical  analysis  is  concerned,  since  the  curriculum  student 
can  make  use  of  them  as  an  outside  and  totally  independent 
test  of  knowledge  and  of  progress,  while  the  private 
student  has,  in  not  a  few  cases  that  have  come  under  our 
notice,  made  use  of  them  as  a  source  of  real  and  profitable 
instruction.  From  the  first,  the  competitive  element  has 
been  maintained  throughout  in  connection  with  the 
exercises ;  but  while  this  has  been  a  matter  of  first-class 
importance,  especially  in  the  view  of  a  considerable  number 
of  students,  education  has  nevertheless  been  our  primary 
jbject,  and  as  an  educational  agency  the  "Corner"  has 
been  admittedly  of  the  greatest  value  to  those  who  have 
'aken  part  in  the  competitions  for  any  considerable  period. 
The  stimulus  of  possibly  attaining  the  position  of  a 
prize-winner,  whether  in  connection  with  the  original 
monthly  exercises  or  in  the  Winter  Tournaments,  which 
have  now  been  open  to  students  of  pharmacy  for  a  leng- 
thened period,  has  no  doubt  added  a  spirit  of  emulation 
and  a  healthy  zest  to  the  various  competitions.  We  note 
with  no  small  degree  of  satisfaction  that  numerous  prize- 
winners in  our  students'  competitions  appear  later  as  the 
winners  of  valuable  scholarships  and  prizes,  in  phar7 
maceutical  subjects,  and  thereby  follow  up  the  early  pro- 
mise of  their  junior  student  days.  If  all  pharmaceutical 
teachers  will  advise  their  students  and  all  masters  will 
urge  their  apprentices  and  unqualified  assistants  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  aids  presented  by  our  Corner  for 
Students,  they  may  do  much  to  extend  still  further  the  use- 
fulness of  this  department.  Announcements  regarding  the 
work  for  the  coming  winter  session  appear  in  the  present 
issue. 
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:    Pharmacopoeia  Revisers. 

Phaemacopceial  revision  is  a  topic  ever  present  in  the 
pharmaceutical  world,  and  it  invariably  brings  in  its  train 
the  question  as  to  the  constitution  of  revising  committees. 
M.  Vaudin,  in  his  report  to  the  recent  International 
Congress  of  Pharmacy  on  Pharmaceutical  Representation 
on  Pharmacopoeia  Commissions,  stated  that  the  last  Com- 
mission for  the  French  Codex  comprised  four  professors  of 
medicine,  seven  professors  of  pharmacy,  four  members  of 
the  Academy  of  Medicine,  a  hospital  pharmacist,  and  two 
practising  pharmacists.  The  Association  Generale  des 
Pharmaciens  de  France  is  keenly  desirous  of  augmenting 
the  number  of  practising  pharmacists  on  the  Commission, 
and  MM.  Crinon  and  Vaudin  (President  and  Secretary  of 
the  above  Association)  have  been  added  as  the  result  of 
representations  to  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction.  The 
Association  also  desires  to  have  a  number  of  provincial  phar- 
macists and  professors  included  in  the  Commission.  Mr. 
Otto  Raubenheimer,  in  a  communication  to  the  Congress, 
gave  the  personnel  of  the  new  Revision  Committee  for  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  which  was  nearly  doubled 
in  May  (increasing  from  twenty-six  to  fifty-one  members), 
as  follows  :  twelve  professors  of  pharmacy,  thirteen  physi- 
cians (including  six  professors  of  pharmacology,  four  pro- 
fessors of  therapeutics  and  materia  medica,  and  three  pro- 
fessors of  chemistry),  eight  professors  of  chemistry,  eight 
retail  pharmacists,  six  manufacturing  pharmacists,  two 
manufacturing  chemists,  six  Government  officials,  and  five 
pharmacognosists.  The  discrepancy  in  the  total  (sixty 
instead  of  fifty-one)  is  accounted  for  by  several  members 
belonging  to  more  than  one  profession.  The  chief  increases 
are  :  retail  pharmacists,  six ;  Government  officials,  six ; 
physicians,  six;  and  manufacturing  chemists,  five;  only 
two  of  the  previous  Revision  Committee  being  retail 
pharmacists.  The  German  Pharmacopoeia  now  in  prepara- 
tion is  being  compiled  by  a  Commission  of  twenty-six 
members,  half  of  whom  are  pharmacists.  The  national 
character  of  a  Pharmacopoeia  is  of  paramount  importance 
as  regards  the  drug-standards  of  the  country  of  its  origin, 
and  the  increasing  size  of  the  revising  bodies  reflects  the 
growing  complexity  of  the  work.  It  is  evident  that  the 
necessity  for  the  co-operation  of  pharmacists  in  business  in 
its  production  is  fast  gaining  ground  in  many  countries. 
It  is  unfortunate  as  regards  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  that 
its  preparation  and  publication  are  entrusted  by  statute  to 
medical  practitioners.  The  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  of 
the  General  Medical  Council,  however,  recognises  the  neces- 
sity for  pharmaceutical  co-operation,  and  has  called  into 
being  a  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Mr.  Walter  Hills.  The  other  members  of 
the  Committee  are  Messrs.  W.  N.  Allen,  G.  D.  Beggs, 
F.  C.  J.  Bird,  J.  E.  Brunker,  W.  Inglis  Clark,  D.  B.  Dott, 
C.  A.  Hill,  W.  Kirkby,  E.  W.  Lucas,  G.  Lunan,  J.  C. 
Umney,  E.  White,  R.  Wright,  and  H.  G.  Greenish  (Hon. 
Secretary).  It  will  be  seen  that  the  fifteen  representatives 
of  British  pharmacy  include  eight  manufacturers  or  whole- 
salers, five  retailers,  one  professor,  and  one  Government 
officer.  In  contrast  with  other  countries,  the  comparative 
absence  of  tRe  academic  element  is  conspicuous,  but  it  is 
more  than  compensated  for  by  the  representation  of  retail 
pharmacy.  The  results  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  undoubtedly  of  great  merit,  and  the  policy  of 
submitting  them  for  discussion  is  to  be  commended  to 
other  countries.  The  discussion  in  these  columns  which 
followed  Messrs.  Hill  and  Umney's  paper  on  the  essential 
oils  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  ample  testimony  to  the 
suggestions  of  practical  value  which  can  be  evoked  by  this 


procedure.  The  British  method  of  drawing  upon 
pharmacists  of  commercial  and  technical  experience  is  also 
being  adopted  abroad,  while  more  comprehensive  Com- 
missions will  aid  in  excluding  that  bete  noire  of  the 
standard  work — the  "one-man"  monograph. 


Britain  in  Brussels. 

Fifty  years  ago  preparations  were  being  made  for  the 
opening  of  the  International  Exhibition  which  was  held 
in  Hyde  Park  in  1861.  It  was  Prince  Albert  to  whom 
was  chiefly  due  the  enthusiasm  which  made  that  great 
World's  Fair  a  magnificent  success.  At  that"  time  and  for 
many  years  after  it  was  believed  that  the  Exhibition 
largely  fostered  the  export  trade  of  this  country,  but,  as 
years  went  past,  it  began  to  be  whispered  that  the  Exhi- 
bition was  the  means  of  teaching  our  foreign  rivals  how 
to  do  things,  and  the  growth  of  this  notion  has  gradually 
created  among  British  manufacturers  the  feeling  that 
International  Exhibitions  do  not  pay,  and  that  it  is  pos- 
sible to  give  away  more  than  one  gets  from  them.  Be 
this  as  it  may,  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  since 
the  Chicago  Exhibition  in  1893  new  ideas  have  been 
brought  into  this  exhibition  business,  chiefly  on  account 
of  the  remarkable  display  which  was  made  there  by  Ger- 
man industries  under  the  aegis  of  the  German  Government 
of  the  Empire.  We  had  the  opportunity  then  of 
describing  the  efforts  made  officially  on  behalf  of  British 
manufacturers,  and  our  criticisms  were  helpful  in  bringing 
about  a  much-needed  reform.  After  tentative  efforts  at 
organisation  and  subsidy,  chiefly  at  St.  Louis  and  Paris, 
our  Board  of  Trade  at  last  appointed  a  permanent  com- 
mission to  deal  with  the  representation  of  British 
industries  at  great  International  Exhibitions,  the  object 
being  to  get  the  nation's  activities  well  represented  and 
adequately  displayed,  so  that  a  more  valuable  return  than 
hitherto  might  be  obtained  for  our  manufacturers  and 
others.  Of  this  Commission  Lord  Lytton  is  President, 
Mr.  Wintour,  Commissioner-General,  and  Sir  Boverton 
Redwood  the  leading  chemical  adviser. 

The  Exhibition  now  being  held  in  Brussels  is  the  first 
at  which  the  perfected  organisation  of  the  new  Depart- 
ment has  worked  to  completion,  and,  as  ill-fortune  would 
have  it,  the  fire  which  destroyed  the  British  Section  there 
five  weeks  ago  has  tested  the  Department  in  a  severe 
manner,  and  with  results  which  are  entirely  to  the  credit 
of  the  Department  and  British  manufacturers.  Within 
this  comparatively  short  time  more  exhibitors  have  again 
offered  their  displays  than  can  be  provided  for.  King 
Albert  opened  the  restored  Section  on  Monday,  when  he 
spoke  in  terms  of  the  highest  compliment  of  the  enter- 
prise of  British  manufacturers,  and  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  the  incident  is  one  of  the  finest  advertisements 
that  British  industry  has  had  for  many  a  day.  We  are. 
glad  to  observe  that  many  of  the  exhibitors  who  are  again 
participating  are  connected  with  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical industries,  and,  had  larger  space  been  available 
and  time  permitted,  more  would  have  been  included. 
The  fact  that  the  juries  had  practically  determined  the 
awards  might  have  justified  a  considerable  abstention,  for 
it  is  commonly  said  that  exhibits  are  only  useful  for 
the  medals  that  can  be  gained.  This  seems  to  have  been 
disproved,  and  we  may  fairly  claim  for  British  manufac- 
turers that  they  have  gone  into  this  matter  for  the  love 
of  the  thing  and  to  help  a  friendly  nation  at  a  time  of 
great  disaster.  On  another  page  wTe  give  an  account  of  the 
inauguration  ceremony,  to  which  we  add  some  notes  on  the 
pharmaceutical  and  chemical  exhibits  in  the  new  Section. 
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Specialities  in  Germany. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  how  similar  is  the  attitude  adopted 
by  the  medical  profession  in  Great  Britain  and  in  Germany 
with  regard  to  all  that  comes  within  the  designation  of 
"  specialities."  At  last  year's  annual  meeting  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  the  question  of  "purging"  the 
advertisement-pages  of  the  official  organ  was  under  discus- 
sion, and  this  question  is  also  on  the  programme  of  the 
recently  formed  international  bureau  of  the  medical  Press. 
In  Great  Britain  the  movement  is  directed  against  "  patent 
medicines,"  these  being  accused  of  furthering  self -treat- 
ment. In  Germany,  in  addition  to  this  class  of  prepara- 
tions, the  doctors  complain  of  the  ceaseless  flooding  of  the 
market  with  new  synthetic  preparations,  many  of  which  are 
issued  by  certain  firms  without  proper  trial  and  pushed  by 
more  or  less  questionable  methods.  It  is  admitted  that  the 
course  adopted  by  the  well-known  chemical  works  of  in- 
troducing new  preparations  only  after  they  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  exhaustive  trials  is  above  criticism,  but  some 
firms  are  accused  of  resorting  to  different  methods  for  the 
propaganda  of  their  products.  The  principal  aim  of  the 
last-named  firms  is  to  induce  a  young  doctor  to  publish  in 
some  professional  journal  a  paper  reporting  his  favourable 
results  with  such  and  such  a  preparation,  and  then  using 
•this  paper  for  advertising-purposes.  Several  of  the  leading 
German  medical  journals  have  for  some  years  past  striven 
to  put  a  stop  to  this  form  of  abuse,  and  those  authors  who 
are  known  to  write  in  the  interests  of  questionable  products 
for  a  pecuniary  consideration  have  been  placed  on  a  "  black 
list,"  and  in  this  they  have  been  assisted  by  many  of  the 
leading  German  chemical  works.  Recently  a  physician  has 
protested  against  the  domination  of  the  "therapeutic 
power  of  thinking  "  of  the  doctor  by  the  manufacturers  of 
specialities  and  synthetic  preparations.  A  proposal  which 
was  advanced  some  years  ago  is  receiving  increased  atten- 
tion— viz.,  the  creation  of  a  central  institution  to  which  all 
new  medicinal  preparations  should  be  submitted  for  ex- 
haustive trials  before  being  permitted  to  be  placed  on  the 
market.  Recently  a  commission  of  medical  men  has  been 
engaged  in  scanning  the  advertising  columns  of  the  daily 
Press  to  obtain  statistics  as  to  the  number  of  medicinal 
preparations  advertised  directly  to  the  public.  The  results 
collected  are  interesting,  especially  as  they  go  to  show  that 
the  complaint  that  this  state  of  affairs  is  chiefly  confined 
•to  Great  Britain  is  by  no  means  justified.  It  is  open  to 
•doubt  whether  the  newspapers  of  Germany,  in  spite  of  the 
existing  legal  restrictions,  can  claim  any  superiority  in 
•this  respect  over  British  journals.  No  fewer  than  26,500 
announcements  of  proprietary  articles  were  collected  from 
219  dailies,  ten  periodicals,  and  five  almanacks.  The  com- 
mission also  calculated  the  amount  spent  in  this  form  of 
advertisements.  For  one  weekly  paper  ("  Jugend  "L  which 
was  found  to  contain  300  advertisements  of  various 
specialities,  the  yearly  income  from  these  was  estimated 
to  amount  to  1,875Z.  In  the  City  of  Munich,  on  one  day, 
the  nine  dailies  were  found  to  contain  altogether  260 
advertisements  relating  to  specialities,  one  paper  contained 
no  fewer  than  seventy-two ;  this  was  calculated  to  repre- 
sent a  daily  expenditure  of  259Z.  Is.  2c?.,  or  about  50,000Z. 
yearly,  in  the  dailies  of  one  town  alone. 

One  of  the  latest  moves  of  the  "  anti-specialities"  is  to 
direct  attention  to  the  use  of  wrapping-paper  in  phar- 
macies bearing  advertisements  of  specialities,  which 
counter- bills  are  usually  supplied  free  by  the  manufacturers. 
The  apotheker,  however,  turns  the  tables  on  his  opponents 
by  pointing  out  that  as  long  as  the  extensive  advertising 
of  spas,  mineral  waters,  and  sanatoriums,  etc.,  is  counten- 


anced, and,  indeed,  largely  done  by  the  State  (as  owner  of 
so  many  of  these  resorts),  it  is  unfair  to  try  to  restrict  his 
right  in  common  with  every  other  business  man  of  openly 
advertising  his  goods. 


Ether  for  South  Africa. 

What  is  considered  a  vexatious  and  irritating  pro- 
ceeding on  the  part  of  the  Cape  Colony  Customs  authorities 
has  just  come  to  light.  Hitherto  consignments  of  ether 
(sp.  gr.  0.735)  have  been  assessed  for  duty  at  an  ad  valorem 
rate,  but  lately  the  Customs  officers  have  seized  samples 
from  consignments,  and  on  any  of  these  being  found  to 
contain  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  the  importer 
has  had  to  pay  spirit-duty  at  20s.  per  gal.  on  the  whole 
shipment.  The  tariff  which  has  been  in  operation  during 
the  past  four  years  places  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  15  per 
cent,  on  ether.  The  new  move  has  placed  importers  in  a 
serious  and  anomalous  position,  which  might  easily  have 
been  obviated  by  due  notice  of  the  intention  of  the 
Customs  regarding  the  presence  of  spirit  in  ether.  In 
future,  no  doubt,  ether-manufacturers  will  be  instructed 
by  their  South  African  customers  and  forward  ether  sup- 
plies fulfilling  the  required  conditions  as  regards  alcoholic 
content. 

Infection  by  Flies. 

Visitors  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at 
Cambridge  will  remember  the  lecturette  in  the  medical 
school  by  Dr.  Graham-Smith  on  "  House  Flies  in  Relation 
to  Diseases."  This  was  a  forecast  of  work  which  was 
being  done  for  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  has 
since  been  embodied  in  a  report  issued  this  week  by  the 
L.G.B.  The  experiments  were  carried  out  during  the 
latter  part  of  1909  to  ascertain  during  what  periods  of 
time  certain  micro-organisms  could  be  recovered  from  the 
legs  and  wings,  the  crop,  intestinal  contents,  and  other 
deposits  of  flies,  artificially  infected  by  feeding  on  cultures. 
Dr.  Graham-Smith  now  states  that  it  would  be  premature 
to  conclude  that  the  experiments  did  more  than  indicate- 
that,  under  exceptionally  favourable  conditions,  certain 
bacteria  can  be  recovered  from  the  contents  of  the  ali- 
mentary canal  and  the  deposits  of  infected  flies  for 
several  days  after  infection,  and  that  these  flies  are  capable 
of  infecting  certain  materials  on  which  they  feed,  for 
several  days. 

The  Dumfries  Cases. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year  there  was  some  Correspon- 
dence between  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  and  the  Privy  Council  regarding  the  issue 
of  agri-horticultural  poisons-licences  by  the  Dumfries- 
Town  Council.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
of  the  North  British  Branch  for  its  observations  (C.  &  D., 
April  9,  p.  548).  Nothing  of  any  importance  regarding  the 
matter  has  since  transpired  until  last  week,  when  action 
was  taken  under  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act  against  a 
Dumfries  grocer  who  held  a  poisons-licence  for  a  store, 
and  who  sold  arsenical  sheep-dip  in  his  shop,  where  it  could 
not  be  legally  dealt  in.  The  action  justifies  the  attitude  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  officials,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Privy  Council  officials  will  recognise  that  the 
Council  of  the  Society  deserved  more  support  in  this 
Dumfries  matter  than  Whitehall  gave  it.  We  cannot,  how- 
ever, avoid  expressing  surprise  that  the  Dumfries  cases 
were  not  more  fully  gone  into  by  the  Society  as  prosecutors. 
It  will  be  observed  from  the  remarks  of  the  Sheriff  and 
counsel  that  there  were  possibilities  in  the  cases  which 
certainly  deserved  to  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Court,  and  had  that  been  done  it  is  probable  that  the 
precedent  of  dismissal  of  the  defendants  with  an  admonition 
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would  have  been  avoided.  The  dismissal  looks  uncom- 
monly like  defeat  of  the  Society,  for  it  cannot  be  said 
to  be  retributive  to  licensed  poison-dealers  who  ignore  the 
Privy  Council's  regulations. 

AngIo=German  Trade. 

That  the  past  year  brought  a  slight  improvement  in  the 
position  of  the  German  chemical  industry  is  apparent 
from  the  recently  published  statistical  returns  of  Ger- 
many's foreign  trade  for  1909.  On  the  whole,  the  relations 
with  Great  Britain  showed  an  upward  tendency,  and  a 
■decrease  is  observed  only  in  a  few  articles.  In  the  follow- 
ing table,  comparing  the  returns  for  1908  and  1909,  some 
articles  of  pharmaceutical  interest  have  been  chosen  for 
which  figures  of  the  trade  with  this  country  are  available  :

Certificated  Grocers. 

Two  years  ago  we  reported  the  creation  of  the  Institute 
of  Certificated  Grocers,  having  for  its  object  the  promotion 
of  the  technical-education  movement  in  the  grocery  world. 
Since  then  much  spade-work  has  been  done  by  the  ener- 
getic Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  Aubrey  Eees)  and  others, 
whose  desire  is  to  secure  efficiency  in  the  trade.  The 
raison  d'etre  of  the  Institute  may  be  gathered  from  the 
following  paragraph  : 

Modern  developments  in  the  trade— as,  for  instance,  the 
•decay  of  apprenticeship,  the  enormous  variety  of  articles 
■dealt  with,  the  application  of  chemical  science  to  the  produc- 
tion of  commodities,  the  wide  field  from  which  these  are 
■drawn,  the  increasing  intelligence  of  the  consumer,  and  the 
growing  complexitv  of  the  laws  which  affect  the  grocer- 
make  it  imperative  that  the  grocer  and  the  men  who  assist  him 
should  possess  the  highest  skill  and  efficiency.  Only  thus 
can  the  position  of  the  grocer  be  strengthened,  while  the 
•confidence  of  the  consuming  public  in  the  trader  is  maintained 
and  increased. 

The  technical  education  in  this  instance  applies  to  sales- 
manship, bookkeeping,  buying,  selling,  window-dressing, 
and  shop-dressing,  and  with  this  object  the  Institute  co- 
operates with  the  Educational  Authorities  all  over  the 
"Kingdom  in  the  organisation  of  special  classes  for  those 
connected  with  the  grocery-trade.  This  is  a  movement 
which  appeals  to  the  younger  members,  and  such  techni- 
cally equipped  students  are  already  being  selected  for  im- 
portant and  responsible  positions  in  the  trade  in  preference 


to  their  less  accomplished  brothers.  The  Institute,  which 
has  just  issued  its  first  annual  report,  has  been  well  sup- 
ported by  money  and  influence,  and  already  it  is  claimed 
the  status  of  the  trade  has  been  raised  by  its  operations. 
The  Price  Question. 
The  mistaken  cult  of  cheapness  is-  apparently  as  rampant 
in  the  East  as  at  home.  "  Plaindealer,"  in  writing  to  the 
"Japan  Mail"  of  June  27,  gives  the  following  as  an 
example  of  the  "exorbitant"  and  "extortionate"  prices 
charged  by  foreign  drug-stores  in  Yokohama  :

The  writer  adds,  assuming  that  the  Japanese  drug-store 
only  made  one-third  profit  on  the  articles  which  do  not 
require  handling  by  a  qualified  chemist,  the  foreign 
drug-store  charged  a  "profit"  (!)  of  over  400  per  cent, 
on  the  transaction  of  a  moment,  which  is  at  the 
rate  of  145,600  per  cent,  per  annum.  "Plaindealer" 
also  says  that  24  grains  of  calcium  sulphide  mixed 
with  5  oz.  sugar  of  milk  cost  him  50  sen  at  a  local 
drug-store  and  only  4.5  sen  when  dispensed  by  himself. 
As  one  yen  is  equivalent  to  100  sen,  which  is  worth  2s.,  the 
prices  in  the  first  column  are  on  the  moderate  side,  and 
"Plaindealer"  detracts  greatly  from  his  tirade  by  re- 
marking that  by  purchasing  medicines  at  the  Japanese 
drug-store  there  is  always  a  danger  of  being  poisoned. 
He  mentions  that  about  a  week  ago  tr.  amara  was 
supplied  by  a  Japanese  drug-store  instead  of  tr. 
aiomatica,  potassium  cyanide  instead  of  potassium 
sulphide  for  bathing-purposes,  and  tincture  instead 
of  syrup  of  ipecacuanha.  Apart  from  the  matter  of 
erroneous  dispensing,  cheap  drugs,  if  cheapness  means  low 
quality,  are  never  cheap,  and  our  confreres  in  the  East  are 
only  meeting  with  a  share  of  the  mistaken  idea  current 
concerning  the  enormous  profits  of  the  pharmacist. 

Research  in  Germany. 

We  are  so  used  to  comparisons  between  this  country  and 
Germany,  which  do  not  redound  to  our  credit,  that  it  is  a 
surprise  to  read  in  a  Berlin  daily  an  article  to  the  effect 
that  Germany  has  been  lagging  in  scientific  research  !  A 
body  of  Germany's  leading  authorities  are  of  opinion  that 
foreign  countries,  especially  England,  France,  and  the 
United  States,  have  made  greater  strides  during  the  past 
years  in  scientific  research  than  has  been  accomplished  m 
Germany.  This  they  attribute  especially  to  the  whole- 
hearted" support  of  private  individuals  in  endowing  in- 
stitutes devoted  solely  to  research  work,  and  free  from 
the  trammels  of  teaching.  These  authorities  state^  that 
Germany  cannot  compete  with  this  kind  of  competition, 
and  that  it  is  time  that  the  nation  at  large  should  realise 
that  it  is  not  only  the  State  to  which  the  protection  of 
science  has  been  entrusted,  but  that  the  citizen  should  co- 
operate with  his  financial  assistance.  Only  if  the  financial 
side  of  scientific  research  is  guaranteed  will  it  be  possible 
for  Germany  to  keep  in  line  with  other  nations.  This  has 
led  to  the  proposal  of  establishing  an  "  Imperial  Scientific 
Society  "  under  the  protectorate  of  the  Kaiser,  with  the 
sole  object  of  furthering  and  fostering  scientific  research 
in  Germany.  Apart  from  scientists  and  other  celebrities 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Kaiser,  membership  may  only  be 
obtained  on  presenting  the  Society  with  a  large  sum  of 
money,  or  after  regular  payment  for  ten  years  of  an  annua 
subscription.  The  Prussian  Minister  of  Education  is  said 
to  favour  the  scheme. 
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Medical  Gleanings. 


Quinine  as  a  Local  Anaesthetic. 

These  was  a  note  in  "The  Lancet"  recently  on  the 
employment  of  quinine  as  a  local  anaesthetic.  Any  salt  of 
quinine  is  of  use  for  this  purpose,  and  the  efficacy  is 
enhanced  by  association  with  urea  hydrochloride,  some 
manufacturers  putting  on  the  market  a  double  hydro- 
chloride of  quinine  and  urea.  For  the  mucous  membrane 
a  10-per-cent.  solution  may  be  applied  upon  pledgets  of 
cotton-wool;  while  for  injection,  solutions  of  from  ^  to  1 
per  cent,  should  be  employed.  After  injection  the  opera- 
tion may  begin  at  once  if  only  temporary  anaesthesia  is 
needed,  or  after  half  an  hour  if  a  more  prolonged  anaes- 
thesia is  desired. 

Radium=therapy. 

Dr.  Louis  Wickham,  Paris,  lecturing  on  radium  thera- 
peutics before  the  British  Medical  Association,  summed  up 
his  conclusions  as  follows  : 

1.  The  excellence  of  result  depends  on  the  possession  of 
great  experience  and  a  large  quantity  of  radium. 

2.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  surgery  should  be 
associated  with  radium.  If  the  radium  therapeutist  is  in 
presence  of  a  case  of  grave  cancer,  he  should  first  consult  the 
surgeon  so  that  the  patient  may  not  be  deprived  of  the  prompt 
help  of  surgery.  If  the  surgeon  is  in  the  presence  of  a  case 
difficult  to  operate,  he  should  have  recourse  to  radium  to 
prepare  the  ground  and  diminish  the  virulence,  and  again, 
after  the  operation,  to  consolidate  the  tissues.  The  surgeon 
can  also  in  his  turn  prepare  the  ground  for  radium,  and  his 
help  should  be  utilised  for  making  the  perforations,  incisions, 
partial  extirpations  which  permit  the  diminution  of  the 
thickness  of  tumours  which  the  rays  have  to  traverse,  and  to 
render  the  application  of  radium  introduced  into  the  wounds 
more  effective.  Surgery  should  be  employed  to  prepare  the 
way  for  radium  in  making  artificial  orifices,  or  to  conduct 
the  tubes  of  radium  to  the  tumours  through  the  natural 
orifices. 

3.  The  tumours  must  be  deluged  with  rays.  For  this  very 
powerful  apparatus  is  used  in  opposition,  either  in  cross-fire 
or  on  the  exterior  surface  of  the  tumour,  or  by  means  of  per- 
foration multiplied  in  the  interior  of  the  tumour.  If  there 
be  any  skin  mucous  membrane,  blood-vessels,  or  nerves  to 
protect,  there  must  be  placed  between  the  apparatus  and  the 
tissues  screens  whose  thickness  will  vary  in  proportion  to  the 
power  of  the  apparatus  and  the  duration  of  the  application ; 
but  on  the  quick  of  the  tumours  the  apparatus  can  be  em- 
ployed with  very  light  filters  for  utilising  the  maximum 
quantity  of  rays. 

4.  Like  surgery,  radium  does  not  affect  the  general  state, 
neither  does  it  prevent  recidives  and  metastases.  It  must  be 
clearly  understood  that  the  term  "  cure "  should  be  but 
rarely  used,  and  then  should  only  be  attributed  to  the  re- 
gression of  the  tumour  itself  To  say  that  radium  "cures" 
patients  suffering  from  cancer  is  to  risk  deceiving  the  patient 
and  the  doctor. 

5.  Even  in  its  thus  limited  rule  radium  is  a  precious  weapon. 
In  our  struggle  against  cancer  we  are  so  inadequately 
equipped  that  any  supplementary  arm,  new  and  well  proven, 
even  were  it  weak — which  radium  is  not — should  be  regarded 
as  a  precious  beneficent  aid  and  taken  into  serious  con- 
sideration. 

Iodine  in  Fucus  vesiculosus. 

According  lu  j.  tie  Lancet  "  recent  experimental  work 
by  Dr.  Reid  Hunt  and  Dr.  Atherton  Seidell  has  led  to 
the  belief  that  there  is  in  bladderwrack  (Fucus  vesiculosus) 
an  iodine  compound  which  may  properly  be  called  thyro- 
tropic— that  is,  a  compound  which  increases  the  activity 
of  the  thyroid  in  doses  far  smaller  than  any  other  iodine 
compounds  with  which  they  have  experimented  can  do. 
The  research  is  thus  summarised  :  (1)  The  iodine  of 
bladderwrack  has  a  specific  thyreotropic  action ;  it  is 
from  80  to  200  times  as  active  as  that  of  any  other  iodine 
compound  studied  (with  the  exception  of  the  thyroid). 
(2)  It  is  possible  to  distinguish,  by  means  of  physiological 
tests,  between  the  iodine  of  the  thyroid  and  that  of 
bladderwrack,  and  between  the  latter  and  that  of  other 
iodine  compounds.  (3)  It  is  possible  to  obtain  more  marked 
physiological  effects  with  mixtures  of  iodine  compounds 
than  with  the  latter  alone.  The  value  of  Fvcus  vesiculosus 
as  a  fat-reducer  is  probably  due  to  this  iodine  compound  ; 
small  doses  of  iodide  have  nothing  like  the  activity  of  the 
bladderwrack  extract. 


Dental  Notes. 

By  A  Licentiate  in  Dental  Surgery. 

To  Make  Pink  Oum  Rubber  Look  Natural. 

Moisten  a  piece  of  cotton- wool  with  sulphuric  acid  and 
rub  it  over  the  pink  rubber  until  it  turns  black,  then  wash 
thoroughly  to  remove  all  trace  of  acid,  and  it  will  be  found 
that  the  artificial  gum  has  become  a  perfect  imitation  in 
colour  of  the  natural  gum.  Another  method  is  to  allow 
the  denture  to  lie  in  a  covered  glass  jar,  filled  with  methyl- 
ated spirit,  and  expose  it  to  the  sunlight.  It  will  be 
found  that  the  pink  rubber  becomes  paler  and  paler  ac- 
cording to  the  length  of  time  in  exposing  and  also  the 
strength  of  the  sun.  The  denture  is  removed  when  the 
desired  shade  of  colour  is  obtained. 

Tooth-balsams. 

These  are  generally  formed  of  a  very  concentrated 
etherial  or  alcoholic  solution  of  gum  sandarac,  mastic,  or 
dammar,  in  the  proportion  of  one-third  of  the  solvent  to 
two-thirds  of  resin  by  weight. 

Gum  sandarac    12  parts 

Mastic        ...       ...       ...       ...     5  parts 

Amber    i   1  part 

Ether      15  parts 

This  preparation  is  of  the  consistency  of  copaiba.  It 
readily  dries  on  exposure  to  the  atmosphere,  but  remains 
for  some  time  soft  and  compressible. 

Balsam  Odontalgic, 
Dissolve  23  oz.  of  picked  mastic  in  33  oz.  (by 
weight)  of  absolute  alcohol.  Pour  the  solution  into  a 
sufficiently  large  bottle  and  add  dried  balsam  of  tolu  9  oz. 
Promote  solution  by  a  gentle  heat,  and  shake  the  bottle 
frequently.  This  balsam  is  viscid,  and  forms,  when  ex- 
posed to  the  air,  a  firm  mass,  which  is  neither  acted  on  by 
the  saliva  nor  by  any  watery  fluids.  To  prevent  tooth- 
ache arising  from  exposure  of  the  nerve,  the  decayed  tooth 
should  be  well  dried  and  a  little  of  the  balsam  inserted  on 
cotton  wool. 

Inflamed  Gums. 

The  two  following  mouth- washes  are  recommended  by  a 
medical  practitioner  for  inflamed  gums.  All  tartar  and 
foreign  matter  is  first  removed  from  the  teeth,  for  unless  the 
cause  is  removed  very  little  improvement  will  occur  :

To  be  used  frequently. 
As  a  eoothing  and  antiseptic  mouth-wash  : 

Acid,  salicylic   3SS.

Formocresol. 


This  preparation  is  greatly  used  at  the  present  time  in 
the  treatment  of  putrescent  pulps.  It  is  a  mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  formalin  and  cresol.  Dr.  Buckley,  of  Chicago, 
has  the  credit  of  introducing  this  useful  remedy  to  the  pro- 
fession. The  action  of  formocresol  is  not  quite  clear,  but 
being  a  powerful  penetrating  germicide  and  antiseptic,  it 
stops  the  putrefactive  process  by  killing  or  rendering  in- 
active the  bacteria  which  cause  putrefaction.  Dr.  Buckley 
suggests  a  chemical  action  as  well,  in  the  form  of  gases. 
According  to  his  theory  the  gases  produced  in  pulp  decom- 
position are  ammonia  (NH,),  hydrogen  sulphide  (H2S), 
and  carbon  dioxide  (CO.,).  When  formaldehyde  gas  (CH„0) 
comes  into  contact  with  the  ammonia  they  unite  chemically, 
forming  a  solid  (hexamethylene  tetramine)  and  a  liquid 
(water) — 

6CH!0+4NH3=(CfL)6N4+6fLO. 
The  formaldehyde  gas  also  unites  with  the  hydrogen  sul- 
phide, forming  sulphur  and  alcohol — - 

2CH20+2HsS  =  S2+2CHsOH. 
Carbon  dioxide  occurs  in  such  small  quantities  as  to  be 
of  little  moment.  As  regards  the  other  products  of  pulp- 
decomposition,  formaldehyde  unites  with  the  ptomaines, 
forming  inodorous,  non-poisonous  compounds.  The 
method  of  applying  this  remedy  is  to  open  up  the  root-canals, 
clearing  them  out,  then  introducing  formocresol  as  a  dress- 
ing, and  hermetically  sealing  the  cavity. 
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Prices  that  Damage  Trade. 


TWENTY-FIVE  years  ago.,  when  it  first  began  to  be 
understood  in  our  business  that  the  quickest  way  to 
increase  the  turnover  was  to  sell  goods  under  the  usual 
prices,  proprietary  articles  were  nearly  always  chosen  to 
demonstrate  the  enormous  differences  between  the 
"ordinary  chemist's  prices"  and  "our  own."  Now 
however,  owing  to  the  action  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  to  the 
fact  that  the  manufacturers  have  increased  their  whole- 
sale prices,  there  is  no  longer  that  tempting  margin 
between  the  retail  prices  of  the  goods,  and  the  majority 
of  chemists,  at  any  rate  in  our  large  towns,  sell  their 
goods  at  prices  that  compare  favourably  with  those  of 
their  limited  company  competitors.  But  it  is  sometimes 
forgotten  by  the  individual  chemist  that  his  competitors 
are  just  as  anxious  as  they  ever  were  to  capture  the  trade, 
and  when  one  branch  of  the  business  ceased  to  have  a 
first-rate  advertising  power  another  was  speedily  sought 
for,  and,  once  found,  was  worked  for  all  "it  was  worth. 
At  the  present  time  the  branch  used  by  "  cutters  "  is  the 
sale  of  drugs  and  chemicals  in  quantities  barely  dreamt 
of  by  the  ordinary  retailer.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
one  of  the  strongest  points  in  large  multiple-shop  busi- 
nesses is  the  absolute  uniformity  of  their  prices.  This 
tells,  because  it  is  most  disconcerting  to  any  member  of 
the  general  public  to  be  charged  two  or  three  times  the 
price  for  the  same  article,  or,  what  more  frequently 
happens,  to  receive  a  widely  differing  quantity  of  any 
chemical  for  the  same  money. 

Having  had  occasion  during  the  last  year  to  make 
several  hundreds  of  purchases  throughout  England  in  all 
kinds  and  conditions  of  chemists'  shops,  including  the 
branch  shops  of  the  leading  limited  companies,  I  thought 
that  a  few  notes  on  the  prices  charged  would  be  interest- 
ing and  useful  to  the  trade  at  large.  Of  course,  as  a 
qualified  chemist  I  am  strongly  in  favour  of  a  remunerative 
price  being  charged,  but  in  this  matter,  as  in  many  others, 
one  must  go  with  the  times  or  be  hopelessly  left  behind. 

There  is  also  the  objection  (and  a  perfectly  natural  one) 
to  low  prices  that  our  charges  are  governed  not  only  by  the 
cost-price  of  the  article  sold,  but  by  our  professional  skill, 
knowledge,  and  training,  which  ought  to  be  paid  for.  I  am 
afraid  that  this  argument,  although  a  fair  and  legitimate 
one  as  applied  to  dispensing  and  to  the  compounding  of 
our  own  preparations,  does  not  hold  good  with  ordinary 
articles  of  commerce  which  we  buy  in  wholesale  quan- 
tities and  simply  retail  in  smaller  ones.  But  I  cannot  too 
strongly  urge  upon  my  fellow-chemists  the  point  that  the 
variable  prices  for  the  same  article  create  a  feeling  of 
suspicion  and  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  public. 

In  the  following  notes  the  highest  and  lowest  prices  I 
have  come  across  are  stated,  also  the  one  that  strikes  a 
fair  average.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  man 
who  regularly  uses  a  large  quantity  of  a  drug  or  chemical 
is  a  much  keener  buyer  than  one  who  only  occasionally 
purchases  a  small  amount,  and  that  pound  prices  are 
very  much  cheaper  proportionally  than  ounce  ones. 
Quality  is  the  great  sheet-anchor  of  the  chemist.  How- 
ever, the  larger  stores  now  supply  a  good  commercial  article, 
making  no  effort  to  reach  the  "  elect  "  standard  in  drugs, 
but  taking  every  precaution  that  they  do  not  fall  below 
the  limits  required  by  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
which  is  really  all  that  the  average  member  of  the  public 
wants  : 

Alum  has  a  very  wide  range  of  price — from  1(7.  per  oz.  to 
Id.  per  lb.  I  think  this  is  a  chemical  that  might  well  ba 
stocked  in  two  qualities,  one  labelled  "  Pure  Alum,"  for 
medicinal  use,  to  retail  at  Id.  per  oz.  and  bd.  per  lb.,  and  the 
other  labelled  "  Alum  for  Photography,"  at  4  oz.  for  Id.  and 
1  lb.  for  3d. 

Boracic  Acid. — I  have  paid  for  this  2d.  the  oz.  down  to  bd. 
the  lb.  Suggested  prices  :  Id.  per  oz.,  2d.  for  4  oz.,  and  bd. 
per  lb. 

Bobax. — This  again  is  sold  at  a  difference  in  prices  ranging 
from  Id.  an  oz.  to  2^d.  per  lb.  I  would  suggest  the  same 
treatment  as  for  alum— viz.,  to  keep  two  qualities.  "  Medi- 
cinal Borax,"  Id.  per  oz.  and  bd.  per  lb." ;  "  Household 
Borax,"  4  oz.  Id.  and  3d.  per  lb. 

Bicarbonate  of  Soda. — Prices  range  from  Id.  the  oz.  to  2d. 
the  lb.  Suggested  prices:  Id.  the  oz.,  2d.  for  4  oz.,  and  bd. 
the  lb. 


Bicarbonate  op  Potash.— Highest  price,  3d.  the  oz. ;  lowest, 
7d.  per  lb.  Suggested  prices:  Id.  per  oz.,  4  oz.  for  3d.,  and 
1  lb.  for  Is. 

Camphorated  Chalk  ranges  from  Id.  to  3d.  an  oz.  Sug- 
gested prices  :  2d.  the  oz.  and  bd.  for  4  oz. 

Camphorated  Oil.— This  is  an  awkward  article,  and  during 
the  late  high  prices  for  camphor  many  chemists  were  either 
selling  at  a  loss  or  reducing  the  quantity  of  camphor.  The 
stores  prefer  to  quote  it  by  the  "  bottle  "  of  uncertain  size, 
generally  giving  about  2  oz.  for  4(7.,  4  oz.  for  Id.,  and  8  oz. 
for  Is.,  which,  as  camphor  is  now  more  reasonable,  might  be 
taken  as  a  fair  price. 

Cascara  Sagrada  (Liquid  Extract).— Some  chemists  charge 
Ad.  the  oz.  The  largest  of  the  company  stores  cut  this  to  8(7. 
for  a  4-oz.  bottle  complete.  Suggested  prices :  3d.  the  oz. 
and  4  oz.  10id. 

Castor  Oil.—  Anything  from  Id  to  3d.  per  oz.  is  charged 
for  this.  Suggested  prices  :  2d.  per  oz.  and  4  oz.  bd. ;  but 
where  it  is  necessary  to  compete  with  grocers,  stores,  etc., 
a  3-oz.  Mexican  white-glass  bottle  can  be  retailed  at  4^(7. 
and  yield  a  satisfactory  margin  of  profit. 

Chalk  (Precipitated).— A  request  for  onepenhy worth  of 
precipitated  chalk  at  four  different  shops  showed  some  start- 
ling variations.  No.  1,  a  high-class  business,  gave  me  5  oz.  ; 
No.  2,  ordinary  retail  chemist,  1  oz.  ;  No.  3,  rather  untidy 
drug-store,  2  oz.  done  up  in  trumpet-sbaped  parcel,  no  label; 
No.  4,  limited  company,  3  lb.,  nicely  wrapped  and  strung- 
Suggested  prices  :  Id.  the  oz.,  2d.  for  4  oz.,  and  bd.  the  lb. 

Chalk  (Prepared). — As  a  rule  one  or  two  lumps  are  given 
for  Id.,  but  theatrical  people  obtain  it  at  the  stores  for  2d. 
the  lb.    Suggested  prices  :  Id.  for  4  oz.  and  3d.  the  lb. 

Citrate  of  Iron  and  Quinine  varies  from  8(7.  to  2s.  the  oz. 
I  suggest  31.  the  drachm,  Id  for    oz.,  and  Is.  the  oz. 

Citrate  of  Magnesia  varies  from  Id.  to  3d.  the  oz.  I  think 
it  is  quite  necessary  to  have  two  qualities  of  this.  The  stores, 
almost  without  exception,  have  them.  Suggested  prices : 
Best  quality  2d.  the  oz.,  4-oz.  bottle  bd.,  8-oz.  10(7.,  and 
16-oz.  Is.  bd.  Second  quality,  lj(7.  the  oz.,  4-oz.  bottle  4-j(7., 
8-oz.  8jd.,  and  16-oz.  Is.  3d. 

Cod-liver  Oil. — This  is  an  article  that  the  large  stores 
supply  in  several  _  qualities,  and  frequently  obtain  better 
prices  than  the  ordinary  retailer,  who  often  charges  bd.  for  a 
4-oz.  bottle.  Is.  for  8-oz.,  Is.  9(7.  for  16-oz. — prices  which,  I 
think,  are  fair;  but  sometimes  16-oz.  bottles  are  sold  for  Is., 
and  one  of  the  largest  firms  gets  2s.  4<Z.  for  the  same  size  of 
bottle,  the  oil  having  a  fancy  name. 

Coconut  Oil. — Now  coming  largely  into  use  as  a  hair- 
dressing,  also  used  by  theatrical  people  to  remove  grease- 
paint from  the  face.  General  retail  prices,  2d.  the  oz.  ;  the 
stores  sell  a  large  4-oz.  tin  for  2j(7.  Suggested  prices  :  id.  the 
oz.  and  4  oz.  3d. 

Compound  Liquorice-powder. — For  onepennyworthT  have 
received  from  j  to  1  oz.,  and  for  5  lb.  have  paid  from  2j<7. 
to  bd.   Suggested  prices  :  Id.  the  oz.,  4  oz.  34(7. 

Cream  of  Tartar. — This  is  sold  by  many  chemists  at  2d.  the 
oz.,  and  "  cut  "  by  grocers  to  Is.  the  lb.  Suggested  prices  : 
l^d.  the  oz.,  4  oz.  5(1,  and  1  lb.  Is.  3d. 

Epsom  Salts. — The  cutting  in  Epsom  salts  is  not  so  pre- 
valent as  it  was  a  few  years  ago,  when  one  of  the  London  drug- 
companies  used  to  give  the  astonished  purchaser  in  return  for 
his  modest  penny  a  bag  containing  1  lb.  The  old-fashioned 
rate  of  Id.  the  oz.  is,  however,  quite  out  of  date:  about  4  oz., 
for  Id.  and  3d.  the  lb.  are  fair  prices.  Many  chemists  keep 
two  qualities,  the  large  crystal  variety  having  the  higher 
price ;  but  the  difficulty  of  solution  is  against  this  kind. 

Eucalyptus  Oil. — From  2d.  to  bd.  the  oz.  is  charged  for  this. 
Suggested  prices  :  3d.  the  oz.  and  4  oz.  10g(Z. 

Glycerin  varies  in  price  from  Id.  to  3(7.  the  oz.  Suggested 
prices:  2d.  the  oz.,  3  oz.  (in  bottles)  4j(7.,  6  oz.  8j(7.,  and 
12  oz.  Is.  3(7.  Some  people  will  willingly  pay  bd.,  10<7.,  and 
Is.  bd.  for  a  glycerin  of  guaranteed  quality  attractively  put 
up.    Many  of  the  leading  stores  have  the  two  qualities. 

Methylated  Spirit  varies  from  4j(7.  to  10(7.  the  pint.  Sug- 
gested prices  :  bd.  a  pint  and  10(7.  a  quart. 

Milk  of  Sulphur  is  retailed  at  prices  from  2d.  the  oz.  to 
2|(7.  for  4  oz.    Suggested  prices  :  Id.  the  oz.  and  4  oz.  3^(7. 

Ointments  are  charged  for  the  ordinary  kinds  (zinc,  boric, 
sulphur,  resin,  etc.)  from  1(7.  to  3c7.  the  oz.  Suggested  prices  : 
2(7.  the  oz.  and  4  oz.  bd.  A  better  container  is  required  for 
ointments — something  nicer  than  the  cheap  and  nastv  chip 
box  and  less  heavy  and  costly  than  the  covered  pot.  One  of 
the  largest  firms  uses  wide-mouth  glass  bottles  with  xylonite 
caps,  the  whole  being  enclosed  in  a  neat  carton  and  sold  at 
very  low  prices  (1  oz.  3d.  and  2  oz.  5£<Z.),  prices  which  are 
onlv  made  possible  by  manufacturing  and  packing  on  a  largo 
scale. 

Pills. — The  old  price  for  ready-made  pills  was  bd.  a  dozen, 
and  this  is  still  the  r<de  in  o"+-"f-t^°-wT  c^m*-.  the 

stores  give  2  dozen  for  3d.  The  suggested  price  for  ordinary 
varieties  (compound  rhubarb,  antibilious,  liver,  and  penny- 
rova,l  and  sfpel)  is  3d.  a  dozen.  Bland's  nills  have  been  the 
subject  of  extreme  cutting  for  years  past,  the  prices  now 
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ranging  from  2s.  for  a  gross  of  gelatin-coated  pills  in  an  amber 
bottle  to  A^d.  for  the  same  number  of  pearl-coated  pills  in  a 
tin  or  carton.  Several  qualities  must  be  stocked,  according 
to  the  class  of  trade. 

Plasters  (Belladonna)  are  sold  from  Z^d.  to  Is. ;  the  sug- 
gested price  is  bd.  each. 

Quinine. — A  request  for  "  sixpennyworth  of  quinine " 
showed  an  astonishing  variety  of  weight.  As  a  rule  it  was  not 
weighed,  only  guessed  on  a  piece  of  paper.  The  lowest  quan- 
tity was  20  grains,  and  the  highest  nearly  90  grains.  I  would 
-suggest  that  60-grain  packets,  with  the  quantity  plainly 
marked,  for  bd.  would  be  more  satisfactory. 

Spirit  of  Nitre  and  Spirit  of  Sal  Volatile  are  charged  from 
3<Z.  to  bd.  an  oz.,  and  the  stores  give  a  4-oz.  bottle  for  Is. 
Suggested  prices  :  Ad.  the  oz.  and  4  oz.  Is.  3d. 

Sugar  of  Milk. — Now  coming  largely  into  use  as  an  ad- 
junct to  infants'  food.  The  old  price  of  2d.  the  oz.  is  excessive, 
as  the  stores  charge  Xid.  per  lb.  Suggested  price  :  Id.  the  oz. 
and  3W.  for  4  oz. 

Sulphur  (Flowers  of). — Varies  from  Id.  the  oz.  to  2d. 
the  lb.  Two  qualities  are  required ;  one,  "  Pure  Flowers  of 
Sulphur,"  for  internal  use,  might  retail  at  Id.  the  oz.,  4  oz. 
2d,  and  bd.  per  lb.  The  other,  labelled  simply  "  Flowers 
of  Sulphur,"  4  oz.  Id.  and  3d.  per  lb.,  for  disinfecting  and 
other  purposes. 

Tartaric  Acid. — The  highest  price  was  3cZ.  the  oz.,  the  lowest 
Is.  2d.  the  lb.,  which  is  very  near  cost.  Suggested  prices  : 
lgcZ.  the  oz.,  bd.  for  4  oz.,  and  Is.  Ad.  per  lb.,  as  in  some 
localities  a  large  demand  exists  among  bakers,  confectioners, 
etc. 

Tinctures  vary  in  price  from  3r?.  to  bd.  the  oz.  There  can 
be  very  little  profit  at  the  lower  figures.  Suggested  prices  : 
Ad.  the  oz.  and  4  oz.  Is.  id. 

Ammoniated  Tincture  of  Quinine  is  cut  by  the  stores  to  Is. 
for  a  4-oz.  bottle.    I  would  suggest  a  3-oz.  bottle  for  that  sum. 

This  list  does  not  pretend  to  be  complete,  but  only  to 
show  the  astonishing  variations  in  the  prices  of  some 
■everyday  articles.  Of  course,  everyone  has  a  perfect 
right  to  charge  what  price  he  can  obtain  for  the  goods 
that  he  sells ;  but  if  a  customer  is  asked  Zd.  an  oz.  for 
tartaric  acid  at  an  ordinary  chemist's  shop,  and  the  next 
time  he  goes  to  the  stores  and  inquires  the  price  he  is 
told  "  ljrf.  an  oz.,  3J,tf.  4  oz."  he  will  probably  avoid  in 
the  future  not  only  the  original  chemist,  but  all  ordinary 
chemists,  and  confine  his  purchases  to  the  stores. — John  E. 
Lee.

Bleeding  in  Horses. 

Three  forms  of  bleeding  or  haemorrhage  are  seen  in  the 
horse,  any  of  which  are  at  times  very  alarming  and  dan- 
gerous. They  are  as  follows  :  Epistaxis,  or  bleeding  from 
the  nostrils ;  haemopytysis,  or  bleeding  from  the  mouth  or 
lungs ;  melsena,  or  bleeding  from  the  anus.  Epistaxis  is  a 
sign  of  disease  such  as  glanders,  purpura,  catarrhal  fevers, 
etc.,  or  due  to  a  weakness  or  rupture  of  the  small  blood- 
vessels of  the  nose.  There  are  animals  where  haemorrhage 
occurs  after  covering  a  few  miles  of  ground  and  with  very 
little  exertion.  In  all  cases  special  inquiry  and  a  minute 
examination  of  the  animal  must  be  made  to  find  the  cause. 
If  due  to  disease  it  is  only  secondary,  and  usually  disappears 
along  with  the  disease  of  which  it  is  a  symptom.  When 
it  arises  spontaneously  or  without  an  apparent  cause, 
astringents  must  be  resorted  to  locally.  Cotton-wool  or 
fine  tow,  saturated  with  tinct.  ferri  perchlor.,  glycer.  tan- 
nici,  alum  solution,  etc.,  should  be  inserted  into  the  nostrils 
in  the  form  of  a  plug  and  cold  applications  applied  to  the 
head.  Extract  of  witch-hazel  or  adrenalin-chloride  solution, 
hypodermically  or  otherwise,  are  very  useful  styptics. 
Tinct.  ferri  perchlor.,  acid,  sulph.  dil.,  or  ferri  citrat. 
should  also  be  given  internally  in  strong  doses. 

Haemoptysis 

is  generally  associated  with  congestion  of  the  lungs  and 
various  forms  of  epizootic  diseases,  or  the  accidental  rupture 
of  the  blood-vessels,  which  may  occur  in  severe  and  painful 
coughing  or  from  weakness  of  the  blood-vessels  themselves. 
Treat  similarly  to  epistaxis,  but  be  sure  of  your  diagnosis, 
as  haemoptysis  is  a  well-marked  symptom  of  those  special 
cases  requiring  definite  treatment. 

Melsena. 

This  term  is  generally  used  to  denote  black  tar-like 
evacuations  from  the  anus,  but  there  can  be  also  passage 
of  blood  in  a  natural  state  and  of  a  bloody  hue 
or  colour.  The  former  has  undergone  chemical  and 
other  changes  and  has  been  lying  in  the  bowels  for 
some  time,  while  the  latter  shows  the  haemorrhage  to  be 
of  recent  date  in  the  small  intestines,  colon,  or  rectum. 
Melaena  is  also  brought  on  by  weakness  of  the  blood-vessels, 
epizootics,  and  by  accidents  and  extreme  pressure  in  con- 
stipation. The  treatment  is  much  the  same  as  in  the  two 
former  kinds  of  haemorrhage.  Strict  injunctions  should  be 
given  to  keep  the  animal  quiet  and  free  from  excitement. 
Absolute  rest  should  be  insisted  upon,  and  on  no  account 
give  warm  food  or  alcoholic  stimulants.  Haemostatic  tonics 
are  preferable  at  all  times. 

Soya  Cake. 

In  the  course  of  a  British  Consular  report  on  the~trade 
of  Denmark,  extended  reference  is  made  to  the  use  of 
soya  cake  as  a  feeding-stuff.  From  Sweden,  where  the 
soya  cake  was  used  earlier  than  in  Denmark,  it  is  re- 
ported .  that  the  cake  imparts  a  distinctive  taste  to  the 
butter,  and  that  the  daily  amount  per  cow  should  not 
exceed  1^  lb.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  alleged  by  some 
practical  farmers  that  soya  cake  does  not  impart  a  taste 
to  the  butter,  but  should  not  be  used  for  feeding  animals 
from  which  it  is  intended  to  export  the  raw  cream.  Later 
results  show  that,  as  the  result  of  experiments  conducted 
at  four  Danish  farms,  it  has  been  proved  that  whether 
a  mixture  of  5  lb.  of  cake  consisting  of  cotton-seed,  earth- 
nut,  and  sunflower-seed  cake,  or  a  mixture  of  the  above 
and  soya-bean  cake  in  equal  quantities  (2^  lb.)  was  given 
ito  the  cows,  there  was  no  appreciable  difference  in  the 
condition  of  the  animals.  Experiments  were  also  con- 
ducted at  two  other  farms  to  determine  the  influence  of  a 
diet  of  soya-bean  cake  on  the  quality  of  the  milk  and 
butter  produced.  It  is  distinctly  stated  that  even  when 
5  lb.  of  soya-bean  cake  was  given  daily,  no  distinctive 
odour  or  taste  was  imparted  to  the  milk  or  butter,  though 
there  seemed  to  be  a  rather  higher  percentage  of  fat  in  the 
butter.

Agricultural  Notes. 


Barium  Chloride  as  Insecticide. 

Ax  Interesting  Paper  in1  "La  Nature"  calls  attention 
to  the  large  quantity  of  arsenic  used  for  insecticidal  pur- 
poses in  Anglo-Saxon  countries.  Arsenic  is  not  an  author- 
ised insecticide  in  France,  nor  need  it  be  when  bariums 
chloride  is  almost  as  active  with  fewer  of  the  dangers- 
Barium  chloride  has  been  used  with  good  results  in  cases 
where  the  leaves  of  beets  have  been  attacked  by  insects,  of 
the  strength  of  2  to  4.5  per  cent.,  according  to  the  age  of 
the'  plants.  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  add  a  little 
treacle,  starch,  or  resin  to  promote  adhesion ;  and  as  the 
spray  leaves  no  visible  traces  it  is  as  well  to  colour  the 
solution  with  an  aniline  dye.  It  is  important  to  note  that 
barium  chloride  should  not  be  added  to  copper-sulphate- 
solutions,  as  barium  sulphate  would  be  formed,  which, 
has  no  insecticidal  properties. 

Lead  Arsenate  in  Agriculture. 

Bulletin  131  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  of  the  U.S- 
Department  of  Agriculture  is  devoted  to  a  consideration., 
of  lead ,  arsenate  as  an  insecticide.  This  salt  was  first 
suggested  in  1892  for  exterminating  gipsy  moth  in  place 
of  Paris  green,  which  could  not  be  used  in  sufficiently  large- 
quantity  without  injury  to  the  foliage.  Lead  arsenate 
leaves  a  white  coating,  not  easily  washed  off,  and  it  is  less- 
injurious  to  :foliage  on  account  of  its  comparative  insolu- 
bility. There  are  now  eighteen  manufacturers  of  this- 
salt  in  the  United  States.  A  large  number  of -  commercial 
samples  have  been  examined  for  moisture,  total  lead  oxide,, 
total  arsenic  oxide,  water-soluble  lead  oxide,  water-soluble- 
arsenic  oxide,  soluble  solids  or  impurities,  and  insoluble 
matter.  Tests  on  the  water-soluble  impurities  for  acetates- 
and  nitrates  indicated  the  lead  salt  that  had  been  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  the  sample.  One  sample  was  found  to> 
be  lead  arsenite,  and  another  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of 
lead  arsenate  and  arsenite.  Great  variation  was  found  in 
the  samples,  arsenic  oxide  ranging  from  6.03  to  43.81  per 
cent.,  lead  oxide  23.06  to  72.57  per  cent.,  moisture  0.41  to' 
61.84  per  cent.,  water-soluble  arsenic  from  0.02  to  5.45  per 
cent.,  and  water-soluble  impurities  from  0.08  to  7.54  per 
cent.  The  by-products  in  the  manufacture  have  been  im- 
perfectly washed  out  in  some  cases.  Lead  arsenate  is- 
packed  in  air-tight  packages,  so  that  it  can  be  kept  moist 
until  ready  for  use,  from  40  to  50  per  cent,  of  moisture 
being  sufficient  to  preserve  it  in  good  condition.  The: 
formulae  given  in  the  "  Bulletin  "  are  as  follows  : 

A.  Sodium  arsenate  (65  per  cent.)...     8  oz. 
Lead  acetate    22  oz. 

B.  Sodium  arsenate  (65  per  cent.)  ...     8  oz. 
Lead  nitrate    18  oz. 

Dissolve  each  salt  separately  in  from  1  to  2  gals,  of  water- 
using  wooden  vessels.  After  solution  has  taken  place,  pour 
slowly  about  three-fourths  of  the  lead-solution  into  the  sodium- 
arsenate  solution.  Mix  thoroughly  and  test  the  mixture  by- 
dipping  into  it  a  strip  of  potassium-iodide  test-paper,  which 
will  turn  a  bright  yellow  if  lead  is  in  excess.  If  the  paper 
does  not  turn  yellow,  add  more  of  the  lead  salt  slowly,  stirring 
constantly,  and  test  from  time  to  time.  When  the  solution 
turns  the  paper  yellow,  sufficient  lead  salt  is  present,  but  if 
it  should  occur  that  the  paper  does  not  turn  yellow  after  all  the 
lead  salt  has  been  added,  dissolve  a  little  more  and  add  until 
a  slight  excess  is  indicated.  Approximately,  1  lb.  of  lead 
arsenate  is  obtained  in  above  formulae,  equivalent  to  2  lb.  of 
commercial  lead  arsenate  in  paste  form.  This  can  be  made- 
up  to  50  gals,  with  water  for  use  as  a  spray. 

Lead  nitrate  is  "slightly  more  desirable"  as  the  salt  to 
use.  The  "  Bulletin  "  contains  details  of  a  large  amount 
of  experimental  work  carried  out  on  foliage.  It  is  noted 
that  surface  water  containing  sodium  chloride,  sodium 
carbonate,  or  sodium  sulphate  renders  the  lead  arsenate 
slightly  more  soluble,  which  points  to  the  necessity  of 
using  pure  water  in  preparing  the  spray.

control  of  the  distillatory  process  may  have.  This  is  now 
being  attempted  by  Messrs.  Shipkoff  &  Co.,  of  Kazanlik, 
who,  chiefly  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  distillate,  have 
been  experimenting  with  stills.  The  second  two  engravings 
illustrate  these.

SINCE  our  last  report  there  has  been  a  firm  undertone 
to  the  markets,  prices  in  most  instances  being  well 
maintained,  with  a  fair  amount  of  business  in  progress. 
As  regards  chemicals,  cream  of  tartar  continues  to  ad- 
vance, it  being  stated  that  the  scarcity  has  never  been 
greater  than  it  is  at  present.  Soda  tartarata  and  seidlitz 
powder  are  also  dearer.  Tartaric  acid  remains  very  firm, 
and  citric  acid  dull,  with  citrate  arriving  more  freely. 
Ammonia  sulphate  is  very  strong,  and  copper  sulphate  is 
flat.  The  convention  of  heavy  chemical  makers,  which  met 
last  week,  have  decided  to  leave  the  contract  prices  of 
ammonia  alkali  for  1911  unaltered.  Soda  crystals  have, 
however,  been  reduced  5s.  to  the  home  trade  for  the  first 
three  months  of  next  year,  and  a  reduction  of  10s.  per  ton 
has  taken  place  in  caustic  soda"  for  home  trade  and  17.  for 
export  contracts  for  1911,  to  date  from  January  1.  The 
advance  in  glycerin  announced  last  week  has  been  con- 
firmed by  the  Convention,  which  has  been  strengthened 
by  the  addition  of  several  "  outsiders."  Cocaine  is  dearer. 
Among  drugs  the  chief  alteration  is  a  reduction  in  opium 
in  Smyrna  by  5(7.,  which  has  induced  moderate  American 
buying.

9c7.  c.i.f.,  but  5s.  lO^c?.  c.i.f.  is  now  asked;  also  Suzuki 
and /or  Kobayashi  for  December-February  shipment  at 
5s.  9^c7.  c.i.f. 

Oil,  Turpentine,  has  advanced  to  54s.  per  cwt.  for 
American  on  the  spot. 

Olibanum. — Good  pale  drop  remains  scarce ;  common 
yellow  sells  at  about. 45s.,  and  sittings  at  22s.  per  cwt.; 
garblings  are  scarce  and  wanted. 

Opium. — As  the  bulk  of  consumers  appear  to  be  covered 
for  the  time  being,  there  has  been  a  cessation  of  buying, 
and,  as  will  be  seen  from  our  Smyrna  cable,  market  is 
easier,  but  this  is  believed  to  be  of  a  temporary  character ; 
from  13s.  6d.  to  13s.  9cZ.  c.i.f.  is  quoted  from  Smyrna. 
On  the  spot  there  is  extremely  little  stock,  the  price  of 
good  druggists'  being  14s.  per  lb. 

A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  September  9  as  follows  : 
"  We  have  to  report  a  rising  market,  with  sales  amounting  to 
280  cases  for  speculators  and  consumers.  Prices  began  at 
from  lis.  3c?..  to  12s.  as  to  quality  on  Monday  and  ended  on 
Friday  at  13s.  4c?.  to  14s.  The  opinion  is  that  prices  will  rise 
as  long  as  this  brisk  demand  continues,  but  if  buyers  with- 
draw we  may  hope  to  see  an  easier  market  within  a  week  or 
ten  days.  As  consumers  however,  especially  the  Americans, 
are  not  at  all  full  up  with  stocks,  it  is  very  doubtful  whether 
buyers  will  keep  quiet  for  any  length  of  time.  The  arrivals 
to  date  amount  to  2,925  cases,  against  1,329  cases  at  same 
period  last  year. 

Another  Smyrna  correspondent,  writing  on  September  12, 
states  that  the  sales  amounted  to  about  300  cases :  the  market, 
which  opened  on  September  5  at  105  piastres  for  "  extra  " 
quality,  or  lis.  8d.,  rose  to  127  piastres,  or  13s.  10c?.,  in  the 
course  of  three  days.  This  abnormal  advance,  caused  by 
the  purchases  on  London  account,  is  the  subject  of  much 
comment.  Some  regard  it  as  a  manoeuvre  on  the  part  of 
manufacturers  of  morphine  in  London.  The  arrivals  amount 
to  2,918  cases,  against  1,329  cases  at  the  same  date  last  year. 

Another  correspondent,  writing  on  September  10.  states  that 
since  the  beginning  of  the  week  large  English  and  American 
buyers  made  their  appearance  on  the  market  and  had  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  the  following  lots,  paying  advanced  prices 
with  successive  purchases :

The  market  closed  firmly,  with  numerous  buyers.  As  we 
pointed  out  on  the  last  occasion,  the  rise  has  taken  place  owing 
to  the  European  markets  being  short  of  supplies.

Manchester  Chemical-market.

Ihe  chemical  trade  on  home  account  has  been  somewhat 
quiet,  but  the  close  is  generally  better.  Exports  continue 
good,  but  the  position  is  complicated  by  the  prospect  of  a 
lock-out  in  the  Lancashire  cotton-trade,  which  will  be  nothing 
less  than  disastrous,  while  its  effects  will  be  also  felt  not  only 
by  this  country,  but  throughout  the  world.  At  the  time  of 
writing  there  is  no  information  to  hand,  but  all  depends  upon 
the  position  taken  up  by  the  workers'  representatives  In 
heavy  chemicals  there  have  been  few  changes,  but  bleaching- 
powder  has  been  in  better  request,  and  stocks  are  in  small 
compass.  The  current  range  is  4?.  2s.  6c?.  to  Al.  7s.  6c?.  per 
ton  on  rails  at  makers'  works,  soft  wood  casks.  Contracts 
tor  ammonia  alkali  over  the  next  twelve  months  have  been 
™ d°n.  the  basis  of  last  year's  prices,  but  caustic  soda  for 
1911  delivery  has  been  reduced  10s.  per  ton  for  the  home  trade, 
and  soda-crystals  are  5s.  per  ton  lower  for  the  same  depart- 
ment over  the  first  three  months  of  next  year.  Caustic  soda 
in  second-hands  is  being  offered  at  under  makers'  prices,  both 
for  liquid  and  solid.  Caustic  potash  is  unchanged.  Heavy 
sales  of  carbonate  of  potash  are  reported  for  1911  shipment 
on  the  basis  of  16?.  per  ton  c.i.f.  U.K.  ports  for  90  to  92  per 
cent,  refined  Russian.  Spot  prices  are  around  16?.  10s.  to 
17?.  ex  store.  German  is  steady  at  16?.  5s.  per  ton  f.o.b.  Ham- 
burg. Sulphate  of  copper  is  easier  for  prompt  delivery,  but 
unchanged  for  early  months  of  1911.  White  powdered  arsenio 
is  steady.  Tartaric  acid  is  strong  at  10£cZ.  to  10|tZ.  per  lb. 
In  miscellaneous  goods  farina  is  dearer,  and  both  German 
and  Dutch  makers  have  further  advanced  prices,  while 
second-hand  sellers  have  nearly  disappeared  from  the  market. 
The  upward  movement  in  glycerin  continues,  and  good 
80-per-cent.  crude  is  so  scarce  that  prices  varying  from  60?. 
to  70?.  are  being  asked.  Half-white,  1.260  s.g.,  is  about  95?. 
per  ton,  Lancashire  carriage. 

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  September  IS. 
There  has  been  a  moderate  improvement  in  conditions 
governing  the  New  York  drug-market,  inquiry  for  fall  and 
winter  supplies  being  stimulated  by  prospective  scarcity  and 
high  prices  of  several  staples.  A  marked  feature  of  the 
general  situation  is  the  firmness  of  the  primary  markets  de- 
spite the  lack  of  support  from  dealers  in  secondary  sources  of 
supplies.  The  prevailing  tendency  to  shorten  the  path  from 
producer  to  consumer  is  well  evidenced  in  the  marketing  of 
such  articles  as  peppermint,  spearmint,  and  cascara.  Primary 
dealers  in  such  products  find  it  convenient  to  use  their  own 
distributing  organisations,  and  are  unwilling  to  favour  the 
smaller  dealers  with  terms  below  those  given  the  larger  con- 
sumers. These  conditions  naturally  lend  a  nominal  aspect 
to  the  local  market  for  other  than  moderate  parcels.  Opium 
and  cascara  are  firmer;  peppermint,  spearmint,  and  jalap 
are  higher. 

Aloes.- — The  market  for  case  Curasao  continues  firm,  7|c. 
being  available  in  most  quarters  for  only  heavy  supplies. 
For  1,000  lb.  8c.  is  generally  named,  and  a  good  turnover  has 
been  made  at  this  figure.   Gourds  are  in  quiet  demand  at  IOjC. 

Cascara  Sageada. — Spot  dealers  report  a  moderate  outlet 
at  the  prevailing  quotations  of  7jc.  to  9c,  but  considerable 
purchases  of  manufacturing  supplies  have  been  made  from 
coast  dealers.  Little  information  regarding  the  progress  of 
the  peel  has  transpired,  but  it  is  thought  that  the  crop  this 
year  will  be  limited  and  high  in  price,  the  contributing 
factors  being  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  peelers  and  the 
increased  cost  of  gathering  due  to  the  scattered  distribution 
of  the  trees. 

Canada  Balsam  is  in  quiet  demand,  and,  with  freer  supplies 
available,  the  market  is  easier  at  $4.50.    Oregon  is  worth  $1. 

Copaiba. — Shipments  for  this  market  have  been  backward 
of  late,  and,  owing  to  depleted  stocks  and  an  active  demand, 
prices  are  firm  at  38c.  to  40c.    Para  is  quoted  at  45c.  to  47c. 

Jalap.' — Pronounced  scarcity  in  all  secondary  markets  and 
the  inability  to  trace  adequate  supplies  at  primary  sources 
have  resulted  in  a  further  advance  to  43c.  Stocks  in  this 
market  are  firmly  held,  and  in  the  event  of  the  present 
active  demand  continuing  a  much  higher  level  of  prices  will 
be  established. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American). — The  expected  development  of 
the  situation  outlined  in  my  previous  letter  has  resulted  in 
a  series  of  advances  to  $2.25,  as  against  a  previous  figure  of 
$1.90.  The  present  crop  is  generally  conceded  to  be  of  average 
proportions,  and  scarcity  is  not  anticipated,  but  the  shortage 
on  spot  allows  the  market  to  be  wholly  controlled  from 
primary  sources.  Local  dealers  are  unwilling  to  pay  the 
price  and  are  following  a  hand-to-mouth  policy  with  regard 
to  supplies,  but  the  primary  interests  find  little  difficulty  in' 
finding  an  outlet  among  the  larger  consumers  at  the  figures 
asked.

Prescription  Desks. 
Sir, — Re  your  note  in  a  recent  issue  concerning  pre- 
scription desks,  there  is  still  in  use  at  my  firm's  establish- 
ment at  Darley  Street  in  this  city  the  original  desk  em- 
ployed by  my  grandfather  at  the  time  of  the  firm's 
establishment  in  1834,  and  subsequently  used  throughout 
my  father's  life.  Like  that  at  Messrs.  Gibbs  &  Gurnell's 
pharmacy,  it  is  made  of  mahogany,  with  a  hinged  lift-up 
lid  glazed  with  plate-glass,  with  about  f  in.  of  a  mahogany 
frame.  Underneath  the  prescriptions  as  they  lie 
on  a  piece  of  one-time  velvet,  the  wooden  covering  to 
which  this  is  affixed,  being  also  hinged,  can  be  lifted,  and 
has  been  used  generally  for  prescriptions  which  patients 
may  have  requested  us  to  keep  for  them,  and  in  some 
cases  where  they  have  been  inadvertently  lost  on  the 
premises.  Otherwise  it  corresponds  very  closely  in  detail 
with  the  one  previously  referred  to,  though  the  dimensions 
are  somewhat  smaller.

International  CoDgress  of  Pharmacy. 
Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck  (Cambridge),  writing  in  regard 
to  our  report  of  this  Congress  (C.  db  D.,  September  10), 
says  :  "  (1)  You  state  that  on  the  Friday  afternoon,  when 
the  sale  of  proprietary  disinfectants  was  being  considered, 
I  contributed  a  statement  regarding  the  subject  discussed 
at  the  morning  sitting.  I  mentioned,  in  fact,  the  need 
of  an  international  standard  for  testing  disinfectants. 
This  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  subject  of  international 
unification  of  reagents — the  matter  which  was  discussed 
before  luncheon.  (2)  When  the  question  of  an  inter- 
national association  of  pharmaceutical  societies  wa*  being 
discussed,  you  say,  unfortunately,  owing  to  the  absence 
of  British  delegates,  no  representatives  were  named  for 
Great  Britain.'  This  is  entirely  erroneous.  I  was  pre- 
sent during  the  discussion  of  this  question  the  whole  time, 
and  then  crossed  over  to  the  scientific  section  and  heard 
the  paper  upon  'Pepsin  Assay.'  Mr.  White  spent  the 
earlier  part  of  the  morning  in  the  latter  section,  and  then 
crossed  over  to  the  professional  side,  where  he  contributed 
remarks,  as  you  report,  upon  '  Pharmaceutical  Represen- 
tatives on  Pharmacopceial  Commissions.'  " 
[To  this  our  reporter  replies  as  follows  : 

"  First :  When  Mr.  Peck  read  his  remarks,  the  Congress 
was  discussing  the  disinfectants  question.  Unfortunately  he 
was  not  very  well  understood.  I  turned  to  a  Frenchman 
sitting  beside  me,  and  asked  if  he  knew  what  it  was  about.  His 
reply  was  that  Mr.  Peck  appeared  to  be  discussing  the  subject 
that  had  already  been  settled  at  the  previous  sitting.  Ap- 
parently my  informant,  like  myself,  had  misunderstood  Mr. 
Peck.  In  point  of  fact  the  meeting  did  not  understand  him 
either,  for  the  Chairman  asked  for  his  manuscript  and  handed 
it  to  the  Secretary,  who  read  it  out  a  second  time.  I  had 
already  made  a  note  of  its  supposed  contents,  and  confess  that 
I  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  pay  close  attention  to  the 
second  reading.  The  official  report  (see  Bulletin  No.  3,  p.  7) 
simply  states  that  Mr.  Peck  read  a  communication  in  which 
he  also  expressed  his  agreement. 

"  Second  :  With  reference  to  this,  my  authority  was  one  of 
the  Secretaries  of  the  Professional  Section.  Not  being  en- 
dowed with  the  properties  of  Boyle  Roche's  bird,  I  was 
unable  to  be  at  both  sections  at  the  same  time,  and  on  asking 
the  Secretary  what  had  been  done,  he  stated  that,  inter  alia, 
they  had  elected  a  Commission  to  consider  and  report  on  the 
question  of  an  International  Committee,  but  unfortunately 


no  Englishman  had  been  elected,  as  there  was  no  Englishman 
present  at  the  meeting  when  the  committee  was  appointed. 
The  official  report  (see  Bulletin  No.  4,  p.  6)  says  that  a  com- 
munication from  Mr.  White  on  this  subject  was  handed  in, 
but  the  presumption  is  that  the  committee  had  been  elected 
in  the  temporary  absence  of  Messrs.  Peck  and  White.  There 
is  no  reason  why  the  name  of  one  of  these  gentlemen  might 
not  have  been  added  to  the  committee  when  the  minutes  were 
read  at  the  next  session,  but  apparently  no  one  seems  to  have 
thought  of  this. 

"  I  am  sorry  if  Mr.  Peck  has  been  misreported,  but  I  am 
quite  sure  that  if  the  English  delegates  had  spoken  in  English 
and  had  their  remarks  translated,  as  was  done  in  the  case  of 
Germans,  Hungarians,  and  Spaniards,  who  spoke  in  their 
own  language,  it  would  have  tended  much  more  to  the  comfort 
of  the  whole  Congress  and  to  accuracy  in  reporting.  As  it 
was,  both  Frenchmen  and  Englishmen  had  the  very  greatest 
difficulty  in  understanding  what  they  wanted  to  say."] 

Narcotic  and  Spirituous  Medicines  in  Madras. 

A  Madras  firm  of  wholesale  druggists  (255/6)  writes 
protesting  against  the  stringent  and  meaningless  restric- 
tions imposed  by  the  Government  on  the  sale  of  medicines 
containing  spirits  and  opium.  "  The  duty  on  medicines 
containing  spirits  is,"  they  say,  "levied  by  the  Customs 
authorities  in  an  arbitrary  way.  The  determination  of 
strength  does  not  conform  to  the  strength  given  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  For  this  it  would  be  better  if  the 
strength  of  spirit  were  stated  on  each  preparation  containing 
spirit.  As  regards  opium-preparations,  the  following  list 
will  show  how  many  of  the  most  inoffensive  preparations 
hitherto  used  by  one  and  all  throughout  India  without  the 
least  danger  to  life  have  by  one  stroke  of  the  pen  been 
prohibited  to  be  sold  to  the  public  without  a  written  per- 
mission from  the  Collector.  If  a  person  suffering  from 
diarrhoea  or  dysentery  wants  chlorodyne,  camphorodyne, 
or  Dover's  powder,  he  will  have  to  apply  to  the  Collector 
of  the  district  for  permission  to  purchase  from  a  druggist's 
shop,  and  the  shopkeeper  should  simultaneously  apply  for 
permission  to  sell.  The  permission,  which  is  not  given 
freely,  if  granted  at  all,  is  sent  after  a  delay  of  a  month. 
This  kind  of  restriction  has  put  a  stop  to  our  sales  of  many 
useful  medicines,  such  as —

"  In  spite  of  our  representations,  the  authorities  here  do 
not  seem  to  realise  our  difficulties  and  try  to  remedy  the 
defect.  We  would  therefore  request  you  to  make  a  repre- 
sentation, jointly  with  other  chemists,  to  the  Government 
on  your  side,  and  try  to  put  pressure  on  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment, so  that  our  business  may  go  on  as  usual  and  the 
several  millions  of  purchasers  who  are  now  using  these 
may  continue  to  use  them  as  before." 

The  Split  Infinitive  and  other  Things. 

Sir, — Questions  of  grammar  are  somewhat  foreign  to  the 
purposes  of  the  0.  &  D.,  but  I  am  tempted  to  send  you  a 
line.  The  split  infinitive  is  a  very  common  error,  if  it  is 
an  error,  of  style,  and  you  will  find  it  in  your  newspaper 
every  morning.  An  example  appears  in  my  paper  to-day, 
where  Dr.  Boynton,  of  New  York,  is  reported  as  saying 
that  it  was  difficult  for  his  countrymen  "to  find  out  how 
to  appropriately  tip  waiters  in  this  country."  Now,  apart 
altogether  from  the  pedantic  criticism  of  the  stylist,  I 
think  that  this  split  infinitive  expresses  Dr.  Boynton's 
difficulty  more  accurately  than  any  other  arrangement  of 
the  words  could  have  done.  But,  after  all,  it  is  not  the 
stylists,  but  the  common  people,  who  make  the  grammar 
of  a  country.  We  do  not  think  of  quarrelling  with  the 
Greek  because  the  neuter  plural  takes  a  singular  verb. 
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It  was  the  custom  of  the  Greeks,  and  therefore  it  is  right. 
In  English  it  would  be  wrong,  just  because  in  our  language 
to-day  a  plural  noun  always  takes  a  plural  verb.  It  was 
not  always  so,  in  some  parts  of  the  country  at  least,  for 
one  of  Mr.  Stephenson's  own  poets  wrote,  a  century  and 
a  half  ago,  "When  the  kye  comes  hame,"  which  in  Eng- 
lish would  now  be  "When  the  cows  come  home."  The 
English  language  changes  from  year  to  year,  and  though 
we  may  not  notice  it  as  we  go  along,  we  have  only  to 
compare,  say,  the  language  of  King  James's  Bible  with 
that  of  the  Revised  Version  to  see  the  difference.  How- 
ever true  it  might  be,  it  would  lack  euphony  for  me  to 
say  that  I  could  not  write  "like  '  Xrayser  II.'  does,"  but 
this  use  of  the  adjective  "like  "  as  an  adverb  is  becoming 
painfully  common.  You  read  it  in  very  good  novels  and 
in  the  newspaper,  and  you  hear  it  regularly  in  the  pulpit, 
so  that  I  have  no  doubt  that  thirty  years  hence  it  will  be 
quite  excellent  English.  With  regard  to  the  use  of 
"  officinal  "  instead  of  "  unofficial,"  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
former  is  archaic,  and  almost,  if  not  quite,  obsolete,  and 
that  the  more  familiar  term  "unofficial"  covers  all  the 
ground.  Why  trouble  to  resurrect  a  word  which  we 
forgot  years  ago,  when  Pereira  ceased  to  have  any  prac- 
tical interest  for  us?  Yours,  etc.,

Assistants'  Hours. 
Sir, — In  common  with  myself,  no  doubt  many  phar- 
macists are  greatly  interested  in  the  conflict  going  on  in 
Paris  regarding  assistants'  hours.  It  may  seem  illogical 
at  first  sight  to  see  a  body  of  salaried  employes  who 
are  agitating  for  reduced  hours  allying  themselves  with 
the  pharmacists  who  work  them  twelve  or  thirteen  hours 
a  day,  instead  of  with  the  pharmacy  companies  who  have 
a  ten-hours'  rule.  One  can  only  suppose  (in  the  absence 
of  fuller  information)  that  in  this,  as  in  many  other  cases, 
the  assistant  feels  that  the  outward  and  visible  sign  of 
9  p.m.  closing  is  a  surer  protection  against  overwork  than 
the  inward  and  spiritual  grace  of  a  ten-hours'  agreement. 
The  experience  of  "exceptions"  to  the  French  Sunday 
Closing  Act  and  other  matters  seems  to  show  that  such 
agreements,  at  first  respected,  are  frequently  infringed  at 
iiusy  times,  during  holidays  or  in  any  moment  of  pressure, 
and  the  employe  who  works  extra  hours  first  as  a  favour 
may  finally  be  required  to  do  so  as  a  matter  of  course. 
Closing  releases  everyone,  master  and  man,  without  fear 
and  without  favour.         Yours  very  truly,

Whooping  Cough. 
The  latest  cure  for  whooping  cough  as  recommended  by  a 
customer  of  mine  is  as  follows  :  "I  goes  into  the  garden  and 
ipulls  up  a  '  Tripilo  onion,'  then  I  slices  it  up  very  thin,  thinner 
than  for  frying,  and  then  '  mastikates  '  it  and  puts  some 
'  casterated  '  sugar  over  it.  I  then  mixes  the  juice  with  some 
vinegar,  and  gives  them  a  teaspoonful.  You  should  see  them 
then  bring  up  the  '  Bern  '  !  "

It.  H.  (35/2). — Cattle-remedies  are  not  liable  to  medicine 
etamp-duty. 

Country  (35/56). — If  A,  an  employer,  enters  into  a  contract 
with  B,  his  employe,  to  the  effect  that  the  latter  shall  not 


engage  in  business  within  a  certain  distance  from  the  shop 
previously  managed  by  B,  the  contract  is  enforceable  against 
B.  In  the  event  of  B  selling  the  business  to  C,  A  cannot 
restrain  C  from  carrying  it  on. 

C.  W.  E.  (36/70). — The  manner  in  which  you  label  the  corn- 
silk  exempts  it  from  medicine  stamp-duty  as  a  "  known,  ad- 
mitted, and  approved  remedy."  The  handbill  which  you. 
use  may,  however,  exclude  it  from  the  exemption,  because 
the  silk  is  described  by  a  brand,  and  the  use  of  a  brand  is- 
equivalent  to  a  claim  to  proprietary  right,  which  claim 
excludes  medicines  from  the  exemption. 

/.  /.  P.  (30/1)  puts  the  following  inquiry:  A  and  B  have- 
shops  next  door  to  each  other ;  each  shop  is  built  out  some- 
6  ft.  from  the  main  wall  of  the  building.  A  facia  is  provided 
for  each  shop  immediately  above  the  window  and  below  the- 
reof, but  B  erects  a  canvas  sign  about  2  ft.  high  on  the  roof 
of  the  shop,  which  entirely  obstructs  the  view  from  A's  sitting- 
room  window.  Can  A,  by  right  of  light,  compel  B  to  take- 
down the  sign  or  alter  it  to  such  a  position  that  A  can  see 
through  his  window  ?  /Unless  A  has  an  ancient  light  to  his 
windows  we  are  of  opinion,  from  what  he  tells  us,  that  he 
cannot  compel  B  to  remove  his  canvas  sign.] 

M.  A.  J.  (31/27).  —Landlord  and  Tenant.— The  tenant  of  a 
house  furnished  on  the  hire  system  has  left  the  house,  taking 
with  him  the  key — whether  he  will  return  or  not  is  doubtful. 
The  landlord  wishes  to  distrain  on  the  furniture,  but  the 
dealer  from  whom  the  furniture  was  obtained  states  that  the 
landlord  cannot  touch  hired  goods,  owing  to  a  recent  change 
in  the  law  Would  it  be  legal  to  recover  possession  by  affixing 
a  notice  to  quit  to  the  front  door  and  taking  possession  on 
expiration  of  notice  ?  [The  landlord's  best  course  is  to  take 
proceedings  to  recover  possession  in  the  County  Court  if  the 
rent  owing  is  less  than  20/.,  and  in  the  High  Court  if  over 
that  amount.  The  landlord  is  not  legally  entitled  to  take 
possession  in  the  way  suggested.  We  are  not  aware  of  any 
new  law  to  prevent  the  landlord  distraining  on  the  hired 
furniture,  such  furniture  being  on  the  premises  in  respect  of 
which  the  rent  is  due.  The  Law  of  Distress  Amendment  Act, 
1908,  to  which  dealer  probably  refers,  in  certain  cases  protects 
the  goods  belonging  to  persons  other  than  the  tenant  from 
distress,  but  expressly  excludes  goods  comprised  in  a  hire- 
purchase  agreement  from  the  benefit  of  the  Act.]

J.  T.  W.  (14/61). — The  copy  which  you  have  of  Goulard's 
"  Treatise  on  the  Effects  and  Various  Preparations  of  Lead, 
etc.,"  k  one  of  the  five  or  six  editions  of  the  English  trans- 
lation of  Thomas  Goulard's  work.  It  is  interesting  as  giving 
the  original  method  of  preparing  Goulard's  extract,  but  the 
book  is  not  rare. 

B.  J.  H.  (5/12). — Girls  as  Dispensers. — At  present  there  is 
a  glut  in  the  market  for  certificated  women  dispensers,  and 
the  prospects  as  a  dispenser  for  a  well-educated  girl  who  has 
passed  the  Senior  Cambridge  examination  are  not  rosy. 
The  salaries  paid  range  from  10.s-.  a  week  with  doctors  to- 
50/.  to  80/.  a  year  in  institutions.  There  are  a  few  better-paid 
posts  held  by  women  pharmacists,  but  the  demand  is  less- 
than  the  supply 

B.  D.  (25/6). — The  qualification  Registered  Druggist  of 
Ireland  is  not  recognised  by  pharmacy  authorities  in  the 
British  Colonies  or  in  the  United  States,  where  the  oppor- 
tunities for  druggists  are  not  better  than  in  Ireland,  and 
success  depends  chiefly  upon  the  individual. 

Rubber  (241/27). — We  do  not  know  of  any  book  which  deals 
separately  with  artificial-teeth  making  (vulcanising,  etc.). 
The  books  mentioned  in  reply  to  "  Extractor  "  (C.  <£  D.,  Sep- 
tember 17,  p.  460)  have  generally  chapters  dealing  with  the 
whole  of  mechanical  dentistry,  the  best  book  in  this  respect 
being  Essig's  "  Mechanical  Dentistry."  We  are  acquainted 
also  with  a  small  book  on  "  Mechanical  Dentistry,"  by  Charles 
Hunter,  but  as  this  was  published  in  1895,  it  is  probably  out 
of  print  now. 

W.  B.  S.  (29/47).— While  we  are  always  willing  to  help 
students,  we  cannot  fill  space  needlessly  with  information 
recently  printed  in  these  columns.  All  the  information  which 
you  want  regarding  the  Preliminary  examination  was  given 
in  our  Educational  Number,  August  12.  The  British  Columbia 
Pharmaceutical  Association  will  no  doubt  accept  the  College 
of  Preceptors'  certificates,  which  a,-e  accepted  by  the  Pharma? 
ceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 
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Seidlitz  (31/2).—  'The  Itching  Skin -disease  from  which  the 
child  is  suffering  is  most  probably  scabies  (itch),  the  manifes- 
tations of  which  in  children  are  very  different  from  those  in 
adults.  Let  the  child  be  well  rubbed  all  over  with  sulphur  oint- 
ment at  night  and  given  a  hot  bath  in  the  morning,  using 
plenty  of  soap  and  hot  water,  with  a  loofah,  followed  by  a  com- 
plete change  of  clothing.  Repeat  the  process  in  two  or  three 
days.  The  ointment  will  cause  a  good  deal  of  redness  and  irri- 
tation, but  this  will  be  allayed  by  a  simple  dusting-powder, 
such  as  stai-ch  and  zinc  oxide.  A  similar  condition  to  the  one 
complained  of  would  be  caused  by  the  bites  of  insects  (such  as 
harvest-bugs,  which  burrow  under  the  skin  like  the  itch  mite), 
•or  even  by  bed-bugs:  it  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  keep  a 
look-out  for  any  source  of  this  kind. 

C.  E.  H.  (36/20).— Milk-fever  IN  Cows.— The  following 
•extracts  from  "Veterinary  Counter-practice"  (pp.  200  and 
201)  "give  you  the  information  you  require  :  "A  German 
veterinarian,  Schmidt,  of  Kolding,  believing  that  milk-fever 
■is  an  auto-intoxication  induced  by  the  development  of  some 
toxin  in  the  udder  or  milk-glands,  thought  fit  to  attack  the 
cause  and  local  seat  of  the  malady  by  injecting  into  the  bag 
a  solution  of  potassium  iodide.  He  prescribed  j-oz.  doses 
dissolved  in  about  a  quart  of  warm  water  and  injected  up 
the  four  teats,  dividing  the  whole  quantity  equally  between 
the  quarters.  His  success  was  great,  and  the  results  were 
published  to  the  world."  ..."  A  vet.'s  son,  left  temporarily 
in  charge,  and  distrusting  himself  to  dispense  potassium 
iodide  for  an  urgent  case  which  came  along,  thought  ■  he 
would  be  doing  no  harm  if  he  supplied  a  drachm  or  two  of 
chinosol."  He  did  so,  and  the  patient  recovered.  The  young 
man's  parent  published  the  story,  and  since  then  the  majority 
of  practitioners  have  employed  chinosol  with  even  greater 
success  than  potassium  iodide.  A  convenient  quantity  is 
2  drachms  in  6  oz.  of  water,  with  instructions  to  mix  with 
li  pint  of  water  at  the  temperature  of  the  body  and  inject 
with  a  proper  apparatus,  dividing  the  amount  between  the 
four  quarters,  or  the  three  in  case  of  a  '  blind  '  one." 

/.  M.  (37/1).— You  will  find  in  our  Summer  Issue,  p.  172, 
•an  article  on  pharmacy  in  Switzerland,  and  in  our  issue  of 
August  13,  p.  285,  the  legal  conditions  upon  which  pharmacy 
as  practised  in  the  republic. 

Herbs  (12/9). — The  plants  you  send  are  I.  Agrimony  (Agri- 
monia  eupatoria),  which  in  former  times  was  used  in  the  form 
■of  an  infusion  of  dried  leaves  for  the  treatment  of  liver  com- 
plaints, and  as  a  blood  purifier.  II.  Wild  carrot  (Daucus 
■car  ota). 

Inert  (Malta)  (147/28).— Loss  of  Effervescence  in  the 
sample  of  magnesium  citrate  is  probably  due  to  the  climate. 
A  very  slight  amount  of  dampness  in  the  atmosphere  induces, 
prematurely  but  slowly,  the  reaction  of  the  acid  and  alkali 
contained  in  the  preparation. 

Optologist  (36/38). — Optical  Qualification.— The  letters  you 
refer  to  indicate,  we  believe,  a  pseudo-qualification  which  was 
formerly  obtainable  from  a  wholesale  optical  house.  Particu- 
lars of  the  diplomas  in  optics  were  given  in  the  Educational 
Number  of  The  Chemist  and  Dkuggist  published  on 
August  13. 

Tickets  (35/8). — It  looks  as  though  the  ink  which  you  use 
with  the  sign-marker  has  insufficient  body  in  it.  It  would  be 
advisable  to  communicate  with  the  makers  of  the  apparatus, 
as  they  may  be  familiar  with  the  method  of  overcoming  the 
difficulty.

A.  S.  (11/35).— (1)  Mustard-plant  Pests.— The  late  Miss 
Ormerod  in  1893  published  an  account  of  the  pests  that  infest 
fche  mustard-plant.  _  From  this  it  appears  that  there  are 
several  beetles  that  injure  the  mustard-crop,  but  that  the  two 
principal  ones  are  the  mustard-beetle  (Phcedon  bctulce)  and 
fche  "flower-beetle"  (Meligcthes  cencns).  The  remedies 
suggested  are  Paris  green,  paraffin  emulsion,  and  a  dusting- 


powder  composed  of  lime,  gas-lime,  sulphur,  and  soot ;  but 
the  most  favoured  method  of  treating  the  pests  is  to  catch  them 
in  vessels  of  tar,  a  special  machine  being  employed  to  shake 
them  from  the  plants  into  the  tar.  Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Colman, 
Carrow  Works,  Norwich,  used  to  publish  a  leaflet  on  mustard- 
pests,  but  we  do  not  know  if  they  maintain  the  practice  at 
the  present  day.  (2)  Depilatory. — The  most  used  seems  to 
be  the  barium  depilatory,  which  is  as  follows  :

When  required  for  use,  mix  into  a  cream  with  water,  and 
spread  on  the  part.  Allow  to  remain  on  for  from  five  to  ten 
minutes,  then  remove  with  a  blunt  knife  and  wash  the  skin, 
which  will  be  temporarily  reddened  by  the  process.

Mel  (21/42).— Sugar  in  Honey.— The  detection  with  cer- 
tainty of  added  cane-sugar  to  honey  is  not  easy,  since  it  is 
a,  normal  constituent  of  which  from  5  to  16  per  cent,  may  be 
present.    If  the  sugar  has  been  introduced  by  feeding  it  to  the 


bees  the  difficulty  is  increased,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  bees 
invert  the  greater  part  of  the  sucrose.  Sugar-feeding  is  not 
profitable. 

W.  II.  (19/67). — Damp-mould  on  Engravings. — Rub  the 
surface  of  the  engraving  with  bread-crumb  to  clean  off  the 
mould,  then  shut  up  for  a  'day  in  a  tight  box  containing 
formalin,  so  that  the  formaldehyde  given  off  penetrates  the 
paper  and  kills  the  lower  forms  of  life.  Expose  tc  air,  and 
when  the  frames  are  again  hung  up  on  the  wall  keep  them 
from  touching  the  damp  wall  by  means  of  thin  corks  fixed  to 
the  lower  edge  of  the  back  of  the  frame.

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Hyoscine  in  Fiction. 

Jean  ues  Galeres,  an  escaped  galley-slave,   and  the  hero 
of  a  French  novel  bearing  that  title,  written  by  Edgar 
Monteuil,  and  published  in  the  'seventies,  was  given  an 
ordonniincc  by  one  of  his  accomplices,  a  doctor,  for  hyoscine, 
for  the  purpose  ofv  poisoning  a  banker,  whose  premises  he 
had  planned  to  rob.    The  pharmacien  gave  him  a  less  potent 
drug,  which  only  put  his  victim  to  sleep  temporarily.  In 
another  novel.  "  A  Wingless  Angel,"  written  by  J.  E.  Mud- 
dock,  published  in  1878,   and  dedicated  to  Dr.  Benjamin 
Ward  Richardson,  hyoscyamia  was  the  poison  used  to  remove 
one  of  the  characters.    Curiously,  the  name  of  the  heroine 
of  this  novel  was  Belmore.    Briefly,  the  story  is  as  follows  : 
Ernest  Leslie,  the  representative  of  one  of  the  oldest  York- 
shire families,  by  profession  an  engineer,  went  to  India, 
leaving  behind  in  Brigleigh  a  sweetheart,  Ruth  Rivers,  and  a 
sister,  who  suffered  from  spinal  curvature,  and  enjoyed  an 
income  of  3,000?.  a  year.    In  the  event  of  the  latter's  death  her 
fortune,  together  with  the  Manor  House,  reverted  to  Ernest 
Leslie.    Notwithstanding  her  deformity  she  had  many  ad- 
mirers, among  whom  the  favoured  one  was  John  Ashton,  a 
young  doctor,  who  had  bought  a  practice  in  the  village.  In 
India  Ernest  met  a  young  and  beautiful  widow,  Evangeline 
Belmore,  a  lady  with  a  "  past  "  ;  her  husband  had  died  after  a 
short  and  mysterious  illness.    Ernest  has  arranged  to  return 
home  on  the  Candia,  when  Mrs.  Belmore  wrote  saying  that 
she  had  taken  a  berth  on  the  same  ship,  her  ayah,  Woonah, 
accompanying  her.    Synchronous  with  the  return  of  Ernest 
to  his  ancestral  home  a  Mr.  Rodolphe  Griswold  turns  up  at 
.  Brigleigh,  and  becomes  the  tenant  of  "  Crow's  Nest,"  a 
dilapidated  property  belonging  to  Ernest.    Griswold  turns 
out  to  be  the  uncle  of  the  widow,  but  he  was  quite  unaware 
of  her  presence  in  England.    The  meeting  between  Ernest 
and  Ruth  Rivers  was  cool.    She  murmurs,  "Is  this  all  the 
greeting  you  have  for  me  ?  "   Gently  but  firmly  Ernest  says  he 
is  afraid  she  has  been  "  too  expectant."    The  deck  being. 
thus  cleared,  two  months  elapse,  when  Mrs.  Belmore  writes 
.saying  that  her  uncle  wishes  her  to  come  to  "  Crow's  Nest." 
She  is  inclined  to  accept,  mentions  that  she  will  bring  Woonah. 
"  What  do  yo  j  say  ?  '-'    He  answers,  "  I  insist  upon  your 
coming.    P.S. — Don't  bring  Woonah."   Both  went.   At  their 
first  tete-a-tete  a  messenger  comes  to  say  that  Miss  Leslie  is 
taken  suddenly  and  dangerously  ill,  and  Ernest  hurries  off 
home.    On  the  way  he  meets  Mrs.  Belmore,  who,  in  great 
agitation,  gives  to  him  a  letter,  and  tells  him  to  ask  no 
questions,  but  wait  and  see.    Then  she  left.    Ernest-  opened 
the  note,  which  was  a  regular  gipsy's  warning  :  "  Danger, 
beware."    On  Ernest's  arrival  at  the  Manor  House  Dr.  Ash- 
ton told  him  that  his  sister  had  been  struck  with  a  mysterious 
malady;  she  had  taken  nothing  likely  to  disagree  with  her. 
He  mentioned  that  she  had  taken  a  glass  of  wine  with  Mr. 
Griswold,  who  had  called  and  lunched  with  her.  After 
several  recoveries  and  relapses  she  dies,  but  not  before  stating 
that  Ruth  Rivers  had  poisoned  her.    A  satchel  belonging  to 
this  young  lady — who  was  the  "  Wingless  Angel,"  and  had 
nursed  Miss  Leslie  through  her  illness — on  being  searched 
disclosed  a  quantity  of  powder,  and,  notwithstanding  the 
paper  enclosing  it  was  evidently  of  Indian  make,  Ruth  was 
charged  with  murder.    At  the  inquest  Dr.  Ashton  said  that 
he  and  Dr.  Dudley  had  made  a  -post-mortem,  and  they  were 
of  the  opinion  that  some  active  vegetable  poison  was  the  cause 
of  death;  but  although  they  had  made  a  most  careful  and 
searching  examination  for  poison,  they  had  failed  to  find  any 
in  the  stomach  or  intestines.    They  had  also  analysed  a  few 
drops  of  the  remaining  medicine,  some  crystals  which  they- 
found  on  the  neck  of  the  bottle,  and  the  powder  from  the 
satchel,  all  of  which  corresponded.   He  was  unable  to  identify 
the  substance  :  it  was  not  classed  in  the  Pharmacopoeia ;  it 
was  not  one  of  the  ingredients  of  the  medicine  he  prescribed 
and  dispensed  -himself.    He  had  experimented  with  some  of 
the  substance  upon  a  cat,  which  had  died  after  four  hours, 
with  exactly  the  same  symptoms  as  those  exhibited  by  the 
deceased  lady  ;  but  an  examination  revealed  the  fact  that  the 
poison  left  behind  no  trace  in  the  stomach  except  a  slight 
inflammation.    At  the  next  hearing.  Dr.  DuJley  stated  that 
he  had  analysed  the  powder  discovered  round  the  neck  of  the 
bottle,  and  also  that  found  in  the  satchel ;  both  consisted  of 
minute  crystals  soluble  in  ether.  It  was  an  active  and  peculiar 
poison,  an  alkaloid  extracted  from  henbane,  and  known  in 
the  profession  as  hyoscj'amia.    In  cross-examination,  the 
doctor  ;stated  that  he  did  not  think  a  non-professional  person 
could  have  purchased  the  hyoscyamia.    He  did  not  think  a 
single  ounce  of  it  was  procurable  in  the  whole  of  the  United 
Kingdom.    Miss  Rivers'  case  appeared  in  a  bad  way — every-i 
thing  pointed  to  her  being  found  guilty  but  .  .  .  Philip. 
Grafton,  an  old  friend  of  the  family,  as  soon  as  he  heard  of 
the  murder,  was  suspicious  of  the  widow  and  the  ayah,  and, 
finding  they  had  left  the  village,  he  called  upon  Luke  Bradley, 
of  Scotland  Yard,  who  agreed  with  him  as  to  Woonah,  but, 
thought  Griswold  the  accomplice.    The  evidence  then  in  his 


possession  was  not  conclusive  enough  to  justify  him  in  apply- 
ing for  a  warrant,'  they  could  only  keep  the  parties  under 
observation.  Philip,  with  this  idea.  -called  at  the  hotel  where- 
Mrs.  Belmore  was  putting  up.  .She  had.  left  sorne  hours  pre- 
viously. She  did  not  leave  her  new  address,  but  she  did 
leave — or  rather,  as  it  turned  out,  her  ayah  left — a  small 
-box;  this  the  hotel,  manager  kindly  gave  to  Philip,  and  on 
opening  it  they  found  it  contained  a  number  of  tiny  bottles, 
labelled  in  Hindustani  and  English.  Among  those  with  the 
latter  labels  was  one  which  read  "  H— symia  6  gns  diem." 
Philip  traced  the  couple  to  Brighton,  and  thence  to  Londdn 
Bridge  Station,  where  he  succeeded  in  making  her  tell  her 
life-story.  This  includes  an  acquaintance  (after  her  marriage 
to  Mr.  Belmore)  with  an  Indian  prince,  Hafji,  who  was  an 
expert  poisoner,  and  who  came  to  England  with  her  disguised 
as  her  ayah.  Hafji  put  the  hyoscyamine  in  the  medicine 
supplied  by  Dr.  Ashton.  -  Ralph  lost  no  time  in  giving  this 
information  to  the  counsel  for  the  accused,  and_  after  a 
skilful  cross-examination  of  Griswold,  in  which  he  was  made 
to  inculpate  Hafji,  Miss  Rivers  was  acquitted.  Griswold 
eventually  poisoned  himself  with  a  concentrated  essence  of 
almonds,  which  he  had  in  a  little  glass  tube  concealed  between 
his  lower  gum  and  his  cheek.  "  He  ground  his  teeth,"  etc., 
and  then  followed  the  inquest.  Hafji  was  spotted  on  board 
ship  by  an  old  Indian  officer,'  who  read  the  word  hyoscyamia 
in  Hindustani  on  the  bottled  He  was  brought  back  to  Eng- 
land, committed  for  trial  at  York,  found  guilty,  and  hung  in 
due  time. — John  Hickman.
